The King returning Home, found ſome 
defection in his Barons; that entertained him a while; after 
which, he fell into ſo dangerous a fit' of Sickneſs, that.it was re- 
ported he was Dead. This created ſeveral Doubts and Suſpici-

ons in his Friends, and encouraged Geoffrey, Earl of Anjou, to ſur- 


ize feveral Places in Alormundy, to prepare for the recovery of 
bis Wife Maud her Right: But to 3 World fee he A a- 
live again, Sepben paſſed into Normandy,overcame Anjou in Battle, 
and after makes Peace with him; and upon the renouncing his 
Wife's Claim, Stephen is to pay 500 Marks per Anmim. 

He was but newly returned out of Vor mandy, when David, 
King of Scots, encouraged by his former Sncceſſes, Invades the 
North-Parts a ſecond time, in the Year 1139. But notwithſtand- 


ing the active Valour of himſelf and his Son, he was Defeated, 


with the Loſs of 11000 of his Soldiers, by Thu ſtan, Archbthop 
of Tork, and the Northern Lords: Upon which, David begs a 
Peace; for the confirmation of which, his Son Henry was ſent 
Hoſtage to King Stephen. The quickneſs of whoſe Succefs, mak- 
ing him preſume more of himſelf, caufed him to fall upon thoſe 


| Rocks that daſhed in pieces his future Grandeur. 


Not long after, Stephen calls a Council at Oxford, where oc- 
caſion was given him to fall out with his faithfulleft Friends, the 
Clergy ; for the Biſhops, upon Liberty given to build Caſtles, 
ſo out-went the Lords, in Magnificence, Strength, and number 
of Erections, and efpecially the Biſhop of Salisbury, that their 


_ Greatneſs was much envied by them, who to be Revenged put it 


in the King's Head, That all thoſe Caſtles were built to no other 
intent, but for the entertainment of Maud, and her Complices : 


Whereupon Stephen, after a long Diſpute with the Biſhops, takes 
them into his own Hands. |

After ſome fruitleſs Propoſals in order to an Agreement, whe- 
ther by Connivence of their Keepers, but more probably by Con- 
ſent, both King Stephen, and Earl Robert, got to be at Liberty, 
and the Empreſs not long after is beſieged by the King in Oxford; 
from whence ſhe makes her ſecond Eſcape. Nevertheleſs, the 
preſent Fear left ſuch an Impreſſion upon her, that ſhe never af- 
terwards had any Mind to appear upon the Stage of War, but 
left it to her Son, Duke Henry, who being grown up, and able 
to bear Arms, did fortunately ſupply the Places of Robert Earl 
of Glocefter, his Uncle; and Milo Earl of Hereford, another of 
his Mother's Captains, both lately deceaſed. 

Into England Henry comes with freſh Supplies, and beſieges 
Malmsbury, to give 2 a Diverſion, at that time with an Ar- 
my before Wallmgford ; who reſolving to put the Buſineſs to the 
Trial of a Battle, brings an Army far ſuperior to that of Duke 
Henry: But Floods and Storms kept them ſo long aſunder, till 
an Agreement was made by the Biſhops, eſpecially by the Media- 
tion of the Archbiſhop of Camerbury, and at Wincheſter was con- 
cluded; upon theſe Conditions; viz. That King Stephen, during 
his natural Life, ſhould remain King of England, and Henry en- 
joy the Dukedom of Normandy, and be proclaim'd Heir apparent 
to the Kingdom of England: The Partiſans of both, to enjoy 
their ancient Rights and Titles: Things to be as they ſtood be- 
fore Stephen was King; and all Caſtles built in his Reign, tobe

After this Pacification, Henry returns into Normandy, and Ste- 
pben having attained (that which he never had before) Peace, 
(which yet he enjoyed not two years) makes Progreſſes through 
moſt parts of the Kingdom, to reform thoſe miſchiefs that had 
grown up under the Sword, and then calls a Parliament-at Lon- 
don: After which, having had a conference with JHeodoric, Earl 
of Flanders, who met him at Dover; He no ſooner had diſmiſſed 
him, but he was ſuddenly taken with the Lliac-Paſſion, mixed

He was (as a Modern Author renders him) a Man ſo continu- 
ally in Motion, that we cannot take his dimenſions, but only in 
paſſing, and that only on the fade of War; on the other, we 
never ſaw but a glance of him, which yet for the moſt part was 
ſuch as ſhewed him to be a very worthy, Prince, and an expert 
Soldier, wanting nothing to make him an excellent King, but a 
good Title. Thoſe that read his Circumſcriptions upon his Great- 
Seal, may admire, why he that only filed himſelf in his Char- 
ters, STEPHANus Dei GraTia REx'/ANGLORUM, ſhould. 
(having no Title, nor any Poſſeſſion of Aeg on the Re- 
verſe thereof, write himſelf alſo STEPHANus Der GRATIA 
Dux NORMA N ORu u. But it may be anſwered, That his 
Right to both was much alike; and having an uſurped Kingdom 
in Poſſeſſion, he might better make bold with the Title of Duke 
of Normandy, to compleat that Reverſe which his Predeceſſors 
had made uſe of before him. 
He kept his Word with the State, concerning the relievement 
of Tributes, and never had any Subſidy that we find: But which 
is more Remarkable, having his Sword continually out, and ſo 
many Rebellions againſt him, he never put any Great-Man to 
Death. Moreover, it is obſerved, That notwithſtanding all theſe 
Miſeries of War, there were more Abbeys erected in his Reign, 
than had been in an Hundred Years before ; which ſhews, that 
tho' the Times were Bad, they were not Impious.

Duke, Heury about two Years after the Death of his Father, 
came again for gland, where after ſome Velitations with King 
Stephen, they were at * laſt reconciled, and his Succeſſion to the 
Crown of England ratified by Act of Parliament; not long after 
which, he returned into /Vormandy, and laid fiege to a Caſtle 
detained from him by the King of Fance: Where news was 
brought him that King Stephen was dead, notwithſtanding which, 
Henry (who had no Competitor to fear) continued before it fix 
weeks, until 1t was ſurrendred, and then came for England, and 
was Anointed, and ſolemnly Crowned at Weſtminſter, by I heo- 
bald Archbiſhopof Canterbury upon the fourteenth of the Kalends 
of Januar y, viz. the nineteenth Day of December, in the Year 
of our Lord 1153. 

He began his Reign with fingular Prudence, making choice 
of the wiſeſt Men he could get for Counſellors. He expelled 
thoſe ſtrangers brought in by King Stephen, and demoliſhed the 
Caſtles the Nobility had built by his Allowance, (often proving 
Nurſeries of Rebellion :) And the Crown-lands alienated by that 
King, he reaſſumed, judging it ſafer to offend a few than diſ- 
oblige many. And for the furtherance of Juſtice, (in the One and 
twentieth Year of his Reign.) He divided his whole Realm into 
fix ſeveral Circuits, appointing in every Circuit three Judges, 
who twice a Year rode together to adminiſter Juſtice ; and to 
hear, and determine Cauſes betwixt Party and Party. 

His War with Owen Prince of Northwales, was rather account- 
ed an Exerciſe to keep him in Motion, than to difturb his Reſt ; 
yet notwithſtanding, Owen was not ſo eaſily reduced, but that 
Henry de Eſſex the King's Standard-Bearer, being oppreſſed by 
the Welſh let fall the Royal- Standard in Battle; for which he 
was caſhiered for Cowardize, ſhorn a Monk, and had his Lands 
ſeized into the King's hands. 

After which, himſelf and Queen Eleanor his Wife were ſo— 
lemnly Crowned at Worceſter upon Chriftmas-day, where they at 
the Offertory laid their Diadems upon the Altar, Vowing never 
to wear them after. This being the third Time, at which, in 
three ſeveral Places, Veſtminſter, Lincoln, and this City, he 
had been Crowned. To make his Dominions more entire, he 
ſeized into his hands the Earldom of Anjou, left by his Father's 
Will to his Brother Geoffrey, allowing him in lieu thereof an 


annual Penfion ; and alſo diveſted David King of Scots, of the 
Earldoms of Cumberland and Huntington, (Pieces granted him by 
King Stephen, and of Abrthumberland,) the Gift of his Mother 
the Empreſs ; leaving Dawd only that of Huntington, Fo the

And now Henry the young King is blamed by his Father-in-

which eafily inflamed the Youth with unjuſt Deſires : So that 
breaking out into open Hate, many Quarrels aroſe betwixt the 
two Henries, which were at length decided by ſharp and bloody 
Wars : In all which, moſt unnaturally his Sons, and moſt undu- 
tifully Robert Earl of Leiceſter, and Hugh Earl of Cheſter, toge- 
ther with William then King of Scots, taking part with the 
King of France, were continually overcome by King Henry, for- 
ced to an Agreement, and all their Complices upon ſubmiſſion 
pardoned. 

Long was the Contention betwixt King Henry and T homas 
Becket Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which tho no equal Match, yet 
it is hard to diſtinguiſh which had the Victory. The Difference 
was, the King would have it ordained, that the Malefactors of 
the Clergy ſhould be tryed before the Secular Magiſtrate, as Lay- 
men were: This Becket oppoſed, urging it to be againſt the Li- 
berty of the Church, and therefore againſt Gods Honor: Many 
Biſhops ſided with the King, ſome few with the Archbiſhop. At 
laſt Becket ſigns the Ordinance, yet with a Salvo Ordine ſuo, which 
not being ſa tisfactory to the King, he then figns abſolute, with- 
out reſervation, but immediately recants, and hath his Tempo- 
ralities ſeized on; upon which he flies the Realm, and his Kin- 
dred are baniſhed. Becket in this Miſery continued ſeven Years, 
till by the Pope's threatnings of Excommunication, or by the Me- 
diation of the King of Fance, he was reſtored to his Archbiſhop-

followeth. | 
Firſt, The Archbiſhops of Canterbury, Roan, Irters, and 

Dublin, with all the other Biſhops, &c. apparelled in rich Copes, 
and having the Croſs, Holy-Water and Cenſers carried before 
them, came to fetch the King at the Door of his Privy-Chamber ; 
and there receiving him, they led him to the Church of Weſt- 
minfler, till they came before the High-Altar, with a ſolemn Pro- 
ceſſion. In the middle of the Biſhops and Clergy, went four 
Barons bearing Candleſticks with Tapers; after whom came 
Geoffrey de Lucy bearing the Cap of Maintenance, and Jobn Mar- 
/hal next to him, bearing a Maſſive Pair of Spurs of Gold: Then 
followed Milliam Marſhal Earl of Pembroke, who bare the Royal 
Sceptre, in the top whereof, was ſet a Croſs of Gold; and William 
Fitz-Patrick Earl of Salisbury, going next him, bare the Warder 
or Rod, having on the top thereof a Dove. 

Then came three other Earls, vx. David, Brother to the King 
of Scots, Earl of Huntington, John Earl of Mortaign the King's 
Brother, and Nobert Earl of Leiceſter, each of them bearing a 
Sword upright in his Hand, with the Scabbards richly adorned 
with Gold; the Earl of Mortaign went in the midſt betwixt the 
other two. After them followed fix Earls and Barons bearing a 
Checker Table, upon which the Regalia were placed; and then 
followed William de Mandevile Earl of Albemarle, bearing a Crown 
of Gold before the King, who followed, (having the Biſhop of 
Durham on his right hand, and Reynold Biſhop of Bath on his 
left,) over whom a Canopy was born. And in this Orderhe came 
into the Church at Weſtminſter, where before the High-Altar, 
in the Preſence of the Clergy and the People, laying his hand up- 
on the Holy Evangeliſts, and the Relicks of certain Saints, he took 
his ſolemn Oath ; which done, he put off all his Garments from 
his Middle upwards, but only his Shirt, which was open on the 
Shoulders, that he might be Anointed : Then the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury Anointed him in three places, on the Read, on the 
Shoulder, and on the right Arm, with Prayers in ſuch Caſe ac- 
cuſtomed. After this he covered his head with a Linnen-Cloth 
hallowed, and ſet his Cap thereon ; and then after he had put on 

FER his 
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his Royal Garments, and His lippe rmoſt Robe, the Archbiſhop _. 
delivered him the 'Sword, with bite he ſhould beat down the 3 
Enemies of the Church; which done, two Earls put his Shoes 
upon his Feet, and having his Mantle put on him, the Archbi- 
ſnop forbade him on the behalf of Almighty God, to preſume 
to take upon him this Dignity, except he faithfully meant to do 
thoſe things he had ſworn to perform; whereunto the Kin 
made anſwer, That by God's Grace he would perform them. 

Then the King took the Crown beſide the Altar, and deliver- 
ed it to the Archbiſhop, which he ſet upon the King s Head, de- 
livering him the Sceptre to hold in his right Hand, and the Rod- 
Royal in his left Hand. And thus being Crowned, he was 
brought back by the Biſhops and Barons, with the Croſs and Can- 
dlefticks, and three Swords, paſſing forth before him to his Seat. 
When the Biſhop that ſung the Maſs came to the Offertory, the 
two Biſhops that brought him to the Church, led him to the Atar, 
and brought him back again: The Maſs ended, he was brought 
with ſolemn Proceſſion into his Chamber. And this was the 
Form of the King's Coronation, which Solemnity was hanſelled 
with the Blood of many Jews, (though utterly againſt the King's 
Will) who preſſing into the Abbey to ſee his Coronation, were in 
a Tumult furiouſly Murthered. , 

No ſooner was he Crowned, but (by the Inſtigation of the 
Pope) he was engaged with Phulip King of France, Leopold Duke 
of Auftria, and many other Chriſtian Princes, in the famous Croijade 
for the winning of Jeruſalem, at that time poſſeſſed by the Souldan 
Saladine Therefore for the raiſing of Mony for this intended 
Pilgrimage, he rather choſe to furniſh himſelf out of his own 
Eftate, than to burthen his People ; which he did by ſelling Pri- 
viledges, Demeans, Immunities, and Cities : Among which, he 
ſold Berwick-Caftle and Roxhorraw, to the King of Scots for Ten 
thouſand Pounds ; and the Earldom of Northumberland, to Hugh

As for Men and Soldiers, the Clergy that undertook the 
Cauſe, had ſtirred up innumerable: But the only main Danger of 
the State, was his Brother Jahn, whoſe aſpiring Mind he endea- 
voured to moderate, by making it appear, how much the Bounty 
of a Brother did exceed the Hardneſs of a Father ; for he confer- 
red on him the Earldoms of Cornwall, Lancaſter and Dorſet ; and 
by the Marriage with JJabelH; one of the Daughters and Heirs of 
William Conſul, of Glocefter, he had that Earldom alſo; many 
other Honours likewiſe he enjoyed, in all amounting to Four thou- 
ſand Marks Yearly. But having made him thus powerful, Richard 
yet takes away that Opportunity which might put him upon the 
Uſurpation of the Crown, by — others in Truſt with the 
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bie bee, Government in his Abſence, and by confining Fobn, to live in 
indie Normandy till his return; but fof the laſt, their Mother, Queen 
WV Heanr, became Jahns Surety. So that the Kingdom being left

Cyprus being left in good Hands, Richard puts to Seca, and in 
his Paſſage to Ptulema, Boards a Saracen Dromond, Where he 
lays about him with almoſt incredible Valbur, takes her; and 
puts the Tuts well nigh all to the Sword ; after which, he ar- 
rives at Ptolemass, befieged by the Chriſtians, and defended by 
Saladine, who fearing! the Inereaſe of the Chriſtian Army, pro- 
pounds Conditions, which being accepted, it is delivered in Au- 
Lit, An; 119. i 

And here fell out an Accident; which though it was an Ho- 
nour to King Richard, yet proved afterwards both troubleſome 
and chargeable : For Leupold Duke of Anſtria, having fitſt ſet up 
his Colours upon the Wall of Prolemais, King Richard cauſed them 
to be pulled-down, and his own to be ſet up in their Place; which 
drewupon him Leopold's hatred't And King Levis his valiant Acts, 
being darkned by thoſe mote valiant Actions of King Richard, 
under Pretence that the Air agreed not with his Conſtitution, 
withdrew himſelf” by Conſent, and returned Home. So that 
Suuldan Saladine who had diſmantled: all the adjacent Fortreſſes, 
and was upon the Point of füfrendring Fernſalem it ſelf ; when 
he ſaw the King of France was departed, not doubting but the 
reſt would ſoon follow, grew more confident than before. 

At this Time Guy of Luſſeuam was poſſeſſed of the City of 
Tyre, and with it of the Right of the City of Jeruſalem, with 
whom King Richard makes an Exchange for the Kingdom of Cy- 
prus, and then prepares for the Sacking of Feruſalem; and had 
certainly taken it, but that by ill Counſel, and the backwardneſs 
of Odo Duke of Burgundy, General of the French Forces, who 
envied that King Richer ſhould have the Honour of ſo great a 
Prize, he was diverted, until that Saladie's Army being encou- 
raged with the Divifion of the Commanders, and the continual 
Decay of the Chriftian-Army, concludes a Peace with Richard, 
upon Terms not very honourable for the Chriſtians: Which King - 
Richard was forced to do, to defend his Eſtate at Home, (embroil- 
ed by the Pride of Longchampe Biſhop of Ely, and his Brother 
Jobn, ) and his Dutchy of Normandy, Invaded by Philip King of 
France, contrary to his Oath. 3

thor of that Murther, yet the Pretence ſerved to detain him in 
Priſon till Eighty thouſand Pounds was paid in hand, where- 
of the Emperor had two Parts, and the Duke one; and for the 
Reſt, Hoſtages were given. But the Emperor outlived this Pur- 
chaſe very little, ſo that his Succeſſor not having the Conſcience 
to take the remaining Mony, diſcharged the Security; and the 
Duke of Auſtria falling from his Horſe in a Tourment, brake his 
Leg, and was forced to ſave his Life by turning Cripple. King

Being come Home, he thanks his Lords and People for their 
Fidelity to him in his Abſence, and their great Love to him (ap- 
pearing by the Value of their Supply for his Ranſom, and the dif- 
ficulties they underwent to procure it;) and then according to his 
Vow at the Shrine of S. Edmond, he offers up the rich Standard of 
Curſar King of Cyprus, which he took among the Spoils of the 
Griffon's Camp: But for his Brother John, both ungrateful and 
ambitious, he deprives him of all thoſe Poſſeſſions he had before 
given him. And now upon the Seventeenth Day of April, An. eg, 
1194. at Wincheſter, caufing himſelf to be Crowned a ſecond F 
Time, (leſt the People ſhould forget they had a King, who had 
been ſo long without one) he obtains a Subſidy, and then in all 
haſte ſets ſail for Normandy, to find out his old Enemy the King 
of France, who then lay with his Army before Vernoil; but not 
daring to ſtay King Richard's coming, raiſed his Siege in haſte, and 
with Diſhonour left the Field.

Father, and Brethren, whom the King had ſlain: Which Bertrand 
reſolutely avowing before the King, the King not only pardoned 
him, but 1s ſaid to have ordered him a conſiderable Reward in 
Money. Nevertheleſs after the King's Death, one Merchades get- 
ing him into his Hands, firſt cauſed his Skin to. be flea'd over his 
Ears, and then hanged him alive upon a Gibbet. . |

of Anjou; his Heart at Roan, in remembrance of the Hearty-love 
that City had always born him; and his Bowels at Chaluz, for a 
Diſgrace of their Unthankfulneſs. Wherefore an Engliſh Poet 
imitating the Epitaph made of Pompey, and his Children, whoſe 
Bodies were buried in divers Countries, made theſe Verſes fol-

The Preparations of the Frenth King were in all reſpects equi- 
valent both at Home and Abroad, fo that they made War upon 
the Borders of each others Countries : King Edward ſet upon 
Cambray, and King Philip ſeized on the Dutchy of Guyen; and 
with a great Navy he had at Sea, 'committed much Spoil upon 
the Coaſts of England. King Edward enter'd France by the Way 
of Vermandbis, and the Armies of both Kings being lodged be: dung Fe 
and withdrew, the French King to Paris, and the King of Eng- 
land into Brabant ; from whence (leaving his Queen there) he re- 
turn d for England, and finding the "Tower of London unguarded 
(with which he was highly offended) ſent for the Lord Mayor of 
London, whom he commanded to bring before him the Chancel- 
lor and Treaſurer, with the Officers of his Receipt, and com- 
mitted them all to Priſon (except the Chancellor) as he did divers 
other Officers of Juſtice and Accomptants, upon enquiry made of 
their unjuſt Proceedings. . 
In Lem following he called a Parliament at London, wherein d 4 Parliament 
great Subſidy was granted him of all ſorts of Merchantable Com- 
modities, Nc. And much about the ſame time Hilliam Montague, 
Earl of Salsbury, and Robert Ufford, Earl of Suffolk, left in Flan- 
ders to oppoſe the Proceedings of the French; having perform'd 
divers great Exploits with happy Succeſs, and preſuming over- 
much upon their Fortune, were in an Encounter about Liſle both 
taken Priſoners and ſent to Paris, which ſo encouraged the French 
King, that to impede the Return of King Edward, he ſet forth 
a mighty Navy, confiſting of TWO Hundred Sail of Ships, be- 
fides Gallies; whereof King Edward having Advice, with as nu- 4e 1345.

It was the Cuſtom in thoſe Times to puniſh the Delinquencies lv. 
of Great Men by Baniſhment, which proved riot more grievous 
to the Subject chan dangerous to the Prince; an Example of 
which was never more evident than at this time, in the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and the Dake of Hereford ; who often meet- 
ing together in France, in their Baniſhment, and aggravating the 
Grievances of King R:chard's Government, fell at laſt to conſul: 
how they might remove him: To the effecting of which, Three 
Things did moſt fortunately occur : Firſt, The Death of his Fa- 
ther the Duke of Lancaſter, upon whoſe, Eftate King Richard II. 
having ſeized ; the Duke of Hereford, under Pretence of regain- 
mis ing it, took Umbrage of returning for Egland: Secondly, The 
% King's Abſence in Jreland, whither he had not long before taken 
a Voyage, to 5 the Death of his Couſin the Earl of March, 
and where he was ftaid by contrary Winds, till the Duke, by the 
Affſuence of his Friends and Allies, had form'd a Power, not only. 
capable of putting him in his Poſſeſſion of his Inheritance, but 
alſo of placing the Crown upon his Head. But neither of theſe, 
nor both together, could have effected the Matter, had it not 
been for a ] hird, viz. The King's diſſolute and uneafie Govern- 
ment; and on the contrary, the Duke's Acceptableneſs to the 
People, in whoſe Hearts he had already reign'd, having won 
them by a generous and: obliging Carriage, and always aſſerted 
their Privileges, knowing that their Election would better paſs 
for a Title to the Crown, than his feign'd Deſcent from the Eldeſt 
Son of King Henry III. which had been formerly infinuated by 
the Duke of Lancaſter his Father, and which to all Hiſtorians and 
Men of Judgment, appear'd ridiculons. 
By what Conduct and Reſolution theſe Advantages were put in 
Practice, we find in the Cloſe of King Richard's Reign, that 
Prince being not only forced with much Eaſe to part from a 
Crown, which he had worn with great Violence, but was alſo 
ſeemingly made to become an earneſt Suitor to Henry of Lancaſter 
for his Acceptance thereof, making a formal Reſignation of his 
Kingdom, and confirming it, by putting his Signet upon the

Ball of Silver gilt, with a Croſs Patee.

Now whether Courtney had been faulty in abetting the Treaſon 
wherewith Cardinal Pole was charged, or whether the King 
packt him into that Company for inſtigating ſeveral Foreign 
Princes on the Popes behalf to invade the Realm, and raiſe the 
Cardinal to the Crown; certain it is, that having the Marquis 
and his Partakers upon the Advantage, the better to ſecure his 
own Eſtate, he cauſed his Head with thoſe of the Lord Montague, 
and Sir Eluard Newl;to be cut off npon Tower-Hul, Anno 1538.

„About this time Edmond de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, having chan- 1 
ed to kill a mean Perſon, and notwithſtanding the King's Pardon, 8 
being ſuffered to be arraigned at the King's Bench-Bar for the 
ſame, he conceived ſo great Indignation thereat, that he thereup- 
on flew into Flanders, to his Aunt the _ Margaret, Dutcheſs of 
Burgun1y ; where contriving to ſupplant King Henry, the Conſpi- 
' racy was made known to the King, and the Chief Complices, 
Sir John Windham and Sir James I yrrel, (which laſt murthered 
the Two princes in the Tower) were both beheaded. The Earl 
of Suffolk deſpairing of Aſſiſtance, wandred thro' Germany, and 
e at laſt threw himſelf upon the Protection of Philip, Arch-Duke 
of Auſtria, then 1 of Caſtile, in Ripht of Foan his Wife, the “e700. 
eldeſt Daughter of Ferdinand and Elizabeth ; who ſailing with her 
into Spazn, to take Poſſeſſion of his ſaid Kingdom, was by ſtreſs of 
Weather driven on the Coaſt of Devonſbire, where being kindly 
received by the Earl of Arundel, and afterwards by King Henry, 
they were ſplendidly conducted to Windſor, and there joyfully

Torches following it. In this Order being attended to St. George's 
Fields near Southwark, and there met by the Religious of all forts

z. mons in Black, it was brought thro” London to St. Pauls, and 
placed in the Choir under a ſtately Hetſe of ax; whence after 
a ſolemn Maſs and Sermon preached by the Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
it was next Day with the ſame State conveyed to Weſtminſter, 
Sir Edward Hayward riding in the King's Coat of Arms, bearing 
his Banner on a Courſer, trapped with the Arms of the DefunR, 
and there by Six Lords taken out of the Chariot, and ſet under 
a moſt curious Herſe full of Lights, the Repreſentation lying up- 
on the Coffin on a Pall of Gold, about which the Mourners being 
ſet within the firſt Rail, Knights bearing Banners within the Se- 
cond, and Officers of Arms without, the ſame, Garter King of 
Arms cryed aloud, For. the. Su. of the Noble Prince Henry VII. 
King of this Realm: when the Choir beginning Placelo, and end- 
ing at Dirige, cloſed the Solemaities of that Day. The next Day 
were Three Maſſes ſolemnly ſung by Biſhops, at the laſt of which 
were offered the Banner ind Courſer, Coat of Arms, Sword, Tar- 
get, and Helmet, the Nobility likewiſe offering their rich Palls 
of Cloth of Gold and Baudkin.

Royal Chapel, a ftately Monument of Copper Was erected for 
him, and tiniſhed Auno 1519. by one Peter T. al Painter of the 
City of Forence; for which he received 10004; Sterl. for the 
whole Stuff and Workmanſhip, at the Hands of the King's Execu- 
tors. The Figures of which Tomb and Chantry, inſcribed with 
the following Epitaphs (together with a Proſpect of the faid Roy- 
al Chapel including the ſame) I here preſent you with, which is 
thus deſcribed by the Viſcount &. Albans, in the Hiftory of this 
King; viz. That he lieth buried at Weſtmmſter, in one of the

In Imitation of which Royal Example, the Knights ef the Order of St. George, in the lat- 
ter End of his Reign, cauſed their Eſcocheons on their Stalls at #indſor, to be encompaſſed with the Garter z and 
thoſe that were Dukes, Marquiſſcs, or Earls, had their Coronets placed upon their Shields, which hath been ſo practiſed 
ever ſince, And whereas all the precedent Kings of England, from King Edward the Firſt, had the Enſigus of their 
Kingdoms repreſented on the Capariſons of their Horſes in their Counter-Seals ; This King diſcontinued the ſame, and 
in Place thereof, cauſed his Capariſons to be embroidered on the Upper-part, with ſmall Flowers de Lig placed in Net- 
Work; and on the Nether. part, with large Roſes and Branches emboſſed, the Edge thereof being garaiſhed with 
a deep Fringe. Both before and behind the King's Horſe, within the Circle, are placed ſeveral Ovals, alternately 
charged with Roſes and Flowers de Liz ; And underneath the Horſe is a Greyhound Current, with a Collar

Herſe, was a Canopy of rich Cloth of Gold, whoſe Vallence were 
Half Gold and Half Black-Silk, into which the Corps was con- 
veyed, being cover'd with a Pall of Cloth of Tiſſue: At the Eaſt- 
end an Altar was erected, richly adorned with Black- Velvet, and 
Eſcocheons of the Kings Arms. The Herſe was railed about with 
Timber, covered with Black-Cloth, with which the Chapel, Cloi- 
ſter-Hall, and Chamber were likewiſe Hung. Within the Rail 
were Seats for the Twelve Lord's Mourners to kneel or fit ; and 
here the Corps remaig'd from the ad of Febr. to the 14th. being

On the 14th of Fehr. about Ten in the Morning, the King's 
Body ſet forward towards Wwmdſor, in a ſtately Chariot, his g- 
ges lying upon the Coffin, with the true Imperial Crown on the 
Head, and under it a Night-Cap of Black-Sattin, ſet full of pre- 
cious Stones, and apparelſed with Robes of Crimſon-Velvet, fur- 
red with Minever, poudred with Ermin ; the Collar of the Gar- 
ter, with the Order of St. George about the Neck, a Crimſon- 
Sattin Doublet embroidered with Gold, Two Bracelets of Gold 
about the Wriſts, ſet with Stones and Pearl, a fair Arming Sword 
by the fide, the Sceptre in the Right-Hand, and the Ball in the 
Left, a Pair of Scarlet - Hoſe, Crimſon-Velvet Shoes, Gloves on 
the Hands, and ſeveral Diamond-Rings on the Fingers, drawn 
by Eight great Horſes, trapped with Black, adorned with Efco- 
cheons, and a Shafferoon on their Heads, on each of which rode 
a Child of Honour, carrying a Bannerol of the King's Arms. 

Thus with an exceeding great Train of Four Miles in Length, 
the Body was conducted to Son, where it was receiv'd at the 
Church-Door, by the Biſhops of London, Briftol, and Gloceſter, 
who perform'd Dirige that Night, and next Morning: The Corps 
being brought into the Church, was placed in a Herſe like that 
at White-Hall, but the Efpgies was conveyed into the Veſtry. 

The next Morning, about Six of the Clock, after the Third 
ſound of the Trumpets the whole Company (the Marquis Dorſet 
being Chief-Mourner ) proceeded for Windſor, and brought the 
Corps to the Caftle-College-Gate about one of the Clock, from 
which Place to the Weſt-Door of the Church, a large way was 
railed in on both fides, and hanged with Black-Cloth and Eſco- 
cheons, the Church and Choir being likewiſe hanged round with 
Black. The Biſhops of Wrwmcheſter, 1 and Ely in their Pon- 
tificalibus, with the Sub- dean of the King's Chapel, and all the 
Singing Men of the fame, and the Dean of ¶indſor, with all the 
Canons, and their whole Choir, receiy'd the Corps at the fore- 
ſaid Place; whence, after Cenſing and ſach-ltke Ceremonies, it 
was carried into the Church, the Singing-Men of the King's Chapel 
on the Right-Hand, and thofe of Mindhr on the Left preceding 
it. Thus the Efgies was firſt conveyed into the Choir by divers 
Knights and Gentlemen, and then the Coffin, by Sixteen Yeo- 
men, with Black- Sta ves in their Hands, was brought intoa Herſe, 
made in the midſt of the Choir, under which was provided a 
goodly Vault to bury the Corps in, over whieh was laid a Grate, 
whereon ſtood the ſaid Herſe with the Coffin and Picture. This 
Herſe was like that at V hite-Hall, only it confifted of Thirteen 
great Pillars, and weighed by Eſtimation 40001. having about it 
the Twelve Banners of Deſcents : Thus the uſual Ceremonies be- 
ing perform d the Body remained there that Night.

In a Chapel Eaſtward to that of his Interment, was begun 54s. 
for this King (by Cardinal Molſey) a moſt Coſtly and Stately # 5. 


Tomb of * Copper-Gilt, but never finiſhed ;' in the Incloſures of 
whole Grates were curiouſly caſt his ſeveral Titles: With what 
Charge and Magnificence this Monument was intended, is mani- 
felted by a Manuſcript taken from the true model thereof, receiv d 
from the Hands of that Induſtrious Herald Nicholas Charles Lan- 
caſter, and recited at large by Mr. John Speed, in his Hiſtory of 
Grcat- Britain, p. 1037 & 1038. to which I'refer my Reader. 
It was to contain in Breadth Twenty Foot upon the Pavement, 
and to be Twenty Eight Foot High, which with the ſeveral Pil- 
lars, were to be of Oriental Stones, the Capitals and Baſes Cop- 
per-Gilt; the Figure of the King on Horſeback, Iwo other of 
the King and Queen (to lie on Two Tombs of Black-Touch) with 
Four Statues of Angels, all as big as the Life. The Images of the 
Fourteen Prophets, the Twelve Apoſtles, the Four Evangeliſts, 


and the Doctors, with the Statues of the Father, St. John Baptiſt, 


and St. Gcorge, were Five Foot in Height; the Figures of ſeveral 
Angels and Children, contained in Length Two Foot and an 
Half. The whole Number of Images being One Hundred Thir- 
ty Four, and of Hiſtories Forty Four, and all of Gilt-Braſs, as 

appeareth in the Deſignment. it | 
Theſe Images were prepared, and part of this glorious Pile 
erected, when the Reformation of Religion, by this King's 
Son Edward the Sixth, would not admit of the finiſhing there- 
of ; but many of theſe Statues being preſerved in the ſaid Chapel 
till the Year 1642, were ſince, by the, revailing Party of the 
late Long-Parliament, and their Sword-Alchimy, turned into 
Silver, toward the Support of a Rebellion againſt ſo Pious uy ſo

ed at Tork. 

About this time the French King taking Advantage of theſe 3 
Troubles in England, with a great Fleet of Gallies ſet upon the 27 
es of Guernſey and Jerſey, but was gallantly repulſed from both 
by the Lord-Admiral, with the Loſs of above i000 Men, and many 
Ships. For which good Service the Admiral, upon his return, is 
moſt ungratefully accuſed to have praiſed the Death of his Bro- 
ther the Protector; which proceeded meerly from the Speen of 
the Protector's Wife, Daughter of Sir John Staubop, and from the 
Malice his Brother and ſome others had againſt him for his Reli- 
gion, which as yet was not of the Reformation. Now the Ground

This, with the King's long abſence, who had ſpent but Three 
Months of Twenty Six in England, ſince he firſt went to viſit his 
Father in Flanders, ſo afflicted her, that ſhe took no comfort in 
her Life, tho' by Mediation of the Dutcheſs of Loram, a general 
Peace was concluded, ſave only the Reſtauration of Calais; which 
whilſt they were treating about, the Emperor died, and Queen 
Mary herſelf expired on the 17th Day of November, 1558. in the 
Forty Third: Year of her Age, when ſhe had reigned Five Years, 
Four Months, and Eleven Days. 


She reſtored many of the Abbey-Lands that were in her Pofle(- #1. M 
ſion, and doubtleſs would have proceeded, had ſhe lived longer, ; 


as may be conjectured by her anſwer, to the Suggeſtion of the loſs 
the Crown would ſuſtain by the want of them, viz, 1 hat ſhe had 
rather loſe her Crown on Earth than her Crown in Heaven. 

Thus deceaſing, as aforeſaid, at her Manor of St. James's be- 
yond Charmg-Crofs, ſhe was opened by her Phyficians and Surge- 
ons; who took out her Bowels, which were coffined and buried 
Solemnly in the Chapel, her Heart being ſeparately encloſed in 
a Coffer covered with Velvet, bound with Silver. Her Body be- 
ing Embalmed, was put into a Coffin, encloſed in Lead, covered 
with Purple-Velvet. The Privy-Chamber, into which the Corps 
was removed, was hanged with Black, and garniſhed with Eſco- 
cheons of her Arms, and the King's in Pale within the Garter, 
and ſome of her own Arms fingly within the Garter. Her Pall 
was Cloth of Tiſſue, with a Croſs of White-Cloth of Silver, a- 
dorned with Eſcocheons of her Arms within the Garter, painted 
on Sarcenet. 

As Stately Herſe being prepar'd in the Chapel, the Corps was 
brought down, and placed therein on Saturday the 1oth of 
December the Counteſs of Lenox being Chief-Mourner. 

On the Tueſday following the Corps was removed, and put in a 
Chariot, having thereupon the Repreſentation of the Queen, and 
ſo they Solemnly proceeded to the Abbey of Weſtminſter. The 
Queen had an embroidered Banner, Helm, and Creſt, Target 
Sword and Coat of Arms; Four Banners, the Firſt of the 1rmuy, 
Second of our Lady, Third of St. George, Fourth of Mary Mag- 
dalen.

In the Eighteenth Year of Queen Hixabetb, the Prince of 
Orange, with the Confederate- States, being reduced to great ex- 
tremities, offer d by their Ambaſſadors to Queen Hixabeth, the 
Countries of Zealand and Holland, to be either poſſeſſed, or pro- 
tected by her, as being deſcended from Philippa Princeſs of Hol- 
land, Heynault and Zealand, and Wife to King Edward the Third, 
which the Queen took into Conſideration : And in the Twentieth 
Year of her Reign receiving their Complaints of very hard uſage 
from John Duke of Auſtria, Governour of the Low-Countries, ſhe

require, yet it did not ſuffice; but an Aſſociation was en- 
tered into, by the Earl of Leiceſter, and others, for the Proſecu- 
tion of all thoſe that ſhould attempt any thing againſt the Queen: 
Which the Queen of Scots eafily perceiving to be meant againſt 
her, ſhe ſent ſo ablolute a Submiſſion to the Qneen in all Things 
but that of her Religion, that Queen Hlixabeth was in a manner 
diſpoſed to have acquitted her. But ſo Potent were her Adverſa- 
ries in England and Scotland, that they wanted not Opportunities to 
Obſtruct it, by ſuggeſting to the Queen the dangerous Conſe- 
quences thereof, which was Seconded with ſuch ſcandalous and 
contumelious bellowings, from the Scttiſb Pulpits againſt her, and 
other Stratagems and Devices, as might, if poſſible, drive her to 
ſome deſperate Attempt: But failing in their Deſigns, Aſſaſſinates 
were by Leiceſter ſent to make her away; which they had certainly 
done, if Sir Drue Drury, and Sir Amias Paulet, to whom this un- 
happy Queen was committed, had not deteſted ſo horrid a Villany. 

In this Seſſion of Parliament, the aforeſaid Aſſociation was uni- 


for orelerving, VErſally approved of; and 'twas Enacted, that Twenty Four of the 


Queen's Council and Peers of the Realm, ſhould be elected, and 
Authorized to enquire of all ſuch Perſons, as ſhould attempt any 
evil againſt the Queen, lay claim to the Crown, or attempt, or 
invade the Kingdom ; and that Perſon, by, or for whom the ſame 
ſhould either be attempted or invaded, to be made incapable of 
the Crown, and liable to the Law. 

The Poor diſtreſſed States of the Low-Countries being again 
drawn into a ſad Strait, and neglected by the French, more hum- 
bly than ever ſolicited Queen Hixaberh s aſſiſtance, who conſide- 
ring the growing Potency of the Spamards, and the lamentable 
Condition of thoſe affſicted People, reſolved actually to take them 
into her Protection, and to ſupply them with a 1000 Horſe, and 
5000 Foot, with Pay during the War, on Condition that the Forts 
of Fluſhing, Ramekin, and the Brill, ſhould be delivered up to her 
uſe ; which being agreed on, the Earl of Leiceſter, as General, with 
the Earl of Eſſex, the Lords Audley, and North, &c. with a great 
Number of Volunteers, befides the before-promiſed Forces, landed 
at Fluſhing in December, 1584. where they were honourably re- 
ceived by Sir Philip Sidney Governour of that Place: Whence being 
with great Magnificence, conducted to the Hague by the States of 
Holland, Leiceſter was inveſted with the Titles of abſolute Gover- 


nour, and General of all the United-Provinces ; whereat Queen 


Elizabeth feem'd ſomewhat diſpleaſed, as being too great a pre- 
ſumption in them to beſtow, and in him to accept them, without 
the Queen's Knowledge and Conſent. | ** 
The Peace thus broken with Spain, the Queen, to divert that 
King's anger further from Home, immediately fitted out a Navy 
of Twenty One Ships, for the Weſt-Indies, where they ſurprized 


many Spaniſh Towns; but a Calenture ſeizing on their Men, they 


returned, with a very great Booty-Homewards by Virginia, where 
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ir Walter Raleggh had planted a Colony, from whence they then Ween Fl.

The Earl of Arundel having remained near a Year in the Tower, gf. 
was ſummoned into the Star-Chamber, where he was charged a 
with the Foſtering of Prieſts, having Correſpondence with Allen, 4e fined, 
and Parſons the Jeſuit, and his endeayouring to depart the King- — 
dom; for which being convicted, he was fined 10000 /. and com- 
mitted again to the Joer during the Queen's Pleaſure.

Wren Lie 
Whereupon the Queen of Scots, being ſuppoſed conſcious of the 
Treaſon, it was conſulted what ſhould be done with her ; where- 
in it was concluded to put in execution the Statute of 27 Ez. 
made about a Year before, by the procurement of Leiceſter and 
his Aſſociation; for which very purpoſe, Commiſhoners were ap- 
pointed to proceed againft her; who after many meetings at Fo- 
theringhay-Caſtle in /\Vorthamptonſhire, in order to her Tryal, and 
finding her to inſiſt on her Innocency and Exemption as a Sove- 
reign Princeſs, they threatned her at laſt into a Compliance; 
whereupon the Court being fat in her Preſence-Chamber, and the 
Charge read againſt her, ſhe replyed, That the Letters produced 
might be Counterfeits, the Treaſons confeſſed, might be extor- 
ted for fear of Death, Motions for the Queen's Deſtruction ſhe 
was never privy to; but for practiſing her own Enlargement, as 
a thing juſtifiable in her, ſhe Kue not deſiring to be heard in 
Parliament before the Queen herſelf; which not being granted, Seals 
the Commiſſioners proceeded to Sentence, which in the End was Ce. 
performed, 1 Aug. 1586. when upon a Scaffold, purpoſely erected 
in the great Hall of the Caſtle of Fothermghay, ſhe was after Nine- 
teen Years Impriſonment, unhappily Beheaded. 

To excuſe which, Sir Robert Cary, Son to the Lord Hunſdon, intent 
was ſent to King James, her Son, charging Davyſon, the Queen's Se- S..

England to Scotland, but contrarily of Scotland to England, as to 
that which is far the moſt noble Head of the whole Iſland ; ſeemg that 
which is leſs, uſeth to accrue to the Ornament of that which is much the 
greater, as Normandy heretofore came to be under the Dominion and 
Power of the Engliſh our Fore-Fathers.

15 13.) was re- married 
to Archibald Danglas Earl of Angus, in the Year of our Lord, 
1514 much to the Diſſatisfaction of King Henry the Eighth, her 
Brother, and the Council of Stotlan#: After which there fell out ſuch 
Diſſenſion among the Scotch Nobility, that Queen Margaret and 
the Earl of Angus, like baniſhed Perſons, came into England; 
where beſeeching the King's Mercy and Protection, he kindly 
granted their requeſt, and fending them Apparel and all Things 
nectſſary for their ſupport, willed them to continue in Northum- 
berland till his farther Pleaſure ſhould be fignified : In which time 
(viz, An. 15 16.) Queen Margaret was delivered of a fair Lady, 
Baptized after her own Name, Margaret ; who afterwards be- 
came the Wife of Matthew Start Earl of Lenax, Father of 
Henry Stuart Lord Daruley, who, taking to Wife Mary Queen 
of Scots, had Iſſue by her, King James the Sixth, the firſt Mo- 
narch of Great- Britain, &c.

Queen Elizabeth being informed of theſe Proceedings againſt 
the Queen of Scots, ſends Sir Nicholas Throckmorton into Scotland, 
to Expoſtulate with the Confederates, touching their cruel Uſage 
of her, and to conſult by what Means ſhe might be reſtored to 
her Liberty. Being come into Scotland, he found the Confede- 
rates 1n more inſolent Terms than Report had made them, be- 
ing divided in Opinion what to do with the Queen. Some would 
have her baniſhed perpetually ; others committed to Priſon, and 
her Son proclaimed King ; others, more inhumane, were for ha- 
ving her to be deprived of Princely Authority, Life and all ; and 
this Knox and ſome other Miniſters thundred out of the Pulpits. 
Throckmorton on the other fide maintained that the Queen —

To which they oppoſed GAAY 
the peculiar Right of the Kingdom of Scotland ; and that in ex- 
traordinary Caſes they were to proceed beſides Order; taking up 
Buchanan's Arguments: Who in thoſe Days, by inſtigation of 
Murray, wrote that damned Dialogue de far, Regm apud Scotos, 
After all this Debate, what Throckmorton could get of them, was 
a Writing without any Subſcription ; in which they proteſted 
they had ſhut up the Queen only to keep her from Bothwell, 
whom ſhe loved fo deſperately, that to enjoy him ſhe regarded 
not all their Ruins; willing him to reſt ſatisfied with this Afi- 
ſwer, till ſuch time as all the Peers met together. The Queen 
was yet confin d to a more c oſe Impriſonment, and through fear 
of Death, compelled unheard, to ſet her Hand to Three Inſtru- 
ments; The firſt whereof contained, the Reſignation of her 
Kingdom to her young Son, at that time ſcarce Thirteen Months 
old: In the Second, ſhe conſtituted Murray Vice-Roy during the 
Minority of her ſaid Son; And in the Third, in caſe he refuſed 
the Charge, the Governors nominated, were, Fames, Duke of 
Chafteau-Herald, Giles Spike Earl of Argyle, Matthew Earl of 
Lenox (the Queen's Father-in-Law) Jobn, Earl of Athol, James, 
Earl of Morton, Alexander, Earl of Glencarn, and Jobn, Earl of 
Mar. And preſently ſhe ſignified to Queen Elixabeth by I brock- 
morton, that ſhe had made theſe Grants by Compulſion, through 
the Counſel of Throckmorton, telling her, that a Grant extorted 
from one in Priſon (which is a juſt Fear) is actually void and of 
none Effect. Five Days after this Reſignation, James the Sixth, 
the Queen's Son, was Anointed and Crowed King, James Knox 
Pceaching at the ſame time; but Queen Hlixabeth had forbidden 
Throckmorton to be thereat, that ſhe might not ſeem, by the Pre- 
ſence of her Ambaſſador to approve their Proceeding, 1n the dif- 
placing of the Queen of Scots: Who ſome time after (having been 
a Priſoner Eleven Months) makes her eſcape from Loch-Levyn to 
Hamilton-Caftle ; where, upon the Teſtimonies of Robert Melvyn, 
and others, in a Meeting of a great part of the Nobility, there 
was drawn a Sentence Declaratory, that the Grant extorted from 
the Queen in Priſon (which is Juſtus Metus) was actually void 
from the Beginning; upon which great Multitudes flocked unto 
her, ſo as within a Day or Two, ſhe had got an Army of at 
leaſt 6000. But when they joined Battle with Murray, being 
but raw and unexperienced Soldiers, they were ſoon defeated ; 
ſo that the Queen ſought to ſave her ſelf by flight, journeying in 
one Day Threeſcore Miles, and coming at Night to the Houſe of 
Maxwell Lord Heris. From thence ſhe ſent Jobn Beton to Queen 
Elizabeth with a Diamon'd-Ring, which ſhe had formerly received 
from her, as a Pledge of mutual Amity ; intimating, that ſhe 
would come into England, and imploring her Aid, if her Subjects 
offered to proſecute her any further.

his Siſters Husband, Earl of Denbigh; and his Two Brothers, 
One Viſcount Purbeck, the other Earl of Argleſ, About 
which time the Corps of Queen Mary, the King's Mother, was 
removed from Peterborough to Weſtminſter, and there Interred un- 
der a ſumptuous Tomb of his Majeſty's Erection. 

Sir Robert Shirley, Third Son of Sir 'I homas Shirley of IWiſton

This Year being the Tenth of King James, Frederick Count Pa- 


Feaſt being ſumptuouſly kept at Eſſex-Houſe, till the roth of 
April, when taking leave of their Majeſties, he embarked with 
his Princeſs for Holland, and ſo to Heydelberg. But theſe joyful 
Nuptials were ſadly preceded by the Death of the moſt hopeful 
Prince Henry. 

In the Year 1614. Charles Duke of Tork, was in his Brother's ſtead 
created Prince of Wales, for which great Triumphs were made at 
London and Ludlow : In Jul), Chriſtian King of Denmark made 
the Queen his Siſter a Second Viſit in England ; and in 1615. was 
finiſned that great Expenſive Undertaking of Sir Hugh Midleton 
in conveying the New-River-Water from Chadwell and Amwell 
near Ware in Hertfordſhire, to the City of London. 

King James taking his Progreſs into Scotland, ſtayed there Six 

onths, when having ſetled the Affairs of that Kingdom, he re-c.a 
turned for England the 15th of September. 

On TIzejday the ad Day of March, about Two of the Clock in

About this time, Sir Walter Raleigh, long before Condemned, 
and even then a Priſoner in the Tower, having procured liberty 
to go to the [/eſt-Tadres, in queſt of a Gold-Mine, happen d to fall 
upon a Town of the Spamards, call'd St. Tome, which ( contrary 
to his Engagement) he pillag'd and burnt; for which, at his 
return, he was ſo ſeverely Proſecuted by Count Gundamore, the 
Sani ſb- Ambaſſador here, that this gallant Man, after many great Sir Welter 
Services againſt the Spaniard, and fourteen Years Reprieve, was Rede..

The Count Palatine (King Fames's Son-in-Law,) being e 1624

with an Ague, removed from his Palace at Whitehall to Theobald's,%,< 


where his Sickneſs: encreafing vehemently upon him, after a 
Month's Languiſhing, he Departed this Mortal Lafe, upon Sunday, 
between the Hours of Eleven and Twelve in the Forenoon, on 
the 27th of March 1625, after he had Reigned over this King- 
dom Twenty two Years, and Three Days, and over the King- 
dom of Scotland Fifty nine Years, Three Months, and Twelve 
Days, being Aged about Sixty Years. . His Body, for the greater 
State, was, by Torch · light, conveyed from I beobatds to Denmark- 
Houſe ; where having reſted from the 23d of April to the 7th Day 
of May, it was thence carry d to Weſtmnſter-Abbey to a ſtately 
Herſe, with great Solemnity, but with greater Lamentation, 
(the Figure whereof is repreſented in the following Page) and 
there Interred in the Chapel of King Henry the Seventh; King 
Charles, his Son and Succeflor, being Chief-Mourner. Upon

Ring; the Earl of Derby, the Rod; and the Earl of Shrews- 
bury, the Cap and Coronet; the Earls of Nottmgham and 
Northampton ſupporting the Prince, in his Surcoat only, and 
Bare-headed, el by Twenty five Knights of the Bath, 
who kneel'd before the King: whilſt the Letters-Patents were 
read by the Earl of Salisbury: At the words accuſtomed, the 
King inveſted him with the Robes, Sword, Cap and Coronet, 
Rod and Ring, and then Kiſſing him on the Cheek, the 
Ceremony ended. After which, he kept his Court apart; 
Sir Thomas Chaloner (his Governor) being made his Lord- 
Chamberlain, Sir Fdward Philips his Chancellor, and all 
other Officers belonging to a Prince's Court. f 
Thus being initiated into Royalty, and by his Demeanor 
ſeeming like a King, ev'n whilſt he was a Prince only, he 
fell fick of a Malignant Raging Fever, which, at the Age of 
Eighteen Years, Eight Months, and Seventeen Days, deprived 
him of Life,upon the 6th Day of November, between'the Hours 
of Seven and Eight in the Evening, Anno 1612, at St. Fames's- 
Honſe near Charmg-Croſs : From whence his Corps, upon the 
7th Day of December next following, was drawn in a Chariot 
to the Abbey-Church of Weſtminſter, and there Interred in the 
Vault with Mary Queen of Scots his Grand-mother, being 
wrapp'd in Lead according to the proportion of his Body. 
His Heart is incloſed in Lead upon his Breaſt in the form 
thereof, under which are the Figures 1612, and under that 
again the Prince's Deviſe and Motto, with a Roſe and a 
Thiftle, ſubſcribed with the Letters H. P. all emboſſed. 
Other Memorial he hath none; therefore, to ſupply the place 
of a Tomb, I have ( in the following Page) exhibited; the 
Figure of his Herſe ſet up at his Funeral in the ſaid Abbey.

Count Gundomore was ſent over Ambaſſador from the King 
of Spain, to Treat of a Marriage betwixt this young Prince and 
the Infanta of Spain; who confidently affirming, there was no 
other way to regain the Palatinate, and to ſettle a perpetual Peace 
in England, but by this Match, King James, having a Natural In- 
clination to Peace, gave great Attention thereto, and by Advice 
of the Privy- Council, the Prince on the 17th of February, 162 2. was 
ſent diſguiſed with the Marquis of Buckingham, attended by

Articles on both fides were ſigned, there wanting 
nothing for compleating the Match but a Diſpenfation from Rome, 
for which the King of France ſolicited ; but in the Interim, King 
James departing this Mortal Life on Sunday the 27th Day of 
March, 1625. at his Manor of T heabalds, left his Son engaged in 
a War with Spain, and an empty Exchequer. The ſaid News of 
whoſe death came to White-Hall, juſt when Biſhop Laud was 
in his Sermon, which made him to break off, in Compliance with 
the ſadneſs of the Congregation: And immediately thereupon 
Prince Charles was proclaimed, at the Court-Gate, King of Great- 
Britain, France, and Ireland; who preſently diſpatched Aviſo's of 
his Father's death to all Confederate Princes, and States.

Diſcontented Reformers (as they called themſelves) as ſuppoſing 
the ſame to have been done in favour of Epiſcopacy.

The good Elkeh of the laſt Euseaſen cauſed the K to ſet 
vr. eden Out another Fleet under thę cammand of the Earlof Narthumber- 
vaymercof land, by whom the Dutch Buſſes were ſo ſcoured from the Britiſb 
He. Seq, that they deſired very Submiſſively to Fiſh, yl the King's 
Commiſſion : Vet by Example of one Mr. Hamden, of Buckingham 
ſbire, many denyed the Payment of this Ship Mone), as a thing 
illegal. Whereupon the King was willing the ſame ſhauld be re- 
ferred to the Twelve Judges ; who all, except Huttan and Cate,

Rude i 
ton with his Army: And on Sunday the 28th, both Armies drew T4. 
up in Oppoſition, the King having the Advantage of a High- 
Hill, called Eige- Hill, at the Foot of which was the Vale of the 
Red-Horſe, where Eſſex his —— was ranged in Battalia upon a 
riſing Ground; on the Right-Wing were Three Regiments of 
Horſe, commanded by Sir Philip Stapleton, Sir William Bal ſore, 
and the Lord Fielding : Sir Ffohn Meldram commanded the Van; 
the General, Colonel Hollis and the Lord Brock, in the Rear; on 
the Left-Wing were Twenty Troops of Horſe commanded by Sir 
James Ramſey. The Earl of Lindſey was General for the King, 
who on Foot Led the main Body of the Army with a Pike in his 
Hand; but the Battle was ordered by the Lord Rwthen, Earl of 
Forth. | 

The Forlorn, on the King's fide, was commanded by Major 
Blackſtake and Captain Hamond, who being come down to the 
Bottom of the Hill, engaged the Sedentaries Forlorn. Prince 
Rupert General of the Horſe, commanded the Right-Wing, and 
charged furiouſly the Enemy's Left-Wing, and routed them, 
purſuing them to Keynton-T own, and took the Carriages, the 
Earl's Waggons and Cloak-Bag, but was too eager of the Plunder.

At theſe Loſſes, the Parliament became ſo grievouſly diſturbed, 
that they were forced to make ule of the powerful Preachings of 
their Miniſtry, to help them to fit up an Army for Eſſex and 
Waller, who were both in miſerable Diſtreſs ; which being ſpeedi- 
ly muſtered upon Howſlow-Heath, out of the Inexhauſtible Trea- 
ſury of Rebellion, for the Relief of Gloceſter, which was then 
beſieged by the King; they did upon the 5th of September effect 
it, his Majeſty upon their advance removing towards London ; 
which had he done before this laſt Army was raiſed, would in all 
likelihood have put an end to the War. 

Eſſex hereupon marched to Newberry, where the King reſolv'd Fed Bavle of 
to fight him, planting his Ordnance, and making Choice of his 5%. 20.1645 
Ground. The Enemy was received with unſpeakable Valour by 
Prince Rupert, the Engagement on both fides being vigorouſly 
carried on, with the loſs of many Gallant Gentlemen's Lives (the 
Earls of Carnarvan and Sunderland, and the Viſcount Falkland be- 
ing ſlain) till Night concluded the Encounter, wherein the Seden- 
taries gained not ſo much the better that they had any Stomach 
next Day to renew the Fight, but they marched away back to- 
wards Gloceſter, near which, in a narrow Lane, they were ſo 
furiouſly charged by a Party of Horſe commanded by Colo- 
nel Urrey, that Eſex's Horſe were forced to run over his own 
Foot, till taking the Field, they rallied again, and put Urrey 
to Flight. 

This was News, and cauſe of a Thankſgiving at London, eſpe- 
cially for the great Honour that their Trained-Bands had gained 
thereby: And not long after that pernicious Confederacy, (called 
the * . Covenant) was taken by the Brethren at Weſtminſter, Sasa 
Mean-while Gloceſter received many alarms by the Lord Herbert len. 
and Sir John Winter, who with a Conſiderable Force was then 
come out of Ireland; but the Place was too vigilantly defended by 
Colonel Edward Maſſey (which he afterwards repented) when 
Eſſex having beſieged Readme, the King's Forces withdrew out 
of Gloceſterſhire, towards that Place : Whereby Waller and Maſ- © 
ſey getting ſome breath, fell upon Hereford, which they took, and 
attempted Worceſter, but durſt not ſta y long there for fear of the 
Lords Capel and Loughborough, who were then at Hand; with 
Intention of relieving Eccleſhal-Town and Caſtle, then 
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beſieged by Sir William Brereton, which at that timè they effect- 
ed, tho preſently after the ſame were again ſurrendted unto him. 

The Parliament after this, iſſued out their Proclamation de- 

claring all to be Traitors that aſſiſted the King; and his Majeſty 
ſummoning his Parliament at Oxfard (where were aſſembled the

Hereupon Prince Rupert marched into Lancaſhire with the 
broken Forces he had left, where many of the beſt of his Ar- 
my, together with the Earl of Newcaſtle, leaving him, they took 
to Sea, and landed at Hamborough, By which the Sedentaries 
being incouraged, they forthwith made new Levies in the Aſ- 
ſociate Counties, both of Men and Money, which they ſent 
Weſtward, under the Command of the Earl of Mancheſter : 
Whilſt Prince Rupert who was near Briſtol, ſeeking to paſs his 
Army over at Auſt-Ferry. near Chepſtow, was there incountred 
and worſted. However the King gathering all his Forces toge- 
ther, came to Neuery, where, with the ſame Preparation, 
came Mancheſter, Eſſex, and Waller.

The Sedentarees, as if hitherto afraid to exerciſe much of their I 
Tyranny in cold Blood, proceeded now with confidence to fit ju- 4exae A 
dicially upon the Lives of ſuch whom they had in their Hands, and 3 
deemed Delinquents ; the firſt whereof were the Hothams, Sir 
Jobn the Father, and Sir John the Son, with Sir Alexander Carew, 
who were all Three beheaded on Tower-Hill, for having been 
Traitors, and intended to become Honeft : After them followed 
the Execution of the Ir Lord Macguire at Tyburn. And upon 
the 1oth of December 1644. enſued the Decollation of William Arctebibor 
Laud Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury upon Tower-Hill, who de. 
after above an Hundred Times attendance on the Juno, was by 
the Commons Voted Guilty of High-Treaſon : Not long after 
which was the Treaty at Uxbridee, which like to the Reſt, came 
to nothing. 

In Scotland the Marquis of Montroſs having ſeized Dumfrees, 
and expecting aid out of Ireland, of which he received but 1 109 
Men from the Earl of Autrini, marched into the High- Lands, and 
there had ſeveral Skirmiſhes with Arozle : In all which he be- 
haved himſelf with much Heroick Valour. pa 5 

The Earl of Eſſex at this time laying down his Commiſſion, Sc lms TY 
had 10000 J. per Aunum, voted him out of Delinquents Eſtates, General d, 
whereupon his Command was conferred on Sir Thomas Fair fax, in nent Am.

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Sets , Cromwell being made Lieutenant-General, beat a Party of the 
King's at Ilip-Bridge, took Bletchendon-Houſe, and defeated ano- 
ther Party at Bampton-Buſh, And Maſſey took Hueſtum by 
Storm, whilſt Prince Rupert on the other fide relieved Cheſter, 
then beſieged by Brereton, and returning Southwards again, 
forced the Town of Leiceſter, 
Mean-while the Lord Goring in the Weſt, overthrew Colonel 
IWelden near Taumton; which, together with ſome other Succeſſes that 
Nee Jae happened at that time, made the King's Affairs look again with a 
14-:645. very good Aſpect, till the fatal Battle of {Vaſeby, which was 
fought upon the 14th of June, 1645. and was not loſt for want 
of any Gallantry in the King's Party, but occaſioned by purſu- 
ing of the Victory too far, when it was as good as gained, the 
Rebels being once put to an abſolute Rout, and all their Carriages 
taken ; till Cromwell rallying his Troops, fell upon the King's 
Left-Wing, whilſt Prince Rupert with the reſt purſued the Ene- 
my, and returning too late, they became Maſters of the Field, not- 
withſtanding the King himſelf, with moſt inexpreſſible Valour, had 
gallantly withſtood the moſt Deſperate Charge of that Villain, and 
no leſs than five times rallied upon him; however, being at laſt over- 
wered, his Majeſty was forced to retire, and tho' hotly purſu- 
pirers Pas ed, Made good his retreat to Lichfield. This unlucky overthrow 
the Rebels. proved the Utter-ruine of all the King's Intereſt, fince after this 
no Place ſtood long againſt the Fury of the Enemy.

In the 
North, the Caſtles of Pontefract and Scarborough were taken by 
Poynes and Sir Matthew Boynton ; as in the Weſt again, was 
Bath, by Rich and Okey: And Hereford being beſieged by the Scots, 
they raiſed the Siege with Intention to march into Scotland againſt

Ard others All this while the King with a Flying Army, which he had got- 
ebe kus. ten together in Wales, came to Leiceſter, and by the way fought 
with a Party of the Scottiſb Horſe, after which he beat Sir John Gel, 
and carried ſome Priſoners to Welbeck-Houſe, and taking Hunting- 
don, came to Cambridge; where after a ſmall Diſpute he forced his 
entrance ; thence he marcht to Oxford, where ſtaying not long, 
he paſſed to Ludlow, being earneſtly bent for the relief of Cheſter, 
which was then beſieged by Brereton; where he fought Poynes at 
Routon-Heath, and had the ſame Fortune as formerly, to win at 
firſt and loſe at laſt ;ſo that being forced to betake himſelf into the

Hereupon the King was by Colonel Evers conveyed from Tic Kingcorr 
Newport to Hurſi-Caſtle, a very Noiſom and Unwholeſom Cale. 
Place; and during his Conſtraint, he finiſhed his Book, entitu- 
led, 'six9'x Ar. Or the Portraiture of his Sacred Majeſty in 
bis Solitude and Suffermgs : A Royal Monument which he hath 
left to Poſterity. 

The Houſe upon this Declaration fate all Day and Night till 
Eight of the Clock next morning, and many Speeches were 
made by divers Members of the King's Conceſſions ; among the 
reſt Mr. Prin made a long Speech, proving the King's Conceſſi- 
ons of be a Ground for a ſetled Peace, which was afterwards 
Voted 1n the Houſe, 129 being for it, and 84 againſt it.

moval: So that upon the 1oth of December, his Majeſty came 
from Hurſi-Caſtle to Windſor in Three Days, attended by Colo- 
nel Harriſon and a Guard of 2000 Horſe, and was delivered up 
to the Gbvernour there: And upon the 28 of Dereniber, an Ordi- 
nance was brought into the Houſe, nominating divets Perſons 
for Tryal of the King; which being tendred to the Lords, it 
was refuſed : Whereupon the Commons on the 4th of Fannary, 
Voting the Supreme Authority to be in the People, and conſe- 
quently in them as their Repreſeritatives, proceeded without the 
Lords, and ordered their Commiſſioners for Tryal of the King, 
to meet oh Monday in the Painted-Chamber, to conſider of the 
Manner, Time, and Place; whereupon the Lords Voted, That 
the King could not commit 1 reaſon ane yr Common-Mealth: and, 
I hat no Add of the Commons is hinding uit huut the conſent of the Lords. 

Thus laying their violent Hands on Majeſty, and committing 
an Inſolence beyond all hope of Pardon, they could not juftifie 
themſelves but by an Act out- facing all Divinity and Majeſty at 
once, in erecting that High-Court of Juſtice (as they called it) 
to Try their King as a Rebel to Himſelf ; Preparatory whereunte 
they made Proclamation at Weſtminfter-Hall and the Old-Exchange, 
that all that had any thing againſt him, ſhould come in at the 
ptefixed time and be heard : And for the greater Solemnity of 
their Paricide, the Law was filenced in adjourning the Tertn for 
Fourteen Days, having as a Guard to their Villanies, ordered 
the Army to be quartered in and about Lindon.

His Body being laid in a Coffin covered with Black-Velvet, 
and from thence carried to his Houſe at St. James's, it was put 
in a Coffin of Lead, and there ſeen by the People. On Wedneſ 
day the 7th of de his Corps was delivered to Two of his 
Servants, to be buried at Windſor, whither the Duke of Rich. 
mond, the Marquis. of Hertford, the Earls of Landſey and South- 
ampton, together with Doctor uon Biſhop of London, and di- 
vers others repaired. There, with much Difficulty they found 
a Vault in St. George's Chapel, where King Henry the VIII. was 
formerly buried : Which being prepared, a ſmall Piece of Lead, 


ſome Two Foot Long and Two Inches Broad, was provided, on

which was ſoddered to the Breaſt of the Corps. All things 
being in readineſs, the Body was brought to the Vault by the 
Soldiers of the Garriſon, having a Black-Velvet-Pall, ſpread over 
it, which was ſupported by the Four Lords above-mentioned ; 
and the Biſhop of London ſtood by weeping, while it} was de- 
poſited in Silence and Sorrow, the Pall being caft in after it, which 
ſtill remains entire laid over the Body. 

Several Elegies and Epitaphs both in Verſe and Proſe, have 
been Celebrated to the Memory of this Glorious Martyr ; One 
whereof in Latin, was written by Richard Powell of the Inner-Temple 
Eſq; which, together with his Majeſty's Portraiture at large, and 
his Works in Folio under it, were Painted and ſet up (fince King 
Charles II's Reſtauration) in St. Olaves Church in Suver-Street, 
London ; and is as followeth :

with ſmall expence, few Forces, and little Bloodſhed, fo 
oat he deſervedly acquired the Appellation of Father of Sol- 
ers.

The other fide is charged 

with four oval Shields in Croſs, their Baſes concentring ; between which 

Iſſue forth ſeveral Rays repreſenting the Star which at his Birth was 

ſeen (at Noon-Day by many Thouſands) Such a Remark of Hea- 

ven being never vouchſafed at any Nativity, befides that of our 
Saviour. On the firſt Eſcocheon are the Arts of France and Eng- 

land quarterly; on the ſecond, Scotland ; on the third, France alone; 

and on the fourth, Ireland ; about which is circumſcribed, H A C-

30. the 
Sedentaries at Weſtminſter paſt an Act for excluding this his Son 
from the Crown, and ſoon after declaring Monarchy and the 
Houſe of Peers uſeleſs, they formed a Commonwealth, cauſing all 
publick Inſtruments to be iſſued forth in the Name of the Keepers 
of the Liberties of England by Authority of Parliament, hand- 
ſelling their new Government with the Bloud of Duke Hamilton, 
(whom they Tryed by the Title of Earl of Cambridge) the 
Earl of Holland, and the Lord Capel, all three Peers of this 
Kingdom; who were Beheaded in the New Palace-Yard in Weſt- 
minſter, on the ↄth Day of March, in the ſame Year. 

In the Year 1650. his Majeſty King Charles II. was in Hol- 
land ſaluted King, and ſoon after Proclaimed in Scotland, where 
he landed in June that Year, having narrowly eſcapd the Eng- 
liſh Fleet which lay in wait to intercept him in his Paflage. 
Cromwel having been not long before conſtituted General of the 
Commonwealth's Army, invaded Scotland, and upon the 3d Day 
of September, obtain'd a great Victory againſt the Scotch Covenan- 
ters at Dunbar : Notwithſtanding which, his Majeſty who was 
then in his twentieth Year, was, on New-Year's Day, Crowned 
at Scone near St. Fohnſron, with as great Magnificence and Solem- 
nity as the State of Affairs would then admit of: For the loſs 
of the late Battle at Dunbar, and the great Diſunion betwixt 
the Royaliſts and the Covenanters, (whoſe Zeal would not ad- 
mit of their Aſſiſtance) ſo much weakned the King's Affairs,

nies, he paſt unmoleſted till at length He found an opportunity 
of tranſporting Himſelf from a Creek near Shoram in Suſſer, 
to Feccam not far from Havre de Grace in France, Upon his Arri- 
val in which Kingdom He was for ſeveral years received and 
treated as King of Great Britam ; and by His Mediation and 
Intereſt with the Prince of Conde, and the Duke of Lorrain, then 
in the head of two mighty Armies againſt the French King, he 
quenched the Flames of that univerſal Rebellion, and was main- 
ly inſtrumental in the recalling the then baniſh'd Cardinal Ma- 
Zarine. |

then Convention at Weſtminſter, He embarqued at Scheveling the 
23d of May 1660. on board the Englifh Fleet, landed at Dover 
the 25th, and on the 29th following, being His Birth-day, and 
then juſt Thirty Years of Age, He made His Royal Entry in- 
to London, being received by the People of all Ranks and Con- 
ditions, with the greateſt and moſt-univerſal Joy and Acclama-

and Feverſham , and the Earls of Berkley and Nottingham. 
His Royal Highneſs Prince George of Denmark was Chief 
Mourner in a long Cloak, wearing his Collar of the Order, 
his Train born by the Lord Cornbury, and ſupported by 
the Dukes of Somerſet and Beaufort, both in long Cloaks, 
wearing their Collars of the Order; and Sixteen Earls were 
Aſſiſtants to the Chief Movrner. 

The Proceeding from the Painted-Chamber was down the 
Stone-ſteps into the Old-Palace-Yard, and ſo to the Eaſt-Door 
of the Abbey-Church, at the Entrance whereof, the Dean 
and Prebends, attended, by the Choir in their Habits, all 
having Wax-Candles lighted , and Books in their Hands, 
begun with Singing an Anthem; and ſo proceeded before 
the Body into King Henry the Seventh's Chapel, where it 
was reposd for a ſhort time; then the Nobility ſeated 
themſelves, and the Dean read the uſual Prayers for that 
Occaſion ; which ended, the Royal Corps was carried to 
the new Vault (made on purpoſe) on the South-fide, and 
towards the Eaſt-end of the ſaid Chapel, where being 
depofited together with the Urn, the Dean read the Office 
of Burial, which being ended and an Anthem Sung by the 
Choir, his Majeſty's Stile was Proclaim'd by Clarenceuz 
King of Arms in the Abſence of Garter ; and then the 
Officers of his Majeſty's Houſhold, broke their white Staves 
and threw them into the Vault. Theſe Ceremonies . 
perform'd His Royal Highneſs the Chief Mourner, and a 
the reſt of the Nobility departed.

Efore the Beginning of the Seventh Book, are exhibited the Figures of two Seals of King Charles 
the Second, The Firſt of which bears Date in the Year 1653. upon which the King is repreſent» 
ed fitting on his Throne in his Royal Robes, with the great Collar of the Order about his Shoulders, 
having the Grown on his Head, a Scepter in his Right Hand, and the Orb with the Croſs in his Left ; the 
Arms of his Tnauguration-Chair (which differs ſomewhat in the form from that of his Father, K. Charles 1. 
£5c.) are ſupported by two Eagles, and over his Head is a Canopy, the Curtains whereof together with 
the Royal Atchievment, are held up by two Angels, which Atc hievment (enſign'd with an Imperiat 
Crown) contains the Arms of this King, viz. Quarterly, the Firſt quarterly France and England, the 
Second Scotland, the Third Ireland, the Fourth as the Firſt. On the Right fide of bis Throne is the 
Standard of St. George, viz. Argent, a Croſs Gules, ſupported by a Lion of England Crowned. And on 
the left ſide thereof, a like Standard of the Arms of St. Andrew, viz. Azure, a Saltire Argent, ſupport- 
ed by a Unicorn of Scotland, gorg d with a Coronet (compos d of Croſſes and Flowers-de-liz) and a Chain 
affix d therets. This Seal is Circumfcribed CAROLUS II. DEI GRATIA MAGNEZA 
BRITANNIE FRANCIA ET HIBER: REX FIDEI DEFENSOR 1653. 
On the Counter- Seal, he is figur d ſitting on Horſeback Armed Cap-a-pee, Riding towards the left fide 
of the Throne and not towards the Right, as is the Seal of his faid Father King Charles I.) his Caſque 
or Helmet adorn'd with Flumes of Feathers; In his Right Hand he brandiſhes a Sword, mounted 
over his Head, and on his left Arm hangs a plain oval Shield of his own Royal Arms, over his left Shoul- 
der is a Scarf, which comes croſs his Back, and hangs flying under his right Arm; his Horſe is Accou- 
tred like that of King Charles 1. without Capariſon or Trappings; before his Horſe is a Crown'd Roſe, 
and behind him is a Shield of his Arms Enfign'd with an Imperial Crown. On the fid- of the Horſe 
is a Greyhound current, and under the Greyhound's Belly a Thiſtle of Scotland. The Circumſcription 
is the ſame as the Seal, only the Word HIBERNIZK is at full length. 

But the other Seal which was Cat after his Majeſty's Reſtoration, differs very much from the for- 
mer, wherein he is Figur'd fitting on his Throne in his Royal Rabes, having his Crown on his Head, 
and the Collar of the Order about his Shoulders; in his Right Hand he holds the Scepter with the Dove, 
and in bis Left the Orb. A Sword by his left ſide, the Inauguration- Chair ſupported by two Lions 
guardant, and two Eagles ftanding on the Arms thereof, each holding in his Beak a Branch of Fruits. 
On the Top of the Arch of the Chair, is a Shield of his Arms within a Garter, Enſign'd with an 
Imperial Crown, ſupported by two Angels. On the right fide of the 'Throne are iſſuing three Banners, 
the firſt charg'd with a Thiſtle Crown'd, the ſecond with a Roſe Crown'd, and the third with a 
St. George on Horſeback. On the left fide are likewiſe as many Banners, the firft whereof-is charg'd 
with a Crown'd Harp, the ſecond with a Flower-de-liz Crown'd, and the third is the Banner of Union. 
The Seal is thus Circumſcribed, CAROLUS I. DEI GRA: MAG: BRITAN: FRAN 
ET HIB. REX FID: DEFE NSOR. On the Connter-Seal, the King is repreſented fitting oft 
Horſeback in a Ceſarean-habit, his Head encircled with a Chaplet of Laurel, kelding in his Right- 
hand a Pack-Sword, and in his Left the Bridle of his Horſe.

The Queen Things being come to this Extremity, on the 10th of Decem-

in them, that they would keep themſelves free from Afociations 
and ſuch pernicious things: After which, the better to cover his

Hales had 
formerly caſhier'd) to the River-fide, and the Footman there ma- 

king Signs to ſome People who were on board the Smack, the ſaid 
Gunner got a Rabble together, and carried them to the Water- 

fide and immediately boarded the Veſſel, where they ſoon diſco- 

vered Sir Edward Hales, who was as well known as hated in that 
Country. As for the King, who was in a plain Suit and a Bob 
Wig, they took him for a Popiſh Prieſt, and for Sir Edward 
Hales's Chaplain ; for which Reaſon they put many groſs Indig- 

nities upon him, and brought him aſhore by force to a publick 

Inn in Feverſham, where His Majeſty ſent for the Earl of Minchel- 

ſca, Lord-Lieutenant of Kent, who prevailed with the King to 
return towards London : whereupon the Lords and the Privy- 
Council met, and appointed the Earls of Middleton, Ailesbury, 
Varmouth, and Feverſham, to wait on His Majeſty, and invite 

him to his Palace at Whitehall ; which the King at length conde- 
ſcending to, on Sunday in the Afternoon, Decemb. 16, His Ma- 

jeſty went through London to Wi Hite hall, with great Acclamations, He returns a. 
Ringing of Bells, and Bonfires, which His Majeſty took Notice fi. 
of, and ſeem'd pleas'd that the People ſhew'd their Affections to his 
Perſon, though they hated his Religion. When the King arri- 

ved at Whitehall, he aflembled his Council that Evening, and 
made an Order againſt Burning, Pulling-down, and Defacin 
Houſes, and Rifling and Plundering the ſame ; which Order was 

the laſt publick Act of his Royal Authority: For, the Prince not 
thinking he could be ſafe at St. Fames's unleſs the King were re- 
moved at ſome reaſonable Diftance from London, the Prince's 
Zuards were ordered the next Day to take Poſſeſſion of all the 

Poſts at Whitehall and St. Fames's, which they accordingly did 

that Night, the King's Guards withdrawing upon their Approach ; 

after which, about One in the Morning, the King being in Bed, 

the Marquis of Halliſax, the Earl of Shrewsbury, and the Lord 
Delamere, being ſent by the Prince, with a Paper ſigned by His 
Highneſs, to His Majeſty, they were admitted to his Bed-fide, 

and deliver'd the ſaid Paper, which contained, that it was thought 
convenient, for the great Quiet of the City and the Safety of his 
Perſon, that he remove to Ham, where he ſhould be attended by 

his Guards ; which the King having read, told them he would 
comply with it: but before they were gone, His Majeſty chang- 

ing his Mind, deſired their Lordſhips to propoſe to the Prince, 

that he might go back to Rocheſter ; which His Highneſs con- rue king 
ſenting to, His Majeſty took Leave of the Lords, the Ambaſſa- - Loghy 
dour of Spain, and other Perſons there preſent : and being attend. 
ed by the Earls of Atesbury, Litchfield, Arran, and Dunbarton, 6

On the 6th of February the Lords agreed with the Commons in Prince and 
the foreſaid Reſolution : whereupon the Marquis of Halifax put o. decla- 
this Queſtion, Whether Their Highneſſes the Prince and Princeſs Gena“ 
of Orange (ſhould be declared King and Queen: upon which it was 
Reſolved, That the Prince and Princeſs of Orange ſhall be decla- 
red King and Queen of England, and of all the Dominions there- 
unto belonging. | 

The next Day the Lords ſettled the Succeſſion of the Crown, 
to which the Commons agreed, as likewiſe to the Oaths which 
were to be taken inſtead of thoſe of Allegiance and Supremacy.

© Princeſs during their Lives, and the Life of the Survivor of 
them, and that the ſole and full Exerciſe of the Royal Power 
be only in, and executed by the ſaid Prince of Orange in the 

Names of the Prince and Princeſs during their Lives, and after 
their Deceaſes, the ſaid Crown, and Royal Dignity of the ſaid 
Kingdoms and Dominions, to the Heirs of the Body of the ſaid

Thus was accompliſh'd this great Revolution, without Blood- 
ſhed, which put an end to the ſhort Reign of this unfortunate 
King, who at his firſt coming to the Crown had all the Advanta- 
ges of making himſelf the greateſt Prince in Europe, and his People 
the moſt happy and flouriſhing of any Subjects in the Univerſe: 
He had the greateſt Opportunity of any of His Royal Predeceſſors, 
to have ſettled and maintain'd a true Ballance of Power in Europe, 
and to have prevented France from making ſo many unjuſt Invaſi- 
ons upon her Neighbours, and ſaved the Effuſion of abundance of 
Chriſtian Blood. His Majeſty could not but be ſenſible (having 
met with too many occaſions of underſtanding the natural Tem- 
per and Genius of his People) that had he Governed according 
Y to the known Laws of the Rind, and not been prevailed upon 
= by Popiſh and wicked Counſellors to act by a Diſpenſing Power, 
in order to introduce a new Religion among his Subjects; he might 
þ have been as great as he could have wiſh'd, and been able to have 
= given Laws even to a Prince who too maniſeſtly enſnared him to 
= his Ruin. It's ſaid, his Royal Brother King Charles II. often per- 

ſuaded him (if he ſhould come to be King) againſt having any 
thoughts of attempting to introduce Popery into his Dominions ; 

and gave him ſufficient Reaſons to convince him he would never 

ſucceed in it. Had His Majeſty but followed this Advice, and 

kept himſelf juſt to his firſt Speech he made to his Parliament ; 

then he might have prevented the Misfortunes that afterwards be- 

fell him, and inſtead thereof have eterniz'd his Name in Glory to 

future Ages.

Biſhop of London, (they being both Crown'd as Soveraigns) with 
all the Circumiſſtances of Royalty; each part of that glorious Ce- 
remony being performed with extraordinary Grandure and Mag- 
nificence. The Lord Biſhop of Salisbury Preach'd the Coronati- 
on Sermon, on this Text 2 Sam. 23. 14. 

Soon after the Commons Addreſſing His Majeſty to enter into Tie Com: 
a War againſt the French King, and promiſing to give him ſuch the King to 
Aſſiſtance in a Parliamentary-way as might enable him to ſupport RET 
and go through with the ſame; the King anſwer'd, That he took 
their Addreſs very kindly ; and as he had ventured his Life to 
reſcue this Nation from what it ſuffer d, ſo he was ſtill ready to 
do the ſame, in order to preſerve it from all its Enemies: and as 
he did not doubt of ſuch Aſſiſtance from them as ſhould be ſuit- 
able for him to declare War againſt a Powerful Enemy; ſo he 
promiſed that-no part of that which they gave for carrying it on 
with Succeſs, ſhould be diverted by him to any other Uſe. | 
Under this Reſolution, a Declaration was Publiſhed for the Importation 
Encouraging of French Proteſtants to Tranſport themſelves into Goods rohr 
this Kingdom; and at the ſame time a Proclamation, prohibiting *** 
the Importation of all forts of Manufactures of the Growth, Pro- 
duct, or Manufacture of France. Qqqqqqqq His 
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Stuertss His Majeſty being well aſſured of the Aſſiſtance of the Com- 
e mons, acquainted the Lords with his Intention of ſpeedily decla- 
Lacs ring War againſt France : whereupon their Lordſhips unanimouſly 
reſolved, to Aſſiſt and Serve the King therein to the utmoſt of 
their Power: and the ſame day, viz. the 7th of May, Their Ma- 
jeſties Declaration of War againſt the French King was publiſhed 
in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter in the uſual Form.

Fight, gagement happen'd in Bantry-Bay in Ireland, between the Engliſh 
Fleet commanded by Admiral Herbert, and the French Fleet which 
lay at Anchor in the Bay: in which Action Captain Aylmer of 
the Portland, with one Lieutenant, and 94 Seamen, were kilF'd, 
and about 250 wounded. The King, ſoon after, went to Portſ- 
mouth, to haſten the Refitting of the Fleet, and there Knighted 
Captain John Aſbby Commander of the Defiance, and Captain 
Cloudeſley Shovel of the Edgar, and gave to each Seaman a Gra- 
tuity of Ten Shillings, with an additional Bounty to the Widows 
of ſuch who had loſt their Lives in the ſaid Engagement.

After which they required the 
Duke of Gourdon (a Papiſt) who Commanded in the Caſtle of 
Edmborough, to put that Caſtle into their Hands: but at length 
the Duke declaring he would not Surrender it, and perfifting in 
his Refuſal, the Heralds, by Order of the Convention, went to Puke of Gor- 
the Market-Croſs, and Proclaimed him a Traytor and Rebel. meda Traitor. 

Two Days after, one Crone deliver'd a Letter from K. James 
to the Convention; and the Lord Levin being at the ſame time 
arrived Expreſs with another Letter from King William, it was 
debated which of the two Letters ſhould be read firſt ; but the 
Majority carrying it for King William, His Majeſty's Letter was King witian's 
read with great Applauſe. After reading whereof, a Committee “er en. 
was appointed to draw up an Anſwer thereto ; which being a- 
greed to, and fign'd in a Meeting of the whole Houſe, it was im- 
mediately ſent away to London by the Lord Roſs, who preſented 
it to His Majefty : And then they paſs'd an Act for aſſerting and 
maintaining the Lawfulneſs of that Convention ; and declaring, 

That they would not Diflolve, but continue Sitting until the Go- 
vernment, Religion, Laws, Liberties, and Properties, were ſet- 
tled and eſtabliſh'd. | | 

After this, King James's Letter was read; which, inſtead of £5 7n*s 
ſerving his Intereſt, rather provok'd that Aſſembly to be the more 
forward in ſettling the Government after the Example of England ; 
and ſo the Meſſenger who brought the ſaid Letter, having been 
firſt ſecured, was afterwards diſmiſt with a Paſs inſtead of an 
Anſwer. | 

The next Care of the Convention was, to publiſh a Proclamas vicount 
tion, requiring all Perſons, from the Age of 16 to 60, to be rea- — Arg 
dy to take Arms. But while they were thus providing for their g neg. 
Security, and for the Relief of their Proteſtant Brethren in ſre- 
land, the Viſcount Dundee held a private Conference with the 
Duke of Gourdon at the Poſtern- Gate of the Caſtle: upon which the 
Convention order'd Dundee to appear before them; but inſtead 
thereof, he retired with a Party of Horſe to Linlithgo. 

In the mean time the Duke of Gourdon amuſed the Convention Duke of G 
by beating a Parley, and deſiring to Capitulate ; till on Mar. 22. Pale, 
he ſent a Meſſage to the Magiſtrates of Elinborough, to acquaint 
them, that having received Advice from Ireland of King James's 
being Landed there, he ſhould be obliged to Fire the Cannon 
round the Caſtle ; but bid them not be alarm'd, ſince he defign- 
ed no Hurt to the City: Whereupon the Convention —_—_ _

Upon which the Eſtates ordered the ſaid Committee to bring 
in an Act for Settling the Crown upon Their Majefties William 
and Mary King and Queen of Exgland; and likewiſe to prepare 

an Inſtrument of Government to be offer'd with the Crown, for 
redreſſing the Grievances, and ſecuring the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple. In purſuance whereof, the Committee drew up an A&, re- 
citing in 14 Articles the Methods by which King James had inva- 
ded the Conſtitution of that Kingdom, and in 23 other Articles 
their Claim and Declaration of their ancient Rights and Liberties, 
in which Act alſo the Oath of Allegiance was abrogated, and a 
new Form appointed ; which being read, and agreed unto by the 
Convention, Their Majefties were Proclaimed King and Queen 
of Scotland on April 11. (being the very Day they were Crowned 
in England) © to hold the Crown and Royal Dignity of the ſaid 
* Kingdom, to them the ſaid King and Queen during their Lives 
* and the longeſt Liver of them; and that the ſole and full Exer- 
© cife of the Power be only in and exerciſed by him the ſaid King, 
© in the Names of the ſaid King and Queen during their Lives, 
* and after their Deceaſe, that the ſaid Crown and Royal Digni- 
«© ty be to the Heirs of the Body of the ſaid Queen, which fail- 
ing, to the Princeſs Anne of Denmark and the Heirs of her Bo- 
„dy; which alſo failing, to the Heirs of the Body of the ſaid 
* Witham King of England. 

The King and Queen being thus Proctaimed, the Convention 
ſent the Earl of Argile, Sir James Montgomery, and Sir John Dal- 
rimple, their Commiſhoners to Their Majeſties; and on the 11th 
of May, Their Majefties being ſeated on their Throne, under a 
rich Canopy erected in the Banquetmg-Houſe at Whitehall, the ſaid 
Commiſſioners firſt preſented a Letter from the Eftates to His 
Majeſty ; then the Inſtrument of Government, and then a Paper 
of Grievances, which they defir'd might be redreſs'd ; and laſtly, 
an Addreſs for turning the Meeting of the ſaid Eſtates into a Par- 
et liament.

April Mr. George Walker, Rector of Donaghmore in the County of 
Tyrone, (who had raiſed a Regiment for Defence of the Prote- 
ſtants) receiving Intelligence that King James having taken Coles 
rain and Kilmore was drawing his Forces towards Derry, haſtned 
thither to give the Governour Notice thereof, On the 17th of 
He ae April Colonel Lundy called a Council of War, and order'd that 
ar Colonel Cumingbam and Colonel Richards, who two Days before 
came into the River of Lowghfoyle with their Regiments from 
England, ſhould be Members of it; where it was concluded, That 
there being no Proviſion in the Town for the preſent Gariſon and 
the Regiments on Board for above a Week, or ten Days at moſt; 
and it appearing that the Place was not tenable againſt a well ap- 
pointed Army; therefore it was not convenient to Land the two 
Regiments: but, on the contrary, conſidering that the Enemy 
would, in all likelihood, ſoon poſſeſs themſelves of the Place;

On May 12, a Bill was brought into the Houſe of Commons Thi Pro 

for Repealing the Act of Settlement; which, without Oppoſiti- PORE: 
on, was read three times, and ſent to the Lords, where it was 
ſtrenuouſly oppoſed ; yet notwithſtanding it paſs'd into an Act; 
which could not be otherwiſe expected, the Majority of both 
Houſes being Roman Catholicks, who were the Sons and Deſcen- 
dents of thoſe Perſons who had Forfeited their Eſtates for their 
bloody Rebellion in 1641. And to give till a more fatal Blow 
to the Proteſtant Intereſt in this Kingdom, an Act of Attainder 
was likewiſe paſs'd, in which were Attainted, 2 Archbiſhops, 
1 Duke, 17 Earls, 7 Counteſſes, 28 Viſcounts, 2 Viſcounteſles, 
7 Biſhops, 18 Barons, 33 Baronets, 81 Knights, 83 Clergy-men, 
2182 Eſquires and Gentlemen; and all of them (tho' unheard) 
declar'd "I raitors, and adjudg d to ſuffer the Pains of Death, and 
Forfeiture. This Parliament, after the paſſing ſome other Acts, 
and among the reſt, one for Liberty of Conſcience, was Prorogued 
on July 20. to Jan. 12. enſuing: And ſo ended this Seſſion, whoſe 
Proceedings occaſion'd as much Diſturbance in Ireland as the War 
it ſelf. | 

All this while the Siege of Londonderry was carried on with the Mer den. 
utmoſt Efforts, and the Place reduced to the laſt Extremity ; when, win Succours 
about the middle of June, Major-General Kirk, with a Squadron 4%. 
from England, having on Board, Men, Proyifions, and Arms, 
came into the Lough; but for above ſix Weeks was obliged to lie 
at a diſtance, and could not reach to Relieve the Town. On 
June 20, Major Baker died, to the great Loſs of the Beſieged, 
when the Gariſon was reduced to the Neceſſity of Feeding upon 
Horſe-fleſh, | Dogs, Cats, Rats, and Mice; Tallow, Starch, dri- 
ed and ſalted Hides, Lieutenant-General Hamilton ſent ſome 
plauſible Offers to them to Surrender; but they reſolved to eat 
the Iriſb, and then one. another, rather than yield: which bold 
Anſwer ſo enraged Monſieur Roſen, the French - General, who 
Commanded the Ji Camp, that he publiſh'd an Order, direct- 
ed to the Governours and Gariſon of Londonderry, importing, 

That if they did not Deliver the Town to him by the 1ft of July, 
according to Lieutenant- General Hamiltons Propoſals, he would 
diſpatch, his Orders as far as Baliſbanny, Charlemont, BelfaSt, &c. 
and Plunder all Proteſtants that were either related to them, or 
were in their Faction, and then drive them under the Walls of 
their Town, where they ſhould be ſuffered to ſtarve: But the 
e oe OE Pee , Beſieged 
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Stuarts, Befjeged receiving this Letter with the ſame Indignation as they 
pad done Hamilton's Propoſals, about 5000 poor Proteſtants were 
brought under the Walls of the Town, where they muſt have fa- 
miſh'd, had not the Gariſon erected a' Gallows in view of the 
Beſiegers, threatning to Hang all the Priſoners they had taken 

during the Siege, by way of Repriſal; which, together with an 
importunate Letter from the Priſoners, did at laſt prevail up- 
on Hamilton: fo that on July 4. the poor half - ſtarvd Proteſtants 

had Leave to return home. | 

By this time, the Scarcity of the worſt of Eatables was ſo muck 
increaſed, that they began to dread the Neceflity of Preying up- 
on one another. Under this diſmal Scene, Mr. Walker the Go- 
vernour Preach'd in the Cathedral before the Gariſon, and re- 
minded them of the many Inſtances of the Divine Providence 
ſhewn to them fince the Beginning of the Siege, and endeavour'd 
to aſſure them, that if they placed their Confidence in God, he 
would not ſuffer them to fall into the Hands of their Enemies. 
This Diſcourſe ſeem'd to come not only from a Chriſtian Zeal, 
but even from a Spirit of Prophecy; for, about an Hour after

Order'd the Army and there His Majefty took a

King James being inforin'd of His Magefties Landing; did on

about an Hour, but his Majeſty was no ſooner Mounted again, 
than that the Iriſb fir d at him, and with the firſt Shot killed a 
Man and two Horſes near the King, which Shot was ſoon fol- 
lowed by another, which Grazed upon the King's Right Shoulder, 1. wounnca ir 
and took out a Piece of his Coat, and Tote the Skin and Fleſh ; S boulder. 
But notwithſtanding this, the King ſoon Mounted again, and 
continued on Horſe Back till four in the Afternoon, when He 
Dined in the Field, and at nine in the Evening his Majeſty called 
Council of War, and then he declared his Reſolution to paſs 
She River next Day. | 
Accordingly on 1 Fwy, about fix in the Morning, Lieutenant- . , 9 
General Douglas with ſome Foot, and Count Schonberg with the 2 
Horſe, Marcht towards the Right, which the Enemy obſerving N 
drew out their Hurſe and Foot towards the Left to oppoſe them ; 
When our Horſe approacht the River, a Regiment of the Enemies 
Dragoons Fired upom em, but being ſoon forc'd to retire, the 
Engliſh got over, and advanced towards the Enemy's main Body. 
The King ſuppoſing, that they had got over the River, order'd 
three Attacks to be made to open the ſeveral Paſſes; the Blue 
Ditch Fobt Guards were the firſt that took the River at Old- 
Bridge, and being got over amidſt the Enemies Fire, they 
drew up into two Files, and then Fired upon the 1r:jþ behind 
the Hedges, but before the Dub could put themſelves into good 
Order, they were charged by a Squadron of Horſe, whom they 
beat off, and ſtood their Ground: The Regiments of Hawmer and 
Count Naſſau, were paſſing at another part of the River, where 
a Squadron of Lieutenant - Genetal Hamilton's Horſe Rode to the 
Brink of the River, and endeavoured to oppoſe their Landing, 
but failing therein, they wheel'd away, and m their Retreat, fell 
upon the French Foot, and broke through the Regiments of 
Callemort and Cambone, when Colonel Callemate received his Mor- 
tal Wound ; But afterwards the Iriſb Horſe being intercepted 
by the Datch and Jakillm Foot, after a brave Refiſtance, 
were moſt of them cut in Pieces. In the mean time, the Danes 
came up to the Left, but were ſo Boldiy Attackt in the Front by 
Hamilton s Horſe, who came down from the Hills in greater Num- 
ders than before, that they were forc d to give Ground: Dake 
Schonberg perceiving this Diſorder, and ſeeing the French Pro- 
teſtunts left expoſed without a Commander, immediately paſt 
tte River in order to Head em, but he was no ſooner got un the 
other ſide, than that about Fiſteen of King James's Guards, who 
were fetreating with all ſpeed to their main Body, fellfuroully 
onthe Duke, and gave him two Wounds over the Head ; at the 
ſame tune, the French: Refugees firing zaſhly upon the Enemy 
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Site, are ſuppoſed to hive Shot the Duke through the Neck, upon 


Mole which he fell from his Horſe and Inftantly died; and Doctor 
ae. Jaller, fo famous for the Defence of Lonionderry, was about the 
ſame time (in a different Action) Shot in the Belly, which he ſur-

King e His Majeſty accompanied by Prince George (with great Diff 
bo. culty) paſst the River with the Horſe of the Left Wing, and 
Marcht at the Head of them towards the Enemy, who were 

coming on in good Order towards the Hyliſb Foot, which 

were advancing with Deſign to Engage the Irifb ; when theſe 

two Bodies had got almoſt within Musket Shot of one another, 

the Enemy made a ſudden Hault, and retreated to a little Vil- 

lage called Dunmore: Whereupon the Arghiſb Marching to this 

Village, the 1r:fþ fac'd about, 'and charged with ſo much brisk- 

neſs, that they made the Engh:ſb- Horſe give Ground, but at 

Length after a ſharp Diſpute, the 1ri/b were beat back again witlh

King Janess Ulpon King James's Arrival at Dublin, he immediately afſem- 
laggt, bled the Magiftrates and City Council, and told them that 
ot Palin. though his Army had not deſerted him, as they did in England, 
yet when he came to Trial, they baſely fled the Field, and left 

it a Spoil to his Enemies, ſo that henceforward he never

Doring the King's abſence in Ireland, the Queen Adminiſtred %% Ale, 
the Government with great Application, and with a very di- A 
ſtinguiſning Temper and Conſtancy of Mind; ſor the French 
Fleet having entred the Chanel, her Majeſty would not run 
any hazard by Delays, but ſent immediate Orders to her Ad- 
miral, the Earl of Lorrington, to fight the Enemy where- ever 
he ſhould met em: Accordingly on June the 3oth. (the Day be- 24 right. 
fore the Battle of the Boyne) the two Fleets drew up in Lines of 
Battle off of Beachy, and about nine in the Morning, the Dutch 
having the Vanguard, began the Fight, as did alſo ſome of the 
Engliſh ; but not being Seconded by the reſt of the HngliſoFleet, 
which unexpectedly ſtood away, ſeveral of the Dutch Ships were 
either ſunk, burnt or diſabled, and the Ergliſb that Engag'd were 
very much Shatter'd : The Fight continued from Morning till 
Evening, the Dutch maintaining their Stations with much Reſolu- 
tion and Bravery againſt the whole Force of the French Fleet, 
which confiſted of 82 Men of War, and had much ado to eſcape 
being all Deſtroy d; the Dutch loſt in this unequal Battle two 
Rear-Admirals ; and on the Engh/b fide Captain Babor and Cap- 
tain Pomroy, with two Marine Captains, were kill'd. For this Tien 
Misfortune Admiral Torrington was Diſcarded, and tho he was Pitarded. 
brought to his Trial for the ſame and Acquitted, yet he ſuffer'd 
extremely in his Reputation among the People, were many not- 
withſtanding of Opinion he rather deſervd to be Commended for 
preſerving the beſt Part of the Fleet from being Deftroy'd, than 
Cenſur d for the Miſcarriage. 

The News of the Advantage obtain'd by the French Fleet no fen bf t 
ſooner reach'd London, but the Fears of a Deſcent created a ge- Frenb Fleet.

bord to the States-General, to acquaint them with her Concern sau Ge- 
for the Misfortune that had befallen their Squadron in the late 
Engagement, - and that ſhe had given Orders for Refitting the 
Dutch Ships that were Diſabl'd at her own Charge, and had Com- 
manded that all Care ſhould be taken of the Sick and Wounded

of Montmelian, was induc'd, for the recovery of his Dominions lane. 
to enter into the Grand Alliance againſt France; and in order 
thereunto having diſpatch'd Count de la Tour, Councellor of 
State, a Man of great Parts and Addreſs, to'apply himſelf to 
his Majeſty and the States General for their Affiftance ; the ſaid 
Count came over to England, and on November the ad had his 
firſt publick Audience of the King, and Congratulated his Acceſ- 
fion to the Crown.

Hill, where the General having viewed the Enemies Camp, found 
it of very difficult Acceſs ; but conſiderihg that he muſt either 
fight his way thro', or retreat with loſs, he brought up his Army 
to front the Enemy. Monſieur St. Ruth, a French General, who 
Commanded the {r:/b, ſuppoſing that the Engl;/b were reſolved 
toattack 'em, made a Speech to his Men, and concluded with 
a ſtrict Order not to give Quarter to none. On Sunday 12 July 
the Engliſh Army marcht early in the Morning towards the Ene- 
my, and about Noon advanced in as good Order as the Nature 
of the Ground would admit, and after ſeveral Attempts to gain 
a Paſs, which at length engaged a conſiderable Body of both Ar- 
mies, the Generals held a Conſult, whether it would not be bet- 
ter to defer the Battle till the next Morning ; but afterwards per- 
ceiving the Enemy to be in ſome diſorder, the Battle was fully 
reſolved on.

At the 
ſame time General Mackay fell upon the Enemy with a good

| After the ſurrender of Ga/kway, the Army moved towards 
i Limerick, (where T ircomel dyed for Grief on the 14th of Auguft.)

People periſh'd ; and on Thurſday September the 8th, about two 
in the Afternoon, there happened an Earthquake in London, and

of the Continent.

The Beſiegers in the mean while broke Ground before the si-geof e 
Caftle of Namur, on 12 Aug. and carried on their Trenches a- (3 
bout 150 Paces before the Cohorn Fort, and made a good Lodg- 
ment; the next Day they began to play from 12 Batteries; on 

the 18th about Midnight the Beſieged made a Sally with 200 
Dragoons and 300 Grenadiers, but the Spaniſh and Bavarian Horſe 
fell upon the Enemy with ſuch Vigour that they drove them to 
the very Palliſadoes of the Caſtle, 

After the Bombardment of Bruſſels, the Mareſchal de Villeroy 1 
being confiderably reinforc'd, marcht directly towards Namur es towards 
with an Army of 90000 Men, and boaſted he would raiſe the?“ 
Siege of the Caſtle ; when they came to Flerus they fired 90 
Pieces of Cannon as a fignal to the Beſieged of their approach, 
which was immediately anſwer'd by a great Light fet upon the 
higheft part of the Caftle ; this obliged the King to leave the 
Care of the Siege to the Elector of Bavaria, and on 26 Avg. re- 
pair to the Army which lay ſtrongly encampt at Mazy, 5 Miles 
from Namur; three Days after Villeroy marcht toward the Con- 
federate Camp, but found them ſo well poſted that he retir'd in 
the Night without noife towards the Mehaign, and durſt not at- 
tempt to ratfe the Siege. | 

The 3oth of Auguſt being appointed for a general Aſſault upon e co 
the Caſtle, the Beſiegers began to batter the Breaches of Cohorn Nous ftorn'd. 
Fort, and Terra Nova, and continued Firing until 11 a Clock, 
when the Elector of Bavaria ſent Count Horn and the Earl of 
Portland to Summon the Beſieged, but at length the Parley be- 
ing broke off, the Batteries play d afreſh till between one and two, 
when the General Afﬀault began upon the ſaid Forts, and altho' 
the Beſiegers miſcarried in their great Deſign, which was to have

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Starts: taken the Caſtle, with its Outworks all at once, yet they be- 
came Maſters of one of the greateſt Lodgments that ever was 
made in one Aſſault (being near a Mile in extent) which laſted 
till Evening; the Beſiegers had 2000 Men killed or wounded 
in this Action, and among them many Perſons of Note, but the 
loſs of the Enemy did not exceed 600 Men.

The News of the Surrender of Namur no ſooner reacht Eng- 
land, but it fill'd the People who were well Withers to the Go- 
vernment, with an unſpeakable Joy, and the Lords Juſtices ap- 
pointed a Publick Thankſgiving for the Glorious Succeſs of his 
Majefty's Arms: On 9 Sept. a fine Fire-work prepar'd in St.

(M ho died the 6th of Feb7aary 1699. N. S.) the Archduke Charles 
of Anſtria was to have all the Dbminions, both within and with- 
out Europe, except what by the former Treaty had been aſſign'd 
to the Dauphin, and to Fraxce, and that the Duke of Lorrain, 
inſtead of his own'Coutitry, which was likewiſe to be given to 
France, ſhould have the Datchy of Milan, and the Prince of au- 
demont the County of Bilche conferr'd on him.

Confederates near Landſcroon, the Damſb Fleet quitted the Sound 
and retir'd in ſome Confuſion, for fear of being attack'd under 
the Caſtle of Copenhagen ; which City the Confederates made a 
ſhew of Bombarding, not with deſign to do it any Damage, but 
only to incline the King of Denmark to a Peace, which was much 
haſten'd by the King of Sweden's making a Deſcent in Perſon, at 
the Head of his J roops into the Iſle of Zealand ; for the King of 
Denmark being ſhut up in Holſtem, and therefore unable to ſave 
his Capital City otherwiſe than by a Treaty, the Negotiations 
were reaſſumed, and effectually carried on at Travendal, near

The Parliament of Scotland being to meet again on the 28th Proceedings 
of October, the King ſent them a very kind Letter, in relation to ment Z. 
their African Company; but during the Interval of the two Seſ- 
fions, the Melancholy News arriving in Scotland of their Peoples 
having abandon'd (or rather ſurrendred) their new Settlement 
at Darien, occaſioned the Company to repreſent to the Parlia- 
ment, That for want of due Protection Abroad, ſome Perſons 
had been encourag'd to break in upon their Privileges even at 
Home : This Repreſentation was back'd by a National Addreſs, 
which was preſented to his Majeſty on November 16. to which 
the King anſwer'd, That he could not take further Notice of it, 
ſeeing the Parliament was then met, and he had made a Declara- 
tion of his Mind for the Good of his People, wherewith he 
hop'd all his Faithful Subjects would be ſatisfied. So that after 
the Parliament had fat near 3 Months, amidſt Heats and threat- 
ning Feuds about the Miſcarriages at Darzen, at laſt they came 
to a Cool and Good Reſolution, Fanuuary ai ſt. That they would 
ſtand by and Support both his Majeſty and his Government, 
to the utmoſt of their Power, and maintain ſuch Forces as 
ſhould be requiſite for thoſe Ends. And after having provided by 
a Land-Tax, for the maintaining of thoſe Forces, the Duke of 
Queensbur y, his Majeſty's High Commiſſioner, Prorogued them to 
the 6th of May.

Allies with whom he had ſo lately concluded a. Treaty of

Embark'd at Mareate for Hol- 
land, and arrived at the Hague on the IT burſday following, the 
next Day he went into the Aſſembly of the States General, and 
made a Speech to them on the preſent Poſture of Affairs, to 
which their High Mightineſſes return'd a very grateful Anſwer ; 
after which his Majeſty went to view the Frontier Garriſons, and 
upon his return to the Hague, he found that Monfieur d Avaux 
had deliver'd a Letter from the French King, accompanied with _ 
a Memorial of his own, to notifie the Recalling him from his vu recated

Emperor's Auxiliary Troops, becauſe the War againſt the Uni- 
ted Powers of France and Spain, was not at that time publickly 
declared; however, on the 18th at Night the Beſiegers open'd 
the Trenches, and before Morning were advanced 100 Paces. 
On the 23d in the Morning the Pruſſians attackt an Iſland in the 
Rhine about 600 Paces broad, a little below the Town, which 
they took that Evening. The next Day the Beſiegers carried 
their Trenches within 200 Paces of the Town, and had four Bat- 
teries continually firing, with which they had made conſiderable 
Breaches in the Rampart, ſo that they intended to make an At- 
tack upon the Counterſcarp, for which Purpoſe a great number 
of Faſcines and Wool-ſacks were prepared; by the taking of 
which it was not much doubted but the Place would ſoon Sur- 
render: However, the Confederates were much miſtaken in 
their Calculation, for tho' they propoſed at firſt to be Maſters. 
of the Place in three Weeks, they found it held out near two 
Months, and had like to haye prov'd but a bad beginning of a 
new War; yet there was no way to prevent it, for the Rains fell 
ſo much, and overflow'd the Rhine to that degree, as not only 
very much incommoded the Beſiegers in their Trenches, and put 
the Glacis of the Cover'd Way under Water, but gave the Enemy 
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Stuarts. an Opportunity of frequently relieving the Town, and taking 
at" choſe Thick that were Mae Unſerviceable; beſides, their 
Army in the Field was fo conſiderably increas d that the Confe- 
derates could not act Defenſively: Notwithſtanding all theſe Dif- 
ficulties the Siege was ſtill carried on, and the Beſiegers ſo warm- 
ly plied the Town with their Cannon and Mortars, that the 
Place was wholly reduced to Aſhes ; ſo that on June 9 the Con- 
federates made a general Attack upon the Counterſcarp and 
Ravelin, which was Bloody and Obſtinate, nothing being ſeen 
for 2 hours together but Smoak and Flame ; but at length 
the Beſieged were forced to give Ground, and leave the Aſ- 
ſailants Maſters both of the Ravelin and Counterſcarp, up- 
on which they immediately lodg'd themſelves. The Prince 
of Naſſau, and all the other Officers and Soldiers, behaved 
themſelves in this Action beyond what could be expected from 
'em ; however, the number of the Slain and Wounded was 
very conſiderable, and *twas thought the Befieged loſt near as 
many Men as the Allies, altho' they ſprung three Mines du- 
ring the Attack: The Governour having demanded a Ceſſation 
of Arms to bury his Dead, the ſame was granted him, which 
being expired both Sides began again to Fire on each other 
with great Fury, when the Beſiegers, having got all Things in 
Surrender readineſs for a general Storm, the Enemy beat a Parley, and 
mere. on Fwne 15 Surrendred on Honourable Conditions.

come up with them until 6 October, when he gave the Admiral an 

Account of what he had learnt : Whereupon the Admiral, the 

next Day, called a Council of Flag Officers, wherein it was Re- 

ſolved, That in regard the Attempting and Deſtroying thoſe 

Ships would be of great Advantage to her Majeſty, and no leſs | 

Honourable to Her and Her Allies, and tend, in a great Meaſure, en 9: 

to reduce the Exorbitant Power of Fance; That the Fleet ſhould #4. 

make the beſt of their Way to the Port of Vigo, and fall on imme- 

diately with the whole Line, if there were room ſufficient, o- 

therwiſe, to Aſſail them with ſuch Detachments, as might render 

the Attempt more Effectual and Succeſsful. 

With theſe Reſolutions the Fleet ſteer'd their Courſe for the 
ſaid Port, which they gaind on October 11. when the Weather 
proved ſo hazy that the Town of V never diſcovered the Fleet, 
till they were juſt upon it; and tho' they Fired very thick from 
the Place, the Fleet bore up to the Harbour, within 3 or 4 
Miles of Rodondello, where the French Fleet and Galleons lay,

ceiv'd FR niverfity with very great Solemnity, and conducted 
to Her Lodgings in Chrift-Church-College. The next Day, Her Ma- 
jeſty after having 7 of the Entertainment of the Univerſity, 
receiv'd the uſual Prelents,and declar'd Her Self ſatisfy'd with the 
Expreſſions of their Duty, ſet out from Oxford, and lay that Night 
at Mr. Mafters's Houſe at Cirenceſter. On the 28th ſhe left Ciren-

without any Loſs : On the 18th in the Morning, the Fort of 
St. Michael over-againſt Venlo, was Taken by Storm, in an Attack 
made by the Engliſb, under my Lord Cutts; the four following 
Days were employed in Firing furiouſly upon the Walls of the

On the ſame Day that the City of Liege Surrender'd to the Baue of F 
Allies, a ſharp Engagement happen d between Prince Lewis of? 
Baden, who lay encampt at Fridlngen with only a ſmall Reſerve 

of about 8000 Men, and the French who were divided into two 
Bodies, whereof one was Commanded by the Mareſchal de Villars, 

and the other by Count Guiſcard; whereupon the Prince, for 
fear of being encloſed between the two Bodies of the French, de- 
campt from Fridlingen, and whilſt he was marching, Count Merci, 
who brought up the Rear with 400 Horſe, ſent him Word, That 
Villars was advancing towards him with 30 Battalions, and 

40 Squadrons, in Order of Battle. Upon which the Prince Or- 
der'd his Army to Face-about ; and both Armies being advanced 
within 1500 Paces of each other, both Sides made a Halt, and 

the Prince began by playing upon the French with his Cannon : At 

firſt the Succeſs was on the fide of the Inperialiſts, but on a ſudden 

the Second Line of the Imperial Cavalry was put into ſuch Diſor- 
der, that all the Horſe quitted the Field in great Confuſion : 
Upon which the Prince had thoughts of Retreating with the In- 
fantry ; but they being not at all diſmay'd that the Horſe had de- 
ſerted em, fell in with the French Foot with ſuch undaunted Bra- 
very, that they drove 'em from their Ground into a Wood ad- 
joining, through which they purſu'd 'em almoſt to Hunningben: 
Whereupon the French Horſe, who ſtood SpeQators all the while 

in the Plain without any Motion, ſeeing their Infantry quite 
routed, retreated alſo towards Hunningben. 

The Prince having thus obtain'd the Victory, continu'd Five The ei. 
whole Hours on the Field of Battle, and then march'd towards Il. 

Staufen, having recover'd ſeven Pieces of Cannon which were taken 
from the Imperial Horſe in the firſt Engagement, together with 
five of the Enemy's, of which they carry d off two, and buried 
the reſt.

F leave to Relieve Mantua, but that he ſhould ſtop there, and wait 
U for him for the reſt, reckoning to be at Final about the end of the 
inn Month. On the other hand, Prince Eugene took as much Cau- 
tion as could be to prevent the Relief of that City ; but being 
neceſſitated to quit Uſtiano, and draw off his own Men from Mar- 
nens re. Mmirolo, whereby Mantua was free on that fide next to Veroneſa, the 
liev'd, Duke of Vendoſme paſs d the Chieſa without Oppoſition, and came 
to Mantua on the 24th of May, whereby a Way was open'd to 
Relieve the Place: But Prince Eugene having took Cereſa, and 
fortify'd it, all the French pretended to do at preſent, was to attack 
Caſtiolione, which, after a brave Reſiſtance, was Surrender'd to 
them, and the Garriſon made Priſoners of War. In the mean 
time, the Germans continud very ſucceſsful in harraſſing the 
Enemy's Convoys; and it was not Prince Egene's fault, that the 
Duk of Vendoſme was not Surpriz d in his Quarters, which was 
prevented by a Soldier's Firing inadvertently upon the Centinel 
placed near the Houſe ; by which means the French Army being 
Alarm'd, General Davia was forced to give over the Deſign. 

In Revenge of this Affront, the Duke of Mantua, who was 
made a kind of General in the French Army, obtain'd liberty of 
the Duke of Yendoſme to Cannonade the Prince's Quarters, and 
play'd upon the Tower of Cereſa for a whole Day together, but 
with no great Damage to the Imperialiſts. Prince Eugene, on 
the other hand, to repay the French in their own Coin, rais'd 
three Batteries upon a Riſing- Ground, and in like manner thun- 
der'd upon the Town and the French Camp both at once: Which 
ſo incens'd the Duke of Mantua, that the next Day he made a 
Sally with 200 Men ; but was ſo warmly receiv'd by the Musket- 
Shot of the Imperral:ſts, that he was forced to retreat with con- 
ſiderable Loſs. After which, Prince Eugene poſleſs'd himſelf of 
an important Poſt within Musket-Shot of the Gate of Pradella, 
and having raiſed a Battery of Mortars thereon, and taken ſome 
other Poſts and a Rifing-Ground near the City, they play'd upon 
the Town with their Cannon and Bombs ; during which, the Gar- 
rifon made ſeveral unſucceſsful Sallies, in all which they were 
obliged to retire with Loſs. 

About the Middle of Jul), the ſeparate Bodies of the French 
Army having join'd Monſieur de Vendoſme, King Philip put him- 
{elf at the Head of them, and march'd towards the River of 
Parma, in order to paſs it: Whereupon Prince Eugene, whoſe 
principal Care was to Provide for Berzello, ſent General 
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Viſconti with three Regiments of Horſe to reinforce that Body of Queen dune. 
the Army which lay Intrench'd; along the Banks of the Lenza, © © © 
with a deſign to Diſpute the Paſſage of that River with King Genera , 4 


conti defeated. 


Philip, Who was advancing. towards it with a numerous Army; 
but the ſaid General being Surpriz'd in his Camp at Sancta V icloria; 
by a whole Column of the French Army, which conſiſted of the 
Flower of their Cavalry, who, notwithſtanding they fell upon 
them ſo unexpettedly, that the Jperialiſts had hardly Time to 
mount their Horſes ; yet they ſo bravely Defended themſelves 
( though their Number did not amount to above 1500 Men) that 
they Repulſed the French Three times, and at the beginning of 
the Combat took Three Standards; but at length being preſs'd 
by the Enemy's Infantry, who fir'd fo thick upon them, that 
not being able to make any further Reſiſtance, they were forc'd to 
retreat. In this Action the Jmpertali/is loſt two Pair of Kettle- 
Drums, and all their Baggage, but not above 400 Men were 
miſſing, of which 270 were made Priſoners ; however, the French 
magnify'd this Action to a. great degree; and King Philip, in his 
Letter to the French King his Grandfather, made the Loſs of the 


Imperialifts to be much more conſiderable, 


But to make amends for this Defeat, about the Middle of Auguſt, vatue of ia.

King Philip being encampt at La Ieſta with an Army of 35000 
Men, he march'd in the Night between the 14th and 15th from 


La Teſta to Luxara, with deſign to take that little Place, and to 


make 1t his Head-Quarters : But the Commander of the Town 
ſoon put himſelf into a Poſture of Defence, and Anſwerd King 
Philip's Summons with the Mouths of his Cannon. The Duke 
of Vendoſme had ſcarce Inveſted the Place, when the Left-Wing 
of the French Army perceiv'd ſome of the Imperial Troops ; and 
about Five in the Evening, Prince Eigene at the Head of the Im- 
perial Army, which conſiſted only of 25000 Men, gave the Signal 
of Battle, and. then the Artillery began to play upon the Enemy; 
about Six, the Right-Wing of the Inperialiſis engaged the Left- 
Wing of the French, and attackd em in their Poſt; but the Prince 
of Commerci, who Commanded them, being kill'd at the beginning 
of the Fight, was very much Lamented, and wrought ſuch a Con- 
ſternation in the whole Body, that three Battalions and as many 
Squadrons were put into Diſorder by the Enemy's Small-Shot, and 
oave Gronnd ; however, they ſoon Rallied again, and at length 
drove the Enemy from their Poſt, and chaſed them above 1000 
Paces from one Intrenchment to another, yet not without a ſtout 
Reſiſtance ; for the French Rallied four times in their Retreat, 


but at length were utterly Routed. The Left-Wing fought no The Ants 


leſs Valiantly than the Right, and all the Troops in general, as vi 


well Horſe as Foot, perform'd Wonders, as did likewiſe the Ar- 
tillery under the Command of General W/rrner ; at length Night 
parted the Combatants, and put an end to the Fight ; however, 


both Sides claim'd the Victory, and both the Inperialiſts and 


French Sung Je Deum for it; though the Imperiahſts certainly 
gain'd the Advantage of the Day, by driving the Enemy above 
1900 
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Starts. 1000 Paces from the Field of Battle, and not only Encampt upon 
it, but likewiſe remain'd Maſters of the Dead and Wounded of 
the Enemy, of part of their Tents, their Ammunition and Pro- 
viſion, and all their Pioneering Inſtruments : Beſides, the Enemy's 
Loſs was not computed to be leſs than 8000 Men, whereas the 
Number of the Imperialiſts were no more than 2673 Men Killd 
and Wounded. However, France, to keep up the Reputation of a 

Ce Victory, reſolvd to Beſiege Guaſtalla, before which Place they 

the French. opened their Trenches on the Laſt of September, and at length 
it was Surrendered to them upon Articles. On the 21ſt, the Colo- 
nels Hergeni, Paul Diack, and the Marquis Davia, ſet forward 
upon a Surprizing Expedition through Parma and Milan, and re- 
turn'd on the 2d of Odlober, without the loſs of one Man, to the

About the Middle of November, the Duke of /endoſme finding 
his Army much annoyed by the ſwelling of the Po, decampt in 
the Middle of the Night, and march'd without Beat of Drum 
towards Reggzolo : Whereupon Prince Eugene march d next Morn- 
ing, and poſſeſs d himſelf of their Intrenchments, and ſent out the 
Marquis /aubonne with a ſmall Party, to get Intelligence of their 
March ; who falling in with the Enemys Baggage, brought 
away 30 Horſes, and a good Booty.

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Stuerts. him: Upon which Encouragement the Mareſchal follow'd with 
the reſt of the Army, and poſſeſs'd himſelf of the German Re- 
trenchments on this fide Huſen and Wolfach, which they abandon'd 
without much Oppoſition. On May 1. the French Army ad- 
vanc'd towards the Retrenchments which the Inperialiſts had 
made on the Hills, at the Entrance into the Valley of Hornberg, 
and at length became Maſters of all the Paſſages, with very incon- 
ſiderable Loſs ; from whence they continu'd their March into 
the Plain of Villengen, where being arrivd, he Summor'd the 
Governor of the City to Surrender : Who anſwering, That his 
Orders were, to Defend it to the Laſt ; they threaten'd to lay it 
in Aſhes : However, the next Day the French drew off from be- 
fore the Town, and March'd to Donerkimgen, where the Count 

and jointhe de Maffei, one of the Bavarian Generals, join d them with 4000 

via Men, and a few Days after were met near Dutling by the Elector 
himſelf. 

In the mean time Count Strum being join'd by the Saxon 
Forces detach d from Count Schlick, quitted the Upper Palatinate, 
in order to cover Suabia, and obſerve the Motions of the French 
and Bavarian, and encampt at Nordlingen on the Neckar with 
a good Body of Troops; while the Elector of Bavaria, in order 
to his Expedition to Tyrol, having concerted Matters with the 
Mareſchal de Villars at Ridlingen, return'd to Munich. 

Siege f On Apr. 24. Lieutenant-General Bulau with the Lunenburgh 

le. Horſe, and ſome Regiments of the Pruſſian Cavalry, Inveſted 
Bonne, and poſſeſsd themſelves of the Avenues on the fide of 
the Dutchy of Bergnes : On the 25th Lieutenant-General Fagel 
arrived with the Foot ; and after him the Duke of Marlborough 
and Baron Oꝭdam, and the next Day Lieutenant-General Cohorn. 
On May 6. the Batteries were all finiſhd, and on the 9th the 
Fort was Taken by Storm. After which the Confederates made 
a new Battery againſt the Town, of 3o Pieces of Heavy Cannon, 
and 18 Mortars, which began to play the 12th, in order to 
make two Breaches, with Intent to Aſſault the Place: The 13th 
about Noon the Beſieged made a Sally out of the Town, againſt 
Major-General Dedem's Attack; but at length they were repuls'd 
with the Loſs of 100 Men, and as many Wounded : About Eight 
the ſame Evening the Firſt Counterſcarp on the Prince of Heſſe's 
ſide was attackt, in order to make a Lodgment, and the Men went 
on with ſuch Reſolution, that in leſs than an Hour's time they beat 
the Enemy from their Works, and made their Lodgment ; ſo 
that on the 14th, at Threee in the Afternoon, the Enemy beat a 
Parly ; at Six the Hoſtages were exchang'd ; and the next Day 
the Duke of arlborough having Agreed to the Capitulation, it 
was Sign'd and Exchang'd on the 16th, and the Garriſon March'd 
out on the 18th, and were conducted to Luxemburgh. 

While the Allies were ſet down before Bonne, the Mareſchals 
Boufflers and Villeroy having fail'd in their Deſigns upon Maſtricht 
and Liege, advancd on a ſudden into the Neighbourhood of 
Tongeren with an Army of 40000 Men, and advancing ſtill with 


their 
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their Forces on each fide of the Town, fell upon the Place, in Ween dm: 
which two Battalions of Foot, the one of Hot, the other of Port- r 
more, were Quarter d, who defended themſelves with extraordi- Tate 2 
nary Bravery for 28 Hours, but then were forced to Surrender 

at Diſcretion. Soon after that Bonne was Surrender'd, the Duke 

of Marlborough ſet forward with the Army towards Liege, as well 

to Secure that Place, as to Force the — Army to Decamp 

from I ongeren, where they ſeem'd to be very vantageouſly 
Poſted; and on May 25, having paſs'd the tha Jecker, ad- 

vanc'd to Hautin, where the Enemy intended to have Foragd 

that Morning, but upon Notice of the Confederates Approach, 

they Marchd with great Precipitation to Bookworn, not daring 

to ſtand the hazard of a Battle; they alſo quitted Tongeren, after and quit is 
they had blown up the Walls and the Tower: The Duke follow'd *. 
them, and advanc'd within Half a League of their Camp; but 

though the Fecker parted the two Armies, and the Enemy had 
ſecur'd all the Bridges and Paſſes of the River, yet the A 
thought themſelves not ſafe, but retreated to Hannuye ; ſo that 

the Allies Marchd to Thys, and there Encampt ; whereupon Ira e 
the French Drew up in Battle Array, and ſent away their Baggage, Þ*vr tharof 
as if they intended to have Fought ; but their Courage failing cats. 
them, they again retired before the Confederates. 

The Allies having made great Preparations for putting ſome 
Important Defign in Execution in Spaniſb-Flanders, Monſieur Tie antes 
Cohorn (who had drawn together a Well-provided Army in Frs Lines 
Dutch-Flanders) towards the End of June made the neceſſary #4 
Diſpoſitions for Attacking the Enemy's Lines in ſeveral Places at 
once; vix. Baron Spaar was appointed to Command ſome Troo 
that were to Act near Stekene ; Monſieur Cohorn with another De- 
tachment paſs't over the Scheld, to make an Attack near Lief- 
kenſhock ; and General O4dam, with the reſt of the Army ſtay d 
on this fide the Scheld, in order to make an Attempt on the 
Lines before 28 Accordingly Baron Spaar, on June 27. in 
the Morning, Attack'd and Forc'd the Lines in the Country of 
IWaes near Stekene ; the Action was very hot and ſharp, and coſt 
the Lives of a great many Brave Men ; the Line was Guarded by 
Seven Battalions, and cover'd with a River inſtead of a Ditch, 
which the Allies were forced to fill up before they could pals it, 
and then attack a Fortification by a narrow Way. Much about 
the ſame time Monſieur Coborn attackt the Enemy's Lines at the 
Point of Calo, which were (after a little Reſiſtance) Forc'd ; the 
Redoubt on the Point of St. Anthony was likewiſe Attack'd, which 
the Enemy ſeem'd at firſt reſolved to Defend, but at length they 
Surrender'd at Diſcretion. This News occafion'd great Joy; but ne 
it was ſoon interrupted, by a ſtrange Account ſent by General 
Obdam from Breda, wherein he acquainted the States, That the 
French had Surrounded the Body of the Forces under his Com- 
mand, who upon the 27th had March'd from Lillo to Eckeren, 
and put them to a Total Rout ; That he had made his Eſcape 
to Breda with only 30 Horſe, and could give no further Account 
Str of 
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Stuarts. of their Army: This put the Dutch into a very great Conſterna- 
tion - but the States afterwards 2 ſeveral particular Rela- 
tions of this Battle, and more particularly one from Lieutenant- 
General Slaygenburg, Reſolved, That Thanks be given to the ſaid 
General, for the good Conduct, Zeal and Courage which he 
ſhew'd in the ſaid Battle of Eckeren ; and that he be made ac- 
uainted, That their High Mightineſſes were likewiſe very 
well fatisfy'd with the good Conduct and Valour of the other 
General Officers, as alſo with the extraordinary Courage and 
Bravery ſhewn as well by the Superior and Subaltern Officers, as 
by the Private Soldiers, for having maintain'd the Honour of the 
Troops of that State, and perform'd their Duty in the Service 
Numbers of of the Country. In this Battle the Dutch loft 1717 Men Killd, 
hn x aa 1003 Wounded, 694 Priſoners or Deſerted, and 376 Horſes ; 
(and the French own'd themſelves to have had between 15 and 
1600 Men Killd and Wounded, beſides 150 Officers; ) and 
notwithſtanding Monfieur Oꝭdam ( whoſe Conduct in this Battle 
was very ſeverely Cenſur'd both in land and Holland) fled 
away in the midſt of the Action, yet the other Dutch Generals 
maintain'd the Fight againſt the Enemy ( who were Double 
their Number) until Evening, and continu'd all Night on the 
Place of Battle: So that this can be call'd by no other Name 
Both Sides than that of a Victory, the French Marching off betwixt Ten and 
vidory, Eleven at Night, without Beat of Drum, or Sound of Trumpet, 
towards their Lines; however, the French claim'd the Victory 

to be on their Side, and accordingly Sung Je Deum for it. 
Treaty be. But to treturn Home: On the 16th of May, N. S. a Treaty 
Emperor, Of Alliance Offenſive and Defenfive, was Sign'd at Lisbon, between 
—— al the Emperor, the Queen of England, the King of Portugal, and 
. the States-General, by which the King of Portugal was to make up 
his Army 20000 Men ; That the Allies ſhould pay him a 
Million of Crowns Annually during the War ; That the Army 
might be Commanded in the Name of the Arch-Duke Charles; 
That the Allies ſhould Attack Spam with all poflible Vigour, 
ſo as it might return to the Houſe of Auſtria; That the Allies 
ſhould ſend a great Fleet to Portugal, and Twelve Veſlels of the 
Line of Battle ſhould Winter there ; And that there ſhould be 
no Peace without Conſent of all the Allies, and entire Security 

for His Portugueze Majeſty. | 

Proceedings The ſame Day, O. S. the Parliameet of Scotland Met at Ein- 
ment of Scor- Burg h, where the Ceremony of the Duke of Queensbury, Her Ma- 
_ jeſty's High-Commiſhoner, Riding from the Palace of Holy-Rood- 
Houſe to the Parhament-Houſe, was perform'd with great Solem- 
nity: The ſame Day Duke Hamilton gave in a Draught of an 
Act, Recognizing Her Majeſty's Juſt Title to the Crown of S:ot- 
land, by Virtue of the Claim of Right, which was Paſs'd on the 
19th, wherein it was Declared High-Treaſon in any of the Sub- 
jects, to Diſown, Quarrel, or Impugn Her Majeſty's Right and 
Title thereto, or Her Exerciſe of the Government thereof, 
from Her Actual Entry to the ſame. Then an Act for the 


Security 
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Security of the Kingdom, was offered by the Marquis of Te- 
dale, which contain d the ſeveral ' Conditions of Government 
upon which the Succeſſor ſhould accept the Crown : But this 
Bill, after ſeveral Months Debate, Amendments made, and 
Clanſes added thereto, though it Paſs'd in the Houſe ; yet on 
Sept. 10. the Lord High- Commiſſioner acquainted the Parlia- 
ment, That Her Majeſty did not think fit to give the Royal 
Aﬀent to the ſaid Act. About the ſame time, the Parliament 
having Ordered an Account of the Progreſs of the Commiſſioners, 
in their Treaty of Union with England, to be laid before them, 
3 ** That the Commiſſion for the ſaid Treaty was 
4 Expir'd, and that no New one ſhould be Granted, without Con- 
“ ſent of Parliament. At length on St. 16. the Lord High- 
Commiſſioner came to the Houſe, and after having given the 
Royal Aſſent to ſeveral As, he put a Period to this long Seſſion, 
by Adjourning the Parliament to Octob. 12. enſuing. 

Sir George Rooke having been ſent out with a Squadron of 
Men of War upon ſome Secret Deſign, he Cruis'd for ſome time 
off of Belle-Jjle, and the French Coaſts in the Bay of Biſcay, 
whereby he greatly Alarm'd the Enemy, inſomuch that they 
drew down great Numbers of their Militia and other Troops 
to Defend their Coaſts ; he likewiſe took many Prizes which 
were coming Home from the Weſt-Tndies and other Parts, whereof 
ſome of them were very Conſiderable. 


On July 1. the Engliſþ and Dutch Fleets, under the Command 


Queen Anne, 


Sir George 
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of Sir Cloudeſley Shovel and Vice- Admiral Alemond, ſaild from 


St. Helen's for the Streights, where they arrived before the End 
of Auguſt, and put into Altea for Freſh Water. On the Laſt of 
Auguſt the Regiments of Marines Landed without any Diſorder, 
ſo that a more Orderly Delcent could not be made in an Enemy's 
Country; this done, they form'd a Camp; and the Spamards 
ſeeing them offer no Injury, brought Plenty of all Provifions to 
the Camp, ( for which they paid them Ready-Money) and 
ſeem'd to be very well diſpoſed for the Houſe of Auſtria, and 
in particular for the Arch- Duke Charles. On Sept. 30. the Fleet 
appeard in fight of Leghorn, and the two following Days 
Anchor'd in that Road, where they took in Freſh Water, and 
received from the Governor Preſents of Freſh Provifions, by 
Order of the Grand Duke; after which, they made the beſt of 
of their Way for England. 

On June 22. Rear-Admiral Pills, having receiv'd Orders to 
look for a Grand Partee of French Merchant-Ships, who were 


faid to lie in Cancal-Bay, accordingly ſail'd, in purſuance thereof, 


from Spit head with a {mall Squadron under his Command. On 
the 25th he Anchor'd off of Jerſey, and ſent to the Governor to 
learn what Intelligence he could give of them: Whereupon the 
Governor ſent two Captains to the Admiral, who well underſtood 


that Coaſt, by whom being inform'd of a Fleet of about 40 Sail, 


plying to the Windward on the 15th to get to Gran, the 
Admiral reſolved to fail immediately thicher ; fo that on the 


26th 
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8 Guns) was brought off; Seventeen more of the Merchant-Ships 

were Burnt and Deſtroyed; ſo that of the whole Fleet, only 
Four eſcaped by getting under Granville Fort. But in the begin- 
ning of Auguſt, the Affairs at Sea ſtood but very indifferent 
with the Dutch; for Monſieur St. Poll, with the Dunkirk Squa- 
dron, fell in, on Aug. 6. with the Maes Fleet of Dutch Herring- 
Buſſes, conſiſting of 200 Sail, Convoy'd by Five Dutch Men of 
War, and took Four of them, with ſome of the Buſſes. After 
this, the French Squadron, conſiſting of Seven ſtout Ships, pro- 
ceeded on their Voyage to Greenland, attackt the Dutch Green- 
land Fleet, and took a great many of them. : 

Her Majeſty, on Aug. 12. Held a Chapter of the Garter at 

Hampton-Court, when the Duke of Schonberg was EleQed a 
Knight-Companion of that Order: And on the 18th, Her Ma- 
jeſty, with the Prince ſet forward from Windſor for the Bath, 
where, at Her Arrival, She was met by the Corporation in their 
Formalities, and the City's Repreſentatives in Parliament Con- 
gratulated Her Majeſty and His Royal Highneſs on Their ſafe 
Arrival, and were alſo Welcom'd by the People with loud Ac- 
clamations of Joy, for the Honour done that City by their Royal 
Preſence ; where having continued near two Months, on O04. 9. 
they return'd to Windſor. 

rzrliament The Queen having Granted a Commiſhon to the Lord Gran- 

Held at ws. ville Lord Warden of the Stannaries, to Hold a Convocation or 
Parliament of Stannators, according to Ancient Cuſtom, they ac- 
accordingly Met at Iruro in Cornwall on Sept. 16. when there 
appear'd a very great Concourſe of the Gentlemen and Tinners 
of that Country, to whom the Lord Warden made a Speech, 
and told them, That Her Majeſty was Graciouſly pleas'd to offer, 
as a diſtinguiſhing Mark of Her Royal Favour and Compaſhon, 
to take 1600 Tuns of Tin, at 31. 10 5. per Cent. Stannary-weight, 
and to be paid for out of Her own Revenues.

Under the Marſhal de Villars with that of the Ele&or of Bavaria, 
which had ſo Elevated the Elector, that his Miniſter at Rati bonne 
triumph'd over the Diet there, as if they were his Maſter's 
Captives; and the Elector being not content with that, would 


be 
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be ſeen no leſs to deſpiſe and ſet at nought both the Empire and Veen = 
Emperor, and to that Purpoſe publiſh'd a Manifeſts, wherein he | 
complain'd, 1n the firſt place, againſt the Emperor and his Allies, 
accuſing them of Exorbitant Plundering, Extorting Contributions; 
Burning his Country, Murther and Gutrages committed even in 

the Churches ; and thence infinuating, That he took up lawful 

Arms in his own Defence, Nc. And having concerted Meaſures 

to Invade the Country of Tirol on one fide, while the Duke *1-or 3 
de Vendoſme, with part of the French Army in Italy, was to Force de 0. 
his Way through the Trentme, and to make an Irruption 

into Germany on the other: In purſuance thereof, the Elector, 

on Fir 15. advancd with the Main-Body of his Forces from 
Roſenbaimb towards Kuffſteim a Poſt on the Borders of Tirol, and, 

by an Accident which happen'd, he made himſelf Maſter of that 

Town on the 19th. On the 22d he march'd to Rotenburg ano- 

ther Poſt on the River Ihn; and the Trenches being open'd that 
Evening, the Garriſon Surrender'd the next Day. The 25th 

the Elector proceeded to Hall, where he was met by the Chan- 
cellors of the Regency of Inſpruck, who made their Submiſſion 

to him, and, at his Deſire, Order'd the Inhabitants of that 

Place to lay down their Arms: At Inſpruck the Elector con- 
tinued ſeveral Days, from whence he ſent out Detachments to 

make himſelf Maſter of the Paſſes on the Frontiers of Tirol, and 

took upon him to Regulate the Government of that Part of it 

which he had Subdued, and demanded Homage, and a Monthly 
Contribution of 120000 Florins, befides a great Quantity of 
Ammunition and Proviſions ; at the ſame time one of his De- 
tachments took Eberenburg a very ſtrong Place, where they 
found a great Quantity of all Sorts of Proviſious deſign'd for the 

Army in Tah). 

But here the Tide turn'd, and the Elector's Fortune changing 

on a ſudden, put a ſtop to his Career; for the Huntſmen and 
Boors, in a Valley on the Ihn leading towards the Vale of Ema- 

dina, defeated a Bavarian Detachmęnt at Brutx, flew near 1000 

of them, and took the Commanding Officer, with 50 Soldiers, 

60 Horſes, and a conſiderable Quantity of Baggage. This bold 
Action of the Boors, engag d the reſt of the Inhabitants of thoſe 

Parts, fo that ſeveral Hundreds of them got together, under the 
Command of the Baron of Heindel, Major of General Geſchwimd's 
Regiment, who had with him a few Huntſmen, and about 

3 or 400 Regular Troops, with this Body he march'd along the 

Ibn, and on July 21. ſurrounded a Body of 140 Bavarian Foot 

and Dragoons near Iuſpruch, who were all cut off, except the A Party of 
Officer that Commanded them, and 24 Private Men: After this Bebzated. 
Succeſs, the Major advanc'd towards Scharniz, of which he made 
himſelf Maſter the ſame Day, and found there 22 Pieces of 
Cannon. On the 224, another Party of Soldiers and Peaſants 
retook the Town of Rotenburg, where the Governor was made 
Priſoner. : * hh 
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5 or 6000 Regular Troops, who being next Day advariced near 
to his Camp, and diſpoſed all Things in order to attack him, 
the Elector did not think fit to hazard a Battle, and therefore,

left behind him moſt of his Tents, with his Plate, and ſeveral 

Waggon-Loads of very good Booty, and went back to Inſpruch ; 
but not thinking himſelf ſafe there, he decampt the 27th in the 
Morning, and the fame Evening Count Guitenflein poſſeſs d him- 
ſelf of that Capital City; ſo that having been forc d to quit all 
his Acquiſitions in Tirol, except Kaffftem, he retir'd into his own 
Country, and the rather, becauſe Major-General Raventlau had 
entred it by the Way of Paſſax ; therefore, to revenge theſe Dif- 
graces, on. Aug.2 8. he ſent Orders to General Santini, to make him- 
{elf abſolute Maſter of Rat:shonne, which Place was in a manner in 
his Power before. After which, the Elector ( defigning to repair 
his Lofles in Tirol in ſome meaſure) reſolv'd to ſeize and take 
the Epiſcopal and Imperal City of Azsburgh ; but was bappily 
prevented, in Time, by Prince Lewrs of Baden, who having No- 
tice that the Elector demanded one of the Gates to be put into 
his Hands, he haſten'd his March, and on the 5th of September 
came in fight of the Place, and that Evening Encampt cloſe by it: 
Upon which the Magiſtrates admitted into the Town two Batta- 
lions of the Inperialiſts to ſtrengthen the Garriſon. Whereupon 
the Enemy, who ſtood upon a Riſing- Ground between Wellem- 
berg and Halhofen, divided themſelves in two Bodies, the Elector 
and the Mareſchal de Villars marching towards Donawert ; and 
Count d' Arco, General of the Elector's Forces, retreating over 
the Lech to Friedburg, which Place was ſoon after Surrender'd to 
the Inperialiſto. 

In the midſt of theſe Tranſactions, the Prince of Baden Order'd 
Count Strum. to paſs the Dunube, and endeavour to oblige the 
Elector to quit an advantageous: Poſt which he poſſeſsd upon the 
Lech. Whereupon the Elector and the Mareſchal, having Intel- 
ligence of Count Strum's Motion, reſolv'd to fall upon him, and 
to that Purpoſe, ſent to the Marquis d'Uſſon, who was left in the 
Camp at Lavingen, to come forth on a certain Signal, and fall 
upon the Imporialiſis in the Rear, whilft they Charg d them both 
in Front and Flank. All things thus Order d, the Elector and 
the Mareſchal pals'd the Damubt at Donawert, and firing Six Guns, 
were anſwer d with Two from the Marquis : Thereupon Count 
Strum, ho kneut the meaning of the Signal, March'd and fell 
upon the Marquis, (who had with him 15 Battalions, and as man 
Squadrons) before the Elector and the Mareſchal could attack 


him; 
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him ; and obſerving that d'Uſſon's Horſe, were ſepatated from his Queen ne 
Foot, he advanc'd with ſome ſelect Squadrons, and Charg'd the 
Enemy ſo well, that they were utterly Broken and Routed, 
having loſt 20 Standards, and many Hundreds ſlain. Where- 
upon Monſieur d'Uſſon, finding his Cavalry totally defeated, fled 
with his Foot with great Precipitation to his Camp at Lavingen; 
fo that all his Men were in danger of being cut to pieces, had 
not the Elector and the Mareſchal Charg'd the Imperzalifts at the 
ſame time, General Schuylemburg, the Saxon General, ſtood the 
firſt Shock with admirable Bravery ; but a Regiment of Bareith 
giving ground, and the Enemy being much ſuperior in Number, 
Count Stirum retreated in good Order to Nordlingen. The Fight putattength 
continu'd from Six in the Morning till Four in the Afternoon, -+— ha 
when the French and Bavarians, being no leſs weary of an obſti- 
nate Reſiſtance, gave over the Combat, and let the Inperialiſts, 
who were but a handful of Men, in compariſon to the Enemy, 
march off with little or no Moleſtation, having loſt in the 
Battle, beſides their Cannon and Baggage, between 1000 and 
1500 Men; and the French, twas reported, loſt as many Men 
on their Side, if not a greater Number. 

On Sept. 12. the Emperor and" the King of the Romans made Tie arch: 
a Solemn Act of Renunciation of all their Right and Claim to produin's 
the Spam/b Monarchy, in favour of the Arch-Ditke Charles of ——— 
Auſtria, the Emperor's Second Son; and the ſame Day the Arch- 
Duke was Proclaim'd at Vienna, King of Spain, and receiv'd the 
Compliments upon it of the whole Court, the Grandees of op, 
the Næapolitan Lords that were in Town, and of ſeveral Publick 
Miniſters. The next Day the Emperor notified the ſame, by 
Letter, to Her Majeſty of Great Bruain, and the King of Por- 
tugal: And the fame Day all the Imperral Family were ſplendidly 
Entertain'd at Dinner by the New King. Soon after His Catho- 
lick Majeſty ſet forward for the Hague, in order to his Journey 
for Spam, and on O94. 16. arrtv'd at Duſeldorp, where the Duke 
of Marlh5roh had Audience of His Majeſty, who preſented the 
Duke with a Sword ſet with Diamonds, to a confiderable Value. 
After a few Days ſtay at the Palatine Court, King Charles left 
Duſeldorp, and went on Board à very fine Yacht for Holland. 
On Nou. 2. His Majeſty arriv'd at Rotterdam, and the next * 
went to the Hague, having been Welcom'd and Saluted in all 
Places through which he paſsd, with all poſhible Demonſtrations 
of Joy and Reſpect; and after a ſhort ſtay there, His Majeſty 
being deſirous to fee England, and to pay his Acknowledgments 
in Perſon to Her Majeſty: of Great Britain, embarkt, Decemb. 23. 
on Board the Znghſb Fleet Commanded by Sir George Rooke, 
and on the 28th Landed ſafely at Portſmouth, where he was te arrives 
Receiv'd by the Dukes of Somerſet and Marlhorongh, and from 
thence Conducted to the Duke of Srerſer's Houſe at Petworth :

gage, on the 9th at Night the French abandon'd all their Ap- 
proaches, and the next Morning early the whole French Army 
March'd off with Precipitation towards Ponte Molmo and the 

River Secchia : But Monſieur Albergotti, with another Body of mongeur A 
French Troops, being advanced towards Mirandola, with deſign gd. 
to attack General Ublefeldt, who lay Intrencht at Quarantola with 

two Regiments of Horſe and three Battalions of Foot, to cover 

the Country on that ſide, Count Guido Staremberg thought fit to 

lay hold of this Opportunity to fall upon that Body of the Enemy's 
Troops, conſiſting of about 8000 Men, before they had Advice 

of the Duke of Yendoſme's being retired from Oftizha, and there- 

fore ſent 11 Battalions of Foot, 10 Companies of Grenadiers, 

1200 Horſe, and 12 Pieces of Cannon, who on the 11th by 

Break of Day, arivd in the Neighbourhood of Mirandola, where 

having reſted, they march'd towards the Enemy, and came upon 

them ſo unawares, and attack'd them with ſuch Succeſs, that 

they intirely Routed them; and obliged them to retire in great 
Confuſion towards Buon Porto, with the Loſs of above 1000 Men 

Kill'd, and 100 Priſoners, beſides the abandoning Final de Modena, 

of which the Tnperialiſts took Poſſeſſion. But the French were 

ſoon made amends for this Defeat, by the Surrender of the 

ſtrong Fortreſs of Berſello in the Dutchy of Reggio, belong- 

ing to the Duke of Modena, which, after a vigorous and tedious 
Defence, was forc'd to Capitulate on Fuly 27. upon Articles, 

the Firſt whereof was, That the Garriſon ſhould be Priſoners 

of War. 


In the mean time, the Duke of Yendoſme was preparing to Duke of V+: 
Invade the Irerime, and thereby endeavour to open a Commu- r 
nication with the Elector of Bavaria; in order whereunto, he 
broke up with his Army on Ha 20. from Due Caſtelli, and 
march'd to San Cetro near /illa-Franca, and from thence to Rivoli. 

On the 26th the Germans quitted Monte Baldo: And on 
the 3oth, General Medavi, with a Body of 6000 Men, Forced 
the German Retrenchments in the Vale of Leder. After which, 
he march'd to Riva, which the Germans abandon'd at his Ap- . 
proach. On Aug.-1. Torbole Surrender d without Oppoſition, 
as did the Villages of Nago and Mori within five Miles of R- 
veredo. On the 5th, Caſtlebarco was Taken, Pillag'd, and Rag'd : 
Three Days after, the Town of Arco was Taken; and on the 
18th, the Caſtles of Brena, Madruzzo, and Iohlins, ſubmitted 
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Stuarts, to the Enemy. The 26th, having finiſh'd their Bridge over the 
Sarca, they paſs'd that River, and diſpos'd their March towards 
Trent, where they arrived on Sept. 2. when the Duke of Yendoſme 
ſent a Trumpeter to Summon the Town to pay Contributions; 
but the Inhabitants not complying with his Demands, he Bom- 
barded the Town, and threw above 400 Bombs, but moſt of 
them burſting in the Air, and thoſe that reach'd the City doing 
but little damage, on the 1oth he drew off from before Tren, 
and march'd back towards Riva, and ſo on to Benedetto, 
He returns, Vendoſine having thus faild in his deſign of opening a Com- 
= any munication with the Elector of Bavaria, (which was very luck 
or $299. for the Imperialiſts) Order'd Count Medavi, who was left behind 
in the Trentine to blow up the Fortifications of ago, Arco, Tor- 
bole and Riva, and return to the Main Army; ſo that on 
O06. 31. the ſaid Count arrived with all the Troops under his 
Command at Dexenzano, and with 24 Barks laden with their 
Artillery and Baggage. 
The Duke of Savoy all this while was ſuſpected by France, 
( they having intercepted a Letter (as was given out) from the 
Imperial Miniſter, to Count Zinzindorf in Holland, whereby the 
Duke's Inclinations to the Confederacy were diſcover'd ; ) where- 
upon the French King ſent Orders to the Duke of Yendoſme, to 
Diſarm the Duke of Savas Troops that ſerv'd in the Armies 
of the Two United Crowns in Italy; which he effected on the 
29th of September at Night, by firſt ſecuring the Marquis Pala- 
vicini who Commanded them, and at the ſame time all the Offi- 
cers were ſeizd, and the Soldiers diſarm'd, being in all 2200 
Men, befides 1000 more who lay fick in the Hoſpitals of Cre- 
mona ; at the ſame time, he Orderd 20000 Men to March for 
Piedmont, in order to diſmember from the Duke's Subjection ſuch 
Towns and Fortrefles, by main Force, which His Royal High- 
neſs refus d to Surrender upon Demand.

Del. Highneſs, that he caus'd the French and Spaniſb Ambaſladors, and all 
their Subjects and Officers, to be Confin'd, Order'd 10000 Fire- 
Arms, and a conſiderable Sum of the French King's Money, to be 
Seiz d, Iſſued out Orders for the Nobility and Gentry of Savoy to be 
Rais'd, and ſent a conſiderable Number of Arms to be diſtributed 
among the Vaudois; and having made the beſt Proviſions he could 
to oppoſe the French Army for the preſent, His Royal Highneſs 
conſider'd how to ſtrengthen himſelf by proper Alliances, that 
he might not in time be Overpower'd by fo Unequal an Enemy; 
he therefore ſent Monſieur de Mellarede to the Canton of Zurich, 
who was very favourably receiv d; and likewiſe wrote Letters to 
the Emperor, England and Holland, to acquaint them with the 
French King's Violence towards him, againſt all Publick Faith, 
in Seizing, Diſarming, and Detaining all his Officers as Priſoners, 
who were in the Army. of the Two Crowns in Hal); That he 
he was glad that an Uſage of ſuch a Nature, affarded him 

the 
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the Liberty to let them know the ſame, and the ſincere Deſire he een n 
had to join with the Allies, expecting from their Friendſhip, that 

they ſhould afford him all the Aſſiſtance that was neceſſary for 
vigorouſly maintaining fo Juſt a Cauſe, for which he was ready 

to ſacrifice all that depended on him. 

Count Staremberg, being ſenſible of the Streights the Duke of Sade, Kad 
Savoy muſt be exposd to, without ſpeedy Succour, ſent him a bin Secur. 
Detachment of 1500 Horſe, under Major-General Hannibal Viſ- 
conti, who, notwithſtanding all the Secrecy and Diligence he could 
uſe in his March, was attack'd by a Body of 4000 French, under 
the Duke of Vendoſme, moſt Foot, in the Mountains of St. Sebaſtian 
near Seravalla, on the Frontiers of Genoa ; ſo that they wete forc'd General , 
to Fight their Way through, and at length got clear of the Enemy, ta. _ 
with the Loſs of their Baggage, about 150 Men, and as many Horſes. 

The French magnified this Action toa great degree, arid made as if a 
very few of the Germaus had eſcaped, and that none of them could 
ever get into Piedmont ; though they afterwards did, to the 
Honour of their Commander, and to the grand Diſappointment 
of the Enemy. Soon after, Count Staremberg himſelf, according 
to the poſitive Orders he had receiv'd from the Imperial Court, 
to attempt a Junction with the Duke of Savoy, began his March 
for Piedmont on Decemb. 23. with an Army of 15000 Men, from 
the Secchia through the Enemy's Country ; and notwithſtanding 
the great Troubles and Fatigues they underwent, yet at length, 
on Jan. 13. being arrived at Canelli, the Duke of Savoy came 
thither in the Evening, and Pofted his Forces within a Mile of 
their Camp, and join'd the {mperraliſis. Things being come to 
this paſs, and the French King ſeeing there was no hopes of 
making up this Breach betwixt him and the Duke of Savoy, re- 
ſolv'd to Declare War againſt him; which was Publiſh'd accos- 
dingly on the 4th of December. 

To. return to the /Vetherlands : After the Taking of Huy by tintwy Sur- 
the Confederate Army, Lieutenant-General Brulaz, on Sept. 19. 
with 24 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, Inveſted Limburg 
the Capital City of a Province of the Spanſh-/Vetherlands, fituated 
near the River Waes, which was Surrender'd to the Allies on the 
the 27th, and the Garriſon, to the Number of 1400 Men, were 
made Priſoners of War. After the Surrender of Lamburgh, the 
Prince of Heſſe was detach'd with a good Body of Troops to- 
ward. the Upper-Rhine, in order to join the Palatme and other 
Troops; while the French did the ſame under Monſieur Pre- 
contal, to reinforce Count Tallard, who on Octob. 10. open'd the 
Trenches before Landau, and began to batter the Place with gag. 
100 Pieces of Cannon and 60 Mortars : The Siege was carry d 
on with the utmoſt Vigour by the French ; and the Place was 
gallantly Defended by the Count de Frize the Governor, who 
from Time to Time had Aſſurances of Relief; and in order 
thereunto, the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe having on Nov. 13. 
join'd the Count of Naſſau Weilburg, General of the Palatine 
Forces near Spires within four Leagues of Landau, the next _ 
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all Things were prepared to attack the Enemy in their Lines

Morning, in which time a multitude of Chimneys, Houſes and 
Tops of Houſes were blown down, whereby a great mariy People 
were Killd in their Beds, and ſeveral Wounded, abundance of 
Trees were torn up by the Roots in St. Fames's Park, the Inns 
of Court, and other Places; a great many Veſſels, Barges and 
Boats ſunk in the River Thames, the Water flow'd into Weſt- 
minſter-Hall, and ſeveral Arches of London-Bridge were ſtopt up 
with Wrecks : At Briſtol one of the Churches was blown down, 
and the Tide was ſo high in the Streets, that the People paſs'd 
about in Boats, and Hogſheads of Tobacco and other Goods 
floated about the Streets, ſo that the Damage was computed at 
150000 J. At Wells, Dr. Thomas Kidder the Biſhop of the 
Diocefe, and his Lady, were Killd in their Bed, by the 
fall of a Stack of Chimneys: At Cambridge, part of Kings-Col- 
lege-Chapel blew down, and ſome part of the New Chapel of 
Catherme- Hall was damnified, beſides ſome other Colleges were 
much damaged. The Lightning that accompany'd this Storm 
was very amazing, and in ſeveral Places fir'd many Corn-Stacks, 
and conſum d them to Aſhes. But though the Damage ſuſtain'd 
by Land amounted to ſome Millions, yet the Nation ſuffer'd a 
very ſenſible Loſs by Sea, for there were 12 Men of War and 
Fire-Shops loſt and ſunk in this Dreadful Tempeſt, in which 
periſh'd 1519 Souls, beſides what were loſt in the many Mer- 
chant-men that likewiſe periſht. 
'Tis obſervable, That this Great Storm was not ſo violent in 
the North-parts of England, nor in France, but in Holland and 
the Spaniſb- Netherlands it did very conſiderable Damage, and the 
ſame was felt in ſeveral Parts of Germany, and alſo in Hamburgh, 
Denmark and Norway, which in ſeveral Places was attended with 
an Earthquake.

and the States having Defird Her Majeſty to give Leave 
to the Duke of Marlborough to paſs the Sea for a few Days, 
to Concert the neceſſary Meaſures with them for the Opera- 
tions of the next Campaign ; he went over accordingly, and 
arriving at the Hague on Fan. 29. had ſeveral Conferences with 
the Deputies of the States : And then it was that the Surprizing

and Illuminations made for as many Nights, with other Publick 
Rejoycings. The 26th, His Catholick Majeſty remain'd on board 

the Royal Catherine; and on the 27th, all things being ready for 

his Reception, between Four and Five in the Afternoon, the 

King of Portugal, accompany d by the two Eldeſt of the Princes 

his Sons, embarkt on a very noble Brigantine row'd by Forty 

Men clad in Crimſon Velvet, laced with Silver, and went on- 

Board the Admiral. His Catholick Majeſty receiv'd the King at 

the Ladder-head, and waited on him to his Cabbin : After a 

ſhort Stay there, the two Kings went into the Brigantine, and 
Landed under a Triumphal-Arch, which was erected at the head ging chute 
of a magnificent Bridge, built for that purpoſe. At their Landing, pas the 
the King of Portugal gave the King of Spain the Right-hand, and 

led him by the Hand along the Bridge to the Palace, and fo pro- 

ceeded to the Royal Chapel, where Je Deum was Sung, for his 
Catholick Majeſty's Safe Arrival : Thence the King conducted 

him to his Bed-Chamber, and afterwards their Majeſties Supt 
together in Publick, the Entertainment being very Sumptuous 

and Magnificent. Upon the News of the King of Spain's Arrival, 
the Marquis de Chateuumcuf, Ambaſſador of France, took his Leave 

of the King of Portugal, and the next Day paſs'd over the River, 

in his Way to Spain. Soon after, his Catholick Majeſty preſented: 

Sir George Rooke with a Sword, the Hilt whereof was ſet with His Preſeats 
Diamonds, a Buckle for a Hatband, and a Hook for a Hat, ſet zi, ., 
alſo with Diamonds; to ſome of the Captains his Majeſty gave his 

Picture ſet with Diamonds, beſides a Sum in Gold; and tothe reſt 

Fifty Piſtoles each, and Fifty for their Ship's Company ; to Colonel 
Griffith, one of the Clerks of the Green-Cloth, his Majeſty gave 

his Picture; to Mr. Lowman a Ring of good Value, and a 
Thouſand Piſtoles among the reſt of the Officers and Servatus of 
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the Queen's Family who attended his Majeſty in his Voyape. 
After the Ceremonies of the King of Spam's Recuptich were over; 
and the Compliments upon his Arrival all paid, his Majeſty ap- 
plied himſelf to the Buſineſs he came about, and on March 9. 
Publiſh'd a Declaration to all his Loving Subjects; which was 
follow'd by a Manifeſto of the King of Portugal, in his Favour : 
Whereupon the Duke of Anjou, not thinking it fit to defer any 
longer to Proclaim War againſt Portygal, he caus'd a Declaration 
to be Publiſh'd on May 2. at Madrid, againſt the King of Portugal 
and all his Adherents. 

In few Days afterwards, viz. on May 11. Sir George Rooke 
ſail'd out of the River of Lzs4on with the Confederate Fleet under 
his Command, having the Prince of Heſſe D'armſiadt with a Body 
of Land-Forces on-Board, making the beſt of their Way into the 
Mediterranean, and on the 18th appear'd before Barcelona : But 
the Deſign that was form'd for Delivering up the Place being 
diſcover'd a few Hours before the Landing of the Troops, pre- 
vented King Charles from becoming Maſter of that Important 
City ; ſo that the Forces, to the Number of 2500 Men, were 
forced to return on-Board again. After which, the Fleet ſaibd 
higher up the Strezehts, and being on the 25th off of T houlon, 
the Charles Gally join'd them from Lisbon, with an Expreſs, 
giving the Admiral an Account, That a French Fleet, to the 
Number of Forty Sail, had paſſed by there. Upon which it 
was Reſolv'd, in a Council of War, That they ſhould make the 
beſt of their Way back, and endeavour to Intercept them. On 
the 28th in the Morning, the Confederates ſaw the French Fleet 
about 40 Leagues from I houlon, to the Number of 38 Sail; but 
the Wind coming up in their Favour, prov'd' a very great Ad- 
vantage to them : So that on the 29th in the Morning, the 
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than the Night before, Sir George Rooke Conſulting with the 
Flag-Officers thereupon, left off Chaſing them, and bore away. 
In the mean while, great Preparations were made at Lisbon, 
for his Catholick Majeſty and the King of Portugal's taking the 
Field ; and accordingly the King of Portugal, on May 28. ſet out 
from Lisbon with a very Magnificent Equipage, having 30 Led- 
Horſes, and 60 Mules for his Baggage, all cover'd with Capari- 
ſons of Green Velvet, with the Arms of Portugal in Gold and 
Silver: His Majeſty ſtay'd at Santaren for the King of Spain, who 
ſet out from Lisbon on the zoth, from whence the two Kings pro- 
ceeded to the Frontiers. On the other hand, the Duke of 
Anjou ſet out from Placentia, and arriv'd at Alcantara on the 5th 
of May : The ſame Day he went to the Camp near that Place, 
where he Held a Council of War, and Declared his Intention to 
Invade Portugal the 7th, and lay Siege to Salvaterra, which was 
accordingly Inveſted by the Count d Aguilar the Eldeſt Lieute- 


nant-General. On the 8th, the Count of Colmenar was ſent with 
z a Trumpeter to Summon Don Diego de Fonſeca the Governor, to 
Surrender the Place; who accepted of the Summons, and yielded 


himſelf 
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himſelf and the Garriſon, which was compos'd of 600 Men, Queen Anne. 
Priſoners of War: The next Day the Duke of Anjou enter'd the ee 
Town; and the ſame Day, the Town of Segura, which was likewiſe Sr. 
Inveſted by Colonel Maboni Surrender'd at Diſcretion. Several“ 
other Places follow'd the ſame Fate ; but the Town of Monſanto 

the Spaniards took by Aſſault, and put all the Garriſon to the 
Sword, except thoſe who retir'd into the Caſtle, and there 
Surrender d at Diſcretion. The next Places that fell into the 
Enemy's Hands, without Oppoſition, were Monforte and Adveira : 

The Garriſon of Caſtle Branco Surrender'd Priſoners of War, in 

which Place the Spaniards found good ftore of Ammunition and 
Proviſion ; and on the 27th, two Battalions of Dutch, Com- 
manded by Major-General Welderen, being Intrench'd at the foot 

of a Hill on the fide of the River Lia, were diſcover'd by the 

Duke of Berwick, and attackt on all ſides by the Enemy, who, 

though they defended themſelves very well for ſome time, yet 74, pat. 
at length were forc d to yield themſelves Priſoners of War, toge- n of Pub 
ther with General Welderen who Commanded them. On the nersof War. 
zoth the Duke of Anjou paſsd the I agus on a Bridge of Boats laid 

at Villa Velba, and enter'd into the Province of Alentejo without 
Oppoſition, and encampt near Caſtel de Vide. On June 4. the 

Duke of Berwick Inveſted Portalegre, which in a few Days Sur- Sb. 
render'd, and the Garriſon were made Priſoners at Diſcretion, Surcender'd. 
After which, Caſtel de Jide, a Place ſtrongly fituated, and pro- 

vided with a numerous Garriſon ( conſiſting of 650 Engliſh, and 

1350 Portugueſe Regular Troops) was Invefted on the 2oth, and 

the 22d the Marquis of Villa Darias arrived before the Place, and 
Beſieg'd it in Form; when, ſoon after, the Befieged offered to 
Capitulate ; but Villa Darias refuſing to grant them any other 
Conditions, than that the Town ſhould not be Pillag'd, and that 

the Garriſon ſhould be Priſoners of War, the Exgliſb refus'd theſe 

Terms, and retir d into the Caſtle ; but at length conſidering they 

could not hope to be Reliev'd, they yielded to March out without 

Arms, Colours and Drums, to be conducted through Fance, or The Engliſh 
by Sea, to England, and took an Oath not to bear Arms againſt mi tac! 
the Duke of Anjou during the War. The 25th, the Marquis“ 
de Lede was ſent with a Detachment to Beſiege Montalvan, in 

which were 4 Companies, who Surrender'd at Diſcretion : And 

on the 27th, Marvan likewiſe Surrender'd on the ſame Terms to 

the Marquis of V Darias, 

On the other hand, the Marquis das Minas, having drawn Thewarquis 
together a Body of Portugueſe Troops at Almeida, Marcht from ther: Fink 
thence on June 2. towards Aldea de Ponte, and being there c,. 
inform'd, that the Inhabitants of Arganbaon, one of the richeſt 
and moſt fertile Valleys of the Kingdom of Caſtile, hadicarry'd 
their beſt Effects into Fonte Grenalde, he detach'd the Conde de 
S. Juan with 600 Horſe, and a like Number of Grenadiers, to 
attack the ſaid Place, which he executed with ſo much Bravery, 
that he enter'd it at the firſt Aſſault, made the Garriſon Priſoners 
at Diſcretion, . and gave the Plunder of the Town to the Soldiers. 
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After the Surrender of this Place, the Marquis Inveſted Monſanto, 


which the Spamards Marcht with all poſſible Expedition to Re- 
lieve ; and accordingly their Left-Wing, in which were moſt of 
their Horſe Officers, and the beſt 'of their Horſe, attackt the 
Portugueſe Right-Wing, which was Led by the Marquis das Minas: 
But though the Enemy exerted all their Vigour to break his 
Troops, the Marquis with the Portugueſe Troops acquitted them- 
ſelves ſo couragiouſly in this Action, that not only the Left-Wing 
of the Enemy was repulſed, but their Right-Wing was likewiſe 
put to Flight, and were purſued by the Horſe, till it was 
Dark, towards Hanha 4 Velba: Notwithſtanding the Portugueſe 
got the Victory, the Caſtle of Monſanto, after the Fight, con- 
tinued to defend it ſelf very vigorouſly, the Situation of the Place 
rendring it very difficult to be taken; but the Beſiegers having 
ſet Fire to the Gate with Faſcines, the Enemy retir'd within 
the Caſtle, and on June 14. Surrender'd at Diſcretion. Soon 
after, the exceſſive Heat of the Seaſon requir'd the Armies on 
both Sides to retire into Quarters of Refreſhment, ſo that little 
of Moment happen'd until the Month of October enſuing, when 
the Portugueſe marcht towards Ciudad Rodrigo, with defign to 
attack that Place ; but the Duke of Berwick having cauſed all 
the Fords to be fortified and well defended, and the Portugueſe 
judging them to be unpaſſable in fight of the Enemy's Army, 
who were ſtrongly Intrench't, did thereupon retire to Elodon in 
good Order, from whence they retir'd farther into their Ter- 
ritories, and put their Troops into Winter-Quarters. 

In the mean time, England and Holland were not unmindful of 
ſupplying Portugal with freſh Troops ; for before the end of 
October, three ſeveral Convoys with Recruits and Reinforcements 
arriv'd at Lisbon, for the Confederate Army. 

In Germany the Allies endeavour'd to hinder the Junction of 
the French under the Command of the Mareſchal de Tallard 
with the Elector of Bavaria, but was prevented by the Elector's 
ſudden March with his Army up the Danube, where he advanced 
with ſo great Expedition on both fides that River, that arriving 
near General I hungen's Camp before the Duke of Wirtemburgh 
and Count Strum had join'd him, oblig'd that General ( whoſe 
Forces were too weak to defend the Lines ) to draw off towards 
Kotweller ; whereupon the Elector marcht up to Doneſhingen, and 
there, on May 16. he was joind by Mareſchal Tallard with 
12000 Foot, 3000 Horſe, and 1000 Dragoons. 

On the other hand, the Duke of Marlborough leaving the 
Army near Maſiricht, arrivd on May 18. at Bedburgh, where 
the Engliſb Troops, and others who were appointed to March 
under his Command into Germany, inſtead of the Moſelle (as 
was given out) Rendezvous d; from thence His Grace pro- 
ceeded to Kalſechen, where he arriv d on the 21ſt, and advanc d 
with the Horſe, for the greater Expedition, (leaving the Foot 
with the Cannon and Baggage, to follow, under the Command 
of his Brother, Lieutenant- General Churchil) and on June 3. 
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paſs'd the Neckar near Ladenburgb, where he reſted till the 6th, Queen gun. 
and then continued his March to Mondelſbeim, and there en- 9 
campt. Upon this the Mareſchal Hilleroy march'd with all the 
Expedition he could towards the Upper Rhine: And at the 
ſame time a Detachment of 7 Battalions and 21 Squadrons from 
the Confederate Army, in Flanders under the Duke of Wirtem- 
burg, follow'd the Duke of Marlborough. On June 10. Prince 
Eugene of Savoy and Count Wratiſlau arriv'd in the Camp at 
Mlondelſherm, where His Highneſs was receiv'd by the Duke 
with all the Marks of Honour due to his Rank and fQuality. 
On the 12th, the Army being drawn up in Order of Battle; 
the Prince took a View of them. The next Day in the Evening 
Prince Leuis of Baden, General of the Imperial Army, had a 
Conference with the Duke at Great Heppach, wherein it was 
Reſolved, That the Troops Commanded by His Grace, ſhould 
join the Army on the Danube for ſome Days, and that Prince 
Lewis and the Duke ſhould (while they were together) each 
have his Day of Command alternately. The 14th the Army 
march'd from Great Hippach, from whence Prince Lewis went to 
his Army on the Danube; and Prince Eugene went Poſt for Phi- 
lipsburgh, to Command the Army on the Rhine. The 22d the 
Duke join'd Prince Lewis at Weſterſtet. The 24th the Army 
march'd from thence to Elchimgen, and the 25th to Gingen. The 
27th the Enghſb Foot and Artillery, under General Churchil be- 
fore-mention'd ) arrivd in the Camp at Gingen. The 3oth the 
Army march'd to Landthauſſen, at which time they paſsd near 
the Enemy's Camp, and on July 1. continued their March in 
fight of the Enemy Intrenchments at Dillengben, and encampt 
the Right at Amerdigben, and the Left at Onderingen. 

The Elector of Bavaria, judging by the Confederates March, 
that their Generals intended to attack Donawert, made a Detach- 
ment of his beſt Troops to reinforce Count d Arco, who was 
Poſted at Schellenburg near that Place, where he had caſt up great 
Intrenchments to cover Donawert, and had a conſiderble Number 
of Troops to defend them. Notwithſtanding whach, the Duke 
of Marlborough was reſolvd to attack the Enemy, and accor- 
dingly the next Morning early, Fuly 2. he advanced with a De- 
tachment of 600 Foot and 30 Squadrons of Engliſh and Dutch, 
beſides 3 Battalions of Imperial Grenadiers, and the reſt of the 
Army follow d with all poſſible Diligence. About Three in the, H 
Afternoon the whole Detachment, with the Artillery, paſs'd the Sub. 
River Wermitx which runs by Donawert, and the Duke at 
the Head of the Cavalry having paſsd the ſame, view'd 
the Intrenchments, and made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions for 
the Attack: The Engliſh and Dutch began the Attack with an 
unparalle'd Intrepidity, before the Imperiakſis came up, and 
met with a vigorous Defence, but after an Hour and half's 
Engagement (when the Tnperialiſis arriv'd ) the Intrenchments 
were Forc'd, and the Confederates made a terrible Slaughter of 
the Enemy. Lieutenant-General Goor and Major-General _ 
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Stuarts. heim of the Dutch were both Kill'd, and fell very much lamen- 
ted. The Horſe and Dragoons ſhared the Glory of the Day 
with the Infantry, and all the Confederate Troops behav'd them- 

ſelves with incredible Bravery and Reſolution ; but the Battalion 

of Engliſh Foot-Guards, and the Regiments of _ and Ingoldsby, 

who began the Attack, ſuffer'd very much. The Enemy's Forces 
conſiſted of 32000 Men, Horſe and Foot, beſides 3 Squadrons of 
Dragoons, all choice Troops, Commanded in chief by Count 

Arco, and, under him, by two Bavarian and two French Lieute- 
nant-Generals. Their Loſs in this Battle was computed to be 

Lok of the about Gooo Men. The Confederates took 16 Pieces of Cannon, 
Evie; and 13 Colours, with all their Tents and Baggage. The Duke 
of Marlborough gain'd great Honour, having expos'd his Perſon 

to the greateſt Danger throughout the whole Action. Prince 

Lewis of Baden (who likewiſe perform'd the Part of a Brave and 
Experienc'd General) was Wounded in the Foot ; the Heredi- 

tary Prince of Heſſe-Caſſel was likewiſe Wounded ; Count Strum 

was Shot through the Body, and Mortally Wounded ; General 

I bungen was Shot in the Hand, Count Horn in the Leg, Major- 
General Paland in the Belly; beſides which, Major-General Wood, 

and ſeveral other Officers of Note, were alſo Wounded. The next 

Day after the Victory the Bavarian Garriſon quitted Donawert, 

upon the Approach of the Confederates, and broke down the 
Bridges, but had not Time to deſtroy their Ammunition and Pro- 

viſions, nor to burn the Place, as they had defign'd. The Elector, 

upon the News of the Defeat of his Troops, quitted his Camp 
between Dillingen and Lavingen, repaſs d the Danube with great 

Precipitation, and mov'd towards the Lech. 

The Conf The Duke of Marlborougb, in purſuance of what he had pro- 
paſs the Zee, mis'd in his Letter to the States of Holland, (That he would 
make the beſt Ad vantage he could of this Succeſs, to preſs the 

Elector of Bavaria as hard as poſhble, and to bring him to Reaſon ) 

paſs'd the Danube on the 5th of July near Donawert : And two 
Days after, the Count de Friſe, with a Detachment of 4000 Men, 

and 12 Pieces of Cannon, march'd over the River Lech, and took 

Poſt in the Country of Bavaria : The whole Army march'd at 

the ſame time, and encampt with the Right at Hamler, and the 

Left at Ginderkingen. Upon Notice of the Allies having paſsd 

the Lech, the Garriſon of Newburgh march'd out, and retir'd to 
3 Ingolſtadt; whereupon the Duke of Marlborongb ſent a Party of 
Newbwe. Dragoons to take Poſſeſſion of that Place. On the 1oth the 
whole Army paſs'd the Lech; and the 13th Count Vehlen ar- 

rivd Expreſs from Prince Eugene, with Advice, That the 
Mareſchals Villeroy and Tallard had paſs'd the Rhine above Fort 

Kehl, and gave out, They were Marching to Succour the Elector 

of Bavaria; whereupon he defir'd a Reinforcement of Horſe, to 

enable him the better to obſerve the Enemy's Motions, Accor- 

dingly 30 Squadrons began their March that Night, under the 
Command of Prince Maximilian of Hanover, in order to reinforce: 

the Prince. The next Day the Allies attackt Rain, and play'd 
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upon the Town with 27 Pieces of Cannon. At firſt the Garriſon Ween une. 
ſeem'd to defend the Place, but at length deſpairing of Relief, 9 
and ſeeing the Beſiegers had prepared all things for a General uren, 
Aſſault, they beat a Parley, and Surrender'd on Articles. Allies. 

July 22. the Allies poſſeſs'd themſelves of Friburg; and the 
Elector of Bavaria, refuſing to come to any Accommodation with 
the Confederates, the Count de la Tour General of the Imperial 
Horſe, and the Count d'Ooft Friſe Lieutenant-General in the 
Dutch Service, were ſent out with 3o Squadrons of Horſe and 

| Dragoons to burn and deſtroy the Country towards Munich, 
which they executed in a terrible manner, while the Elector and 
the Mareſchal de Mar/z (having evacuated Ratishon ) were forc'd Mite 
to keep cloſe within their ſtrong Camp and Intrenchments alt 
Ausburgh, expecting another Army from France, which ( notwith- 
ſtanding all Prince Eugene's' Vigilance and Precaution) arriv'd be- 
fore the end of July at Biberach near Ulm, to the Number of egal,, 
about 22000 Men, under the Command of the Mareſchal de Tal- the cleft 
lard ; whereupon the Elector march'd his Army from Ausburgh aka 
thither, and there join'd the French. 

Upon this News, the Confederate Army under the Duke of h :..;; 
Marlborough decampt from Fridburg, Aug. 4. N. S. and encampt beser » 
that Night at Kppach : The next Morning Prince Lewss and 22 
the Duke decampt from thence, and march'd to Hokenwort, 
where they continud the 6th and 7th. The 8th the Army 
advancd to St. Sanditxel, and the th to Axherm, on which 
Day the Prince Jeft the Army, and march'd with a Detach- 
ment to Beſiege Ingolſtadt. The 1oth they march'd to Schon- 
veli, The 11th the Duke had Notice that the Enemy had 
paſs'd their whole Army over the Danube; upon which his Grace nde 


Order'd the Army to March by Break of Day, and paſs that ug armies 
River likewiſe, which they did; and at Night the whole Army mube, 
being join'd again, encampt at Munſter. The 12th, the Duke 
having Notice that ſome of the Enemy's Troops were moving 
towards the Confederate Camp, he Order'd the Piquet Guard to 
March, and the reſt of the Army to be under Arms, and ready to 
move, and then went out with Prince Ezgene to obſerve the Enemy, 
who advancd and encampt on a Hill near Hochſtet, (where the 
Duke intended to have encampt : ) Whereupon his Grace Or- 
der'd all the Baggage to be ſent that Night towards Donawert; 
and the next Morning early the whole Army March'd by Break 
of Day from Munſter, leaving their Tents ſtanding, and fac d the 
Enemy's Camp by Seven in the Morning, when the Generals 
immediately began to range the Army in Order of Battle. About 
Nine a Clock the Enemy fir d ſome Cannon upon our Troops 
as they march'd to form the Line ; whereupon the Duke of 
Marlborough Order'd ſome Cannon to be brought up, to fire 
upon them, which was perform'd with very good Effect, and 
both Armies continud to Cannonade each other till within a 
Quarter of One a Clock, and then his Grace Order'd a 
little Rivulet and Moraſs in the Front of the Enemy to be 
LULLLLLLL lounded, 
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ſounded, and where it was impaſſable, he causd Bridges to 
be made. 

About One a Clock, all things being dispos'd for Attacking 
the Enemy, (who were divided in two Bodies, whereof the Right 
was Commanded by the Elector of Bavaria and the Mareſchal 
de Marſm, and the Left by the Mareſchal de Tallard) the Duke 
Order'd his Troops to move, and begin the Attack; which was 
accordingly done: Prince Eugene and the Imperial General Officers 
at the Head of the Imperial Troops were on the Right, General 
Churchil with the reſt of the Engliſh and Dutch General Officers 
were on the Left, and the Duke of Marlborough Commanded 
the Whole. The Diſpute was very Sharp and Bloody, and con- 
tinued till near Five a Clock, at which time the Troops on the 
Right under Prince Eugene, being hard preſs'd by the Bavarians, 
began to give Way ; which His Grace perceiving, went in Perſon 
thither, and Order'd the Body of Reſerve to paſs the Rivulet, 
and there form'd them, which put a Stop to the Enemy's advan- 
cing any farther ; (but it had like to have prov'd fatal to the 
Duke, who very narrowly eſcap'd being ſhot by a Cannon-Ball, 
which graz'd under his Horſe's Belly, and cover'd him all over 
with Dirt, inſomuch that he was thought to have been daſht in 
pieces.) In the mean time, the Engliſh and Dutch gain d Ground 
upon the Left-Wing Commanded by Count Tallard, and oblig'd 
their Horſe to retire in great Confufion, leaving their Foot to 
the Mercy of the Victors, who cut moſt of them to pieces. The 
Fight laſted with great Vigour till Sun-ſet, when it pleaſed God 
to give the Allies a Compleat and Glorious Victory, great Num- 
bers of the Enemy having been cut off in the Action, as well as 
in the Retreat, beſides above 30 Squadrons of the French Horſe 
which the Duke puſh into the Danube, where he ſaw the greateſt 
part of them periſh; Mareſchal Tallard, with ſeveral of his 
General Officers, being at the ſame time taken Priſoners. At 
the Village of Bleinbeim, which the Enemy had Intrencht and 
Fortified, and where they made the greateſt Oppoſition, 26 en- 
tire Battalions and 12 Squadrons of Dragoons were obliged to 
ſurrender themſelves Priſoners at Diſcretion : The Enemy alſo 
Loſt all their Tents that were ſtanding, with 45 Pieces of Cannon, 
and their Ammunition, a great Number of Standards, Kettle- 
Drums and Colours, and above 13000 Officers and Soldiers were 
made Priſoners. 

The Bravery of all the Confederate Troops in this Glorious 
and Immortal Action cannot be ſufficiently expreſs'd : The Duke 
of Marlborough and Prince Eagene, as well as the other Generals, 
Officers and Soldiers, behav'd themſelves with the utmoſt Cou- 
rage and Bravery. At the beginning of the Fight the Enemy 
were Superior in Number to the Confederates, their Army con- 
ſiſting (as they own'd themſelves ) of 82 Battalions, and 147 

uadrons ; whereas the Confederates were but 64 Battalions, 
and 166 Squadrons, of which Number, 1500 were with Prince 
Lewis at the Siege of 1rgolſladt : So that, by Computation, they 
had 
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had above 4000 Men more than the Allies; yet the Total of Ween me. 
their Killd, Wounded, and taken Priſoners, amounted to near 

40000 Men, having had about 60 Battalions of their Infantry 

cut off and entirely ruin d. The Confederates had 4485 Men Number of 
Killd, 7523 Wounded, and 273 Loſt or made Priſoners + we Cosfede. 


. rates Kill'd 
in all I 108 1. and Wounded: 


For this Memorable and Never: to- be- forgotten Victory, the 
whole Army return d Thanks to God, on Aug. 17. and in the 
Evening Publick Rejoycings were made, by a general Diſcharge 
of all their Artillery and Small-Arms. 

The Succeſs of this Battle having quite changid the face of 
Affairs in the Empire, and ſav'd the Houſe of Auſtria from 
Ruine, the Duke of Marlborough (being willing to loſe no Time, 
and judging it more Advantageous for the Common Cauſe to 
join all the Confederate Forces together, to ſtreighten the Enemy 
more and more, and oblige them to quit Germany and re- 
paſs the Rhine) ſent an Expreſs to Prince Lewis of Baden, to 
give over the Siege of Lalla and rejoin the Army with the 
Forces under his Command, wiſely foreſeeing, that not only that 
Place, but the whole Country of Bavaria, muſt fall of them- 
ſelves into the Emperor's Hands. The Enemy having quitted gie, 
the City of Ausburgh, Four Deputies came to the Camp, and quit ug. 
deſir d the Duke of Marlborongh's Protection: Whereupon His 
Grace ſent a Detachment thither, to take Poſſeſſion of that 
Important Place. Soon after, the Mareſchal Tallard, with the 
other Officers of Note, were ſent towards Francfort and Hanau, 
under a Guard of Dragoons, and the other Priſoners were ſent 
into the neighbouring Places. 

On Aug. 21. the Army Encampt at Sefellingen within Half a 
League of Ulm, where the Duke continued feveral Days, to 
Concert with the Imperial Generals, the further Operations of 
the Campaign. The fame Day Prince Luis paſod the Danube 
at Donawert, in order to join the Army ; and on the 24th being 
arrived in the Camp, the Duke held a Conference with Prince 
Lewis and Prince Eugene, wherein it was Reſolved, That ſeeing 
the Enemy were returning towards the Rhine, all the Army ſhould 
likewiſe March that Way, except 20 Battalions and 40 Squa- 
drons, which ſhould be left under the Command of General 
Thungen, to carry on the Siege of Ulm. In Purſuance whereof, 
the Confederate Troops began their March from the Neighbour- 
hood of Ulm on Ang. 26. by different Roads, for the Eaſe of the 
Country, to the General Rendezvous of the Army, which was 
2 ppointed to be at Bruchſal near Philipsburgb. On Sept. 12. 

Prince Lewis Marchd towards Landau with the Troops ap- 18 

pointed to Beſiege that Place: And the Duke of Marlborough, u. 

with Prince Eugene, advancd with the reſt of the Army to 

Croon Weyſſenburgh, and there encampt, in order to Cover the 

Siege. On Aug. 19. the Trenches were open'd, and on the 22d 

the King of the Romans arriv'd in the Camp. The 26th Gene- 

ral Thungen arriv'd alſo in the Camp from Ulm, um Flace Vis Serren- 
| urren- 
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Surrender'd to him on Sept. 11. and the Siege of Landau was 
carry'd on with all poſſible Vigour, confidering the Seaſon, and 
the Precautions uſed by Prince Lewis for the ſaving of his 
Men. On the other hand, the Place was as bravely defended for 
above two Months, by Monſieur de Laubame the Governor. How- 
ever, on Nov. 24. the Beſiegers having lodg' d themſelves on the 
Counterguards both on the Right and Left, and made ſufficient 
Breaches for a General Aſſault, about Eleven a Clock the Beſieged 
beat a Parley ; and that Day the Capitulation was Sign'd, which 
conſiſted of 28 Articles, and were, in effect, much the ſame as 
thoſe granted to Count Frize the preceding Year. 

After the Surrender of Landau, the Army ſeparated, and went 
into Winter-Quarters ; the King of the Romans return'd to 
Vienna; and the Duke of Marlborough (whom the Emperor, for 
his great Services done to the Houſe of Auſtria, had made a 
Prince of the Empire) went to the Court of Pruſſia, to Nego- 
tiate that 8000 of the Pruſſian Troops might be ſent to Taly the 
next Campaign, (which he happily effected) and where he 
was Entertain'd with extraordinary Reſpect, his Pruſſian Majeſty 


preſenting him with a Hat, having a Button, Loop and Hat- 


band all of Diamonds, valu'd at 30000 Crowns, beſides two fine 
Saddle-Horſes with rich Furniture,, and other I hings. In his 
Way to the Hague, he alſo made a Viſit to the Court of Hanover, 
where he was Receiv'd by the Elector, the Electoreſs, and all 
the Electoral Family, with particular Marks of Efteem. From 
whence he continued his Journey by the Way of Amſterdam to the 
Hague, where, after a few Days ftay, he embarkt for England ; 
and upon his arrival at London, was very Graciouſly receiv'd b 
Her Majeſty ; and ſoon after receiv'd likewiſe the Thanks of both 
Houſes of Parliament, for the Eminent Services he had perform'd 
to Her Majeſty and the Kingdom, as well in the Glorious Victo- 
ries he had obtain'd by the Arms of Her Majeſty and Her Allies 
under his Command, as for his prudent Negotiations with ſeveral 
Princes and States. 


Having obſerv'd ſome of the moſt remarkable Tranſactions of 
the Allies by Land, I ſhall now proceed with giving a ſhort Ac- 
count of the Taking of Gibraltar by the Confederate Fleet, who, 
on Fuly 17. being about 7 Leagues to the Eaſtward of Tetuan, 
a Council of War was Held on- Board the Royal Catherine, wherein 
it was Reſolved to make a ſudden Attempt upon Gibraltar; and 
accordingly the Fleet fail'd thither, and Anchor d in the Bay 
the 21ſt. The ſame Day the Engliſh and Dutch Marines, to the 
Number of 1800 Men, with the Prince of Heſſe at the Head of 
them, were ſet on-Shore on the Neck of Land to the North- 
ward of the Town, where His Highneſs having Poſted his Men, 
{ent a Summons to the Governor, to Surrender the Place for the 
Service of His Catholick Majeſty : Which he Rejecting, the 
Admiral, on the 22d, gave Orders, That the Ships which had 
been appointed to Cannonade the Town, and to Batter the

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South-Mole, ſhould range themſelves accordingly : But the Wind Queen un- 

blowing contrary, nothing was done that Day ; but by Break f . Y 

Day the next Morning, the Ships being all placed in their Sta- 

tions, the Admiral gave the Signal for beginning of the Can- 

nonade ; which was perform'd with very great Fury, above 

15000 Shot being Fird in five or fix Hours time againſt the 

Town ; infomuch that the Enemy were ſoon beat from their 

Guns at the Sonth-Mole-head, of which Captain Whitaker, with 

all the Boats well arm'd, ſoon poſſeſsd himſelf, which he per- 

form'd with great Expedition ; but the Enemy ſpringin a Mine, 

blew up the Fortifications upon the Mole, which ird 2 Lieu- 

tenants, with about 40 Men, and wounded 60 others: However, 

our Men kept Poſſeſſion of the Great Platform, which they had 

made themſelves Maſters of, and Captain Whuaker landing with 

the reſt of the Seamen, they advanced and took a ſmall Baſtion 

half-way between the Mole and the Town, and poſſeſs d them- 

ſelves of many of the Enemy's Cannon. The Admiral then fent 

a Letter to the Governor ; and a Meſſage to the Prince of Heſſe, 
to ſend him a Peremptory Summons ; which His Highneſs did 
accordingly : And on the 24th in the Morning, the Governot 
defiring to Capitulate, Hoſtages were exchang'd ; and the Capi- 
tulation being concluded, the Prince march'd into the Town in 
the Evening, and took Poſſeſſion of the Land, and Notth-Mole 
Gates, and the Out-works. 

The Town was very ſtrong, and had 100 Guns mounted, all 
facing the Sea, and was well ſupplyd with Ammunition : The 
Officers who view'd the Fortifications, affirm'd, there never was 
ſuch an Attack as the Seamen made, for that Fifty Men might 
have defended thoſe Works againſt Thouſands. The Admiral 
having put 1800 Engliſh Marines into Gibraltar, the Fleet ſaild 
on Aug. 2. for the Coaſt of Barbary, to take in Freſh-Water, 
and on the 4th they Anchor'd under Cape Tetuar, where having 
taken in Water and ſome Freſh-Proviſions, they ſail'd again the 
9th : And on the 11th, the Scouts being between Gibraltar and 
Malaga, made the Signal of ſeeing the Enemy's Fleet. Where- 

upon the Admiral held a Council of War, wherein it was Re- 
ſolved, That the French Fleet, conſiſting of 66 Sail, and 24 Gal- 
lies, and having the Wind of us, we ſhould wait for them before 
the Streighte, in caſe the Wind continued at Eaſt, and that Half 
the Garriſon of Gibraltar ſhould be taken on-Board the Engliſh 
Ships of War : But perceiving that Night, by the Report of the 
Fnemy's Signal-Guns, that they wrought from us, we follow'd 
them in the Morning with all the Sail we could make. On the 
12th, not hearing any of the Enemy's Signals, nor ſeeing any of 
their Scouts, it was Reſolved, That in cafe we did not fee them 
before Night, we ſhould make the beſt of our Way to Gibraltar: 
But ſtanding in to the Shore, about Noon we ſaw the Enemy's 
Fleet and Gallies to the Weſtward near Cape Malaga, going 
away.Large ; whereupon we made all the Sail we could after 
them, and continued the Chaſe till Night. On Sunday, Aug. 13. 
| 1g 
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Starts. in the Morning We 


ot within three Leagues of the Enemy, 
who brought- to their Heads to the Southu ard, and lay to receive 
us: Their Line conſiſted of 52 Ships, and 24 Gallies they 
were very ſtrong in the Centre, and weaker in the Van and 
Rear. Our Line conſiſted of 53 Ships, the Admiral, and Rear- 
Admirals Bing and Diks being in the Centre, Sir Cloudeſley Shovel 
and Sir John Leake led the Van, and the Dutch the Rear. 

A little after Ten a Clock we bore down upon the Enemy in 
order of Battle, when being about half Gun-ſhot from them, 
they ſet all their Sails at once, and ſeem'd to intend to ſtretch a- 
head and Weather us; ſo that our Admiral put the Signal out, 
and began the. Battle, which fell very heavy on the Royal Cat he- 
rine, the St. George, and the Shrewsbury. About Two in the 
Afternoon the Enemy's Van gave Way to Ours, and the Battle 
ended with the Day, when the French went away by the help of 
their Gallies to the Leeward. The next Morning, the Wind 
ſhifting to the Weſtward, the Enemy had the Wind of us, ſo we 
lay by all Day within three Leagues of one another, repairing 
our Defects, in ExpeQation of a ſecond Engagement, but at 
Night they ſtood to the Northward. On the 15th in the Morn- 
ing they were got five or fix Leagues to the Windward of us ; 
and on the 16th,: the Wind being Eaſterly, and the Weather 
Hazy, and having no fight of them or their Scouts, we bore away 
to the Weſtward, ſuppoſing they would have gone to Cadix; but 
being advis'd from Gzbraltar and the Coaſt of Barbary that they 
did not pals the Stirezghts, we concluded they had been ſo ſeverely 
treated, as that they were obliged to return to T howlon. 

In this Engagement all the Officers in the Line did their Duty ; 
and the I rue Z2g//b Spirit was never more apparent and preva- 
lent in the Eggliſß Seamen, than on this Occaſion. The Battle was 
ſo much the more Glorious to Her Majeſty's Arms, becauſe the 
Enemy had a Superiority of 600 Great Guns, and likewiſe the 
Advantage of Cleaner Thips, being lately come out of Port, be- 
ſides the Uſe of their Gallies in Towing on or off their Great 
Ships, and 1n ſupplying them with freſh Men as often as they 
had any killd or diſabled : But all theſe Diſadvantages were 
ſurmounted, by the Bravery and Good Conduct of the Officers, 
and the Undaunted Courage of the Seamen. In this Fight, 
neither the Eugliſb nor Dutch loſt one Ship, though ſeveral were 
much diſabled in their Maſts and Rigging; but the Engliſh had 
687 Men Kill'd, and 8 Officers, whereof the chief were Sir An- 
drew Lake and Captain Cow, and 1632 Wounded, beſides 
31 Officers ; In all 2358. The Dutch had about 360 Men Kill'd 
and Wounded, But the Loſs of the Enemy was much more con- 
hderable, both in Number of Officers and Seamen, as well as 
in the Damage their Ships ſuſtain'd in the Fight; however, they 
pretended to have gain the Advantage, and therefore the French 
King (the better to bear up the Spirits of his People) caus'd 
Te Dem to be Sung, for an Imaginary Victory, in the Metropo- 
litan Church of his City of Paris.

the Proviſions almoſt ſpent, the Admiral held ua Council of War, 
wherein it was Reſolv'd, The Fleets ſhould repaſs the Strejohbts 
and return Home, except a Squadron of Men df War, who were 
to remain at Lisbon, under the Command of Sir on Leale. 


Some few Days before the Engagement happen d, the Marquis The 5d. 


de Villudariac, who, by Order of the Duke of Anjou, had drawn 
together a Body of 8009 Men in Audaluſra, with which! he was 
Otder'd to March to G:4raltar, and lay Siege to that Place, ad- 
vancedq pretty near to it; but not having Men enough, nor a 
Truin of Artillery ſuffieient for ſuch an Enterprize, the Count 
de Ibolouſe retiring after the Fight to Malaga, the Marquis went 
thitker, and had a Conference with him, relating to the, Neceſ- 
faries wanting for carrying on the Siege. Whereupon the Count 
detach'd the Baron de Pointi with 13 Ships of War, 4 Frigots, 2 Fire- 
Ships, and 2 Bomb-Veſſels, who arriving at Agexira in the Bay of 
Gibraltar on Oclob. 4. he there landed 350 French Marines, 30 
Pieces of Cannon of 24 and 26 Pounders, 100009; weight of 
Powder, together with a certain Number of Bombardiers and 
Gunners, à great Quantity of Proviſions and other Neceſſaries. 
Upda receiving this Reinforcement, the Marquis prepar'd to lay 
formal Siege to the Place, but did not begin to attack it until 
the 21ſt of Ocloler, when-the ſame Day the Trenches were open'd 
at the neareſt Mill to the Town. b 

Ihe Prince of Heſſe having about the beginning of Oclober 
ſent an Account to Lislon, That he was like to be Beſieged both 
by Sea and Land; Vice-Admiral Leake fitted out his Squadron 
with all poſfible Diligence to go and Relieve him. In the mean 
time; the Spanzards carry d on the Siege with great Application, 
and having got together a great Number of Boats, with which 
they intended to have tranſported 3000 Men to the New Mole, 
Reſolved, on Nov. 9. at Night, to have Attackt the Beſieged by 
Sen and Land in five ſeveral Places at once: But Vice-Admiral 
Leake comeing timely with his Squadron of qliſb and Dutch

Notwithſtanding this Succour, and the Rigour of the 
Seaſon, which had fill d: their Trenches full of Water, they con- 
tinued the Siege by Land with great Obſtinacy, though they 
made very little Progreſs therein, but till flatter'd themſelves, 


that the Squadron of French Men of War that weile fitting 2

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Stuarts. Cadiz would ſoon oblige the Engl:/b and Dutch to quit the ay of 


Gibraltar, and by that means they ſhould become Maſters of the 
Place. On Febr. 26. Monfieur de Pointi -arriv'd in the Bay with 
12 Men of War from Cadiz, and brought with him ſeveral. new 
Pieces of Cannon and Mortars, as alto a great Quantity of 
Ammunition, the landing whereof, and the removing the Enemy's 
Cannon on their Batteries, took up ſeveral Days; during which 
Time, the Garriſon made all poſſible Preparations for à Vigo- 
rous Defence. On March 2. the Beſieged's great Battery behind 
the Breach of the Courtine was finiſnt, and began to Fire upon 
the Enemy by Salvo's, which were attended by Salvo's from ano- 
ther Battery of 20 Pieces of Cannon on the Front of the Attack; 
about which time it began to Rain, and the Weather continued 
very Terrible, with a ſtrong Wind at S. W. for Thirty Days 
together, which, the 2oth, forc'd eight of the Enemy's Ships out 
of the Bay, ſo that there remain'd but five ; and that Morning, 
the Weather being Foggy and Wet, Monſieur Pom: was ſurpriz d, 
fo diſcover the Confederate Fleet, under the Command of 
Sir Jobn Leake, bearing down upon him with a favourable Gale: 
Whereupon he fir d a Signal for his Ships to cut their Cables,

The Marelchal de Theſſe, who in the Month of January ar- 
riv'd in the Camp, and took upon him (as A un the 
Command of the French and Spamſh Army, (upon which the 
Marquis de Villadarias quitted his Command, and retir'd from 
the Siege in Diſcontent ) caus'd his Army to be Drawn up in 
Battalia upon the Coaſt, and had the Mortification to ſee the 
Misfortune of Monfieur Point: ; upon which he ſent a Letter to 
the French King, giving him an Account of Pointi's Miſcarriage ; 
and ſeeing that Gibraltar was ſupplied a- new with Refreſhments 
and all other Neceſſaries by the Confederate Fleet, he therefore 
diſpatcht the Inginier Renaud, to repreſent to His Majeſty and 
the Catholick King, the Impoſhbility of Continuing the Siege, 
by reaſon the Troops were Fatigu'd, a great many of them Sick, 
and Ammunition begun to be wanted : So that at laſt, on 
March 22. after the Siege had continued above Five Months 
open Trenches, and coſt abundance of Men and Money to 
regain it from the Allies) the Enemy were oblig d to Raiſe it, 
and left only ſome Troops, as a Blockade, before it, to prevent 
the Excurſions of the Garriſon.

The Queen Her Majeſty having Appointed a Publick Thank/gzving, to be 

far Chur. Obſery'd on the 7th of September throughout the Kingdom, to 
render Thanks to Almighty God, for the Glorious Succeſs with 
which He was Graciouſly pleasd to Bleſs Her Arms, and thofe 
of Her Allies, in the Great and Memorable Battle of Blembem 
near Hochſtet, ( which I have already mention'd ) and conſidering 
that ſuch Great and Signal Bleſſings, deſerve the moſt Grateful 
and Publick Acknowledgments, was pleas'd that Day to go to 
St. Paul's Cathedral, accompanied by His Royal Highneſs, and 
attended by all the Great Officers, the Nobility, Privy-Councel- 
lors, and other Perſons of Quality that were in Town, wher 
after Je Deum was Sung, and Divine-Service ended, the Dean 
of St. Paul's Preach'd on Pal. liii. 11. After Sermon an Anthem 
was ſung by the Choir ; which being over, Her Majeſty and 
His Royal Highneſs return'd to St. Fames's, in the fame Order 
and State as they came ; the Great Guns at the Tower, thoſe 
upon the River, and the Train in St. Fames's-Park, were Thrice 
Difcharg d, the firſt time when Her Majeſty took Coach at 
St. James's, the ſecond at the Singing of Te Deum, and the third 
when Her Majeſty came back to Her Palace. And as this Victory 
was in all its Circumſtances the moſt Glorious and Conſiderable

lowing. 

His Royal Highneſs the Lord High-Admiral, having on 18 Jan. 
-y Shovel Kt. to be Rear-Admiral of England, 
ſome few Days after Nominated him to be Admiral and Commander 
in Chief of Her Majeſty's Fleet, in the Room of Sir George Rooke. 
Sir Jobn Leake, who had ſo eminently diftinguiſh'd himſelf in 
the Sea-Fight off Malaga, and in his ſo timely Succouring and 
Spamards, 
was at the ſame time Conſtituted Vice-Admiral of the White Squa- 
dron ; alſo Sir George Bing was made Vice-Admiral of the Blue; 
Sir T homas Dilks Rear-Admiral of the Red; William Whetſtone Eſq; 
(who was ſoon after Knighted ) Rear-Admiral of the hue ; and 
Sir John Fennings Kt. Rear-Admiral of the Blue, in the Room 
of Sir James Wiſhart who had laid down his Commiſſion. 

On the 1oth of February the Parliament of Ireland Met at 
Dublin, when His Grace the Duke of Ormond, Lord-Lieutenant 


of that Kingdom, went to the Houſe of Peers, attended with the 


uſual Solemnities, and made a moſt Excellent Speech to both 
Houſes : And on the 15th both Houſes attended His Grace with 
their reſpective Addreſſes to Her Majeſty ; which were tranſmit- 
ted to England, and Preſented to Her Majeſty by Mr. Secretary 
Hedges; who very Graciouſly Receiv'd them. On March 5. the 
Commons Voted the Queen a Supply not exceeding One hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand Pounds ; which being ſoon diſpatch'd, 
together with the other Publick Buſineſs before them, they Ad- 
journ'd to May 1. enſuing, 

Soon after the Riſing of the Parliament, the Duke of Marl- 
borough, on March 26. took Leave of Her Majeſty, and Em- 
barkt on the 3oth for Holland, where he ſafely arriv'd the 
2d of April. About the ſame time, Her Majeſty was pleasd to 
make ſome New Promotions and Alterations : The Earl of 
Mountagu was created Marquis of Mounthermer, and Duke of 
Mountagu ; the Duke of Newcaſtle was conſtituted Lord Privy- 
Seal, and Lord Lieutenant of the Aorth-Riding of Torkſbire, in 
the Room of the Duke of Buckingham ; the Lord Treaſurer, Lord 
Lieutenant of the County of Cornwall, in the Room of the Lord 
Granville ; the Duke of Grafton, Lord Lieutenant of Suffolk, in 
the Room of the Earl of Dyſert ; the Earl Rivers, Lord Lieute- 
nant of Eſſex, in the Room of the Lord Guilford ; the Lord Rocking- 
ham, Lord Lieutenant of Kent, in the Room of the Earl of Vin- 
chelſea ; and the Lord Cutts was appointed to Command Her 
Majeſty's Forces in Ireland, under the Duke of Ormond. The 
Queen having thought fit, Apr. 5. to Diſſolve the Parliament by 
Proclamation, -a, New one was Summon'd, which afterwards 
Met at Weſtminſter on the 25th of October. . 1 

Soon after, Her Majeſty and His Royal Highneſs (for the 
Diverſion of the Seaſon) went to Ne w- Market, where, on Apr. 12.

And accordingly on the 16th of April, Her Majeſty and His 

Royal Highneſs went to Cambridge, and were there Entertain'd at 

Dinner in Trwmaty-College- Hall, at the Expence of the Univerſity, 

upon a Throne erected five Foot high for that Purpoſe, and in 

the Evening return'd again to Ne- Market. About the ſame | 

time, the Queen made a Promotion of General-Officers, wiz; Promotion of 
Brigadier Frederick Hamilton, the Lord Windſor, the Lord Raby, — 

and Brigadier I idcamb, were made Major-Generals ; and Colonel 

Mordaunt, Colonel Blood, and Colonel Stanbope, were made Bri- 

gadier-Generals. 

On May 5. Died at Vienna in Auſtria, Leopold Emperor of 2 
Germany, in the 65th Year of his Age: He was Born the 9th of Fr ade. 
June, 1640. and Elected Emperor on the 11th of June, 1658. 
ſo that he Reigned Emperor 47 Years, in which Time he run 
through many Viciſſitudes of Fortune, and yet was bleſsd with 
wonderful Succefles, both againſt the "Turks and the French. 

He had his Senſes and Speech to the laſt Moment, gave his 
Bleſſing to his Wife and Children, and, in particular, charg'd 
the King of the Romans to carry himſelf towards the Empreſs 
his Mother with all Dutiful Reſpect, to ſtand by the King of 
Spain his Brother, and endeavour to the utmoſt, to put him in 
Poſſeſſion of the Span/b Monarchy, and alſo to take becoming 
Care of the three Arch- Dutcheſſes his Siſters. The next Day 
after his Deceaſe his Body was Open'd and Embalm'd, and his 
Heart being put in a Silver Box, was carry'd with Ceremony to 
the Chapel of Loretto, behind the High Altar in the Church of 
the Bare footed Auzuſiin's, and there Depoſited : His Bowels were 
with like Ceremony carry d to the Cathedral-Church of St. Se- 
phen, and there Interred : And his Body having lain Three Days mis ratee- 
on a Bed of State in the Great Hall of the Imperial Palace, was *. 
carry'd the th at Night to the Church of the Capuchins, accorit- 
pany'd by the New Emperor Joſeph, the Empreſs, and the 
three Arch-Dutcheſſes his Sifters, follow'd by all the Ladies of 
the Court, and a great number of other Perſons of Quality, all 
in Deep Mourning, and was there Depoſited, with the uſual Cere- 
monies, in the Imperial Monument of the Houſe of Auſtria. 
After which, a ſumptuous Mauſolæum was erected in the Church 
of the Bare-fuoted Auguſtin's, where the Obſequies of the Deceaſed 
Emperor were Solemniz d with all imaginable Pomp. | 

The Confederates, under the Duke of Marlborough, having The Duke of 
form'd a Deſign of Attacking France on the fide of the Moſelle, — 4 
on the 11th of May the Duke and Monſieur d Auverquerque took * .

having Concerted with His Highneſs, That Part of the Imperial 
Troops ſhould March from Lauterburgh and join the Army on the 
Moſelle, by a certain Time propos'd, His Grace went to View the 
Lines of Bielb and Stolboffen ; whence he went to Manheim, and 
ſo to Treves, where he arrivd the 26th ; and the Emliſb Forces 
arrivd the fame Day at Ferweiler. On Fune 2. the Army 
march'd to Igel, and the next Day paſs'd the Moeſelle ; from 
whence they proceeded to the Saar, and paſs'd that River at 
Conſaarbruck, and were follow'd by the Danes, Lunenburghers and 
Heſſians; when being all join'd, the Duke Led them towards the 
Enemy's Army Commanded by the Marſhal de Villars, who was 
full as ſtrong as the Confederates. On the 5th the Army march'd 
through the Plan of Savern, and there receiv'd Advice that the 
French Army lay encampt at Sirk : Whereupon the Duke march'd 
towards them ; but the Enemy retiring, the Allies took Poſſeſſion 
of their Camp. 

The Duke's Defign of advancing to this Place, was not fo 
much to Engage the Enemy, as to Cover the Siege of Saar Lewns, 
which was to be carryd on by a Detachment of Imperial 
Troops Prince Lewis had promis'd to bring from Lauterburgh, 
and by ſome Forces in the Pay of England and Holland. The 
Taking of that Place was of ſo great Importance, that the Suc- 
ceſs of the Campaign depended thereon : But the Prince not 
joining the Duke with the Imperial Troops, as he had promis'd, 

and Forage becoming ſcarce, ſo that the Engliſh and Dutch Army 
could not long ſubſiſt between the Moſelle and the Saar, the Duke 
ſent frequent Expreſſes to the Prince, to haſten the March of the 
Imperialiſts : But all being to no Purpoſe, and there being nei- 
ther Horſes nor Artillery provided, nor any longer Subſiſtence 
for the Cavalry, the Army was neceſſitated to Decamp. In the 
mean time, the French having Taken Huy, and Inveſted Liege, 
and the Germans having, by their Delays, render'd the Siege of 
Saar Lewis abortive, and defeated all the Projects of the Allies 
on the Moſelle, 1t was to no purpoſe to continue there any longer, 
but march back to the Netherlands, and thereby endeavour to 
put a ſtop to the Progreſs of the French ; therefore the Duke, on 
June 17. decampt from ft, and mov'd towards Tryers, where 
he held a Council of War, in which it was Reſolved, That the 
Army ſhould march back to the Maeſe, except 7000 of the Pa- 
latine Troops, who were left at Tryers for the Security of that 
Place, and the other neighbouring Poſts, under the Command of 
the Palatme Lieutenant-General Aubach. 

Accordingly the Duke March'd for the Netherlands by the 
ſhorteſt Way, and the Imperial Troops and Pruſſians March d for 


the Upper-Rhme : Whereupon the Mareſchal de Villars made a 


Detachment to reinforce the Ele&or of Bavaria, another to re- 


inforce the Mareſchal de Mar/m in Alſace, and with the reſt he 
advanc'd towards the Saar. Upon the firſt Notice of his Ap- 


proach, 
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proach, General d Aulach ſent Orders to the Governor of Sur- Queen Anne; 
bruck, to quit the Caftle, and blow up the Fortifications thereof ; 
which he accordingly did: So ſoon as this was done, and before Re 
the Enemy appear in fight, he deſtroy'd all the Magazines the * 
Allies had made in Iryers, blew up the Fortifications, and quit- 
ted that Important Place, which had coſt the Allies ſo much 
Treaſure to retake from the Enemy. The French ſeeing Tryers 
abandon'd, took Poſſeſſion of it; and afterwards the Mareſchal N. Force 
de Villers having join'd the Mareſchal de Marſm, they March'd gef 
in Con junction together, and beat the Jnperialiſis from the Lines“ 
of Croon-Werſſenburgh. 
The Duke of Marlborough, in his March from Tryers, having 
receiv d an Expreſs from Monſieur d Auverquerque, That the 
French had not yet begun the Siege of the Citadel of Liege; His 
Grace detach'd all the Grenadiers of his Army, with 100 Men 
out of each Battalion, under the Command of the Earl of Orkney, 
in order to be at Maſiricht by the 28th of June, and march to 
Relieve the Place, or Fight the Enemy : Which Expedition had Put anodry 
a very good Effect; for the French being inform'd thereof, ſent Lg“ 
back their Artillery to Nam; and their Troops having quitted 
the City of Liege, (of which they had ſome Days befote taken 
Poſſeſſion) their Army march'd back to Tongeren, and from The Pen 
thence into their Lines, upon the Approach of the Duke and ter Lines 
Monfieur d Auverquerque, who prepar'd to Attack them. 

In the mean time the Allies retook Huy, the Garriſon of which The anics 
Place Surrender'd on the 1 1th of July, upon the ſame Terms as e A. 
were allow'd the Dutch Garriſon (when it was taken by the 
Enemy,) and were made Priſoners of War. Soon after, a Council 
of War was Held, wherein it was Reſolved to Force the French god rote the 
Lines, the Enemy being Poſted along them with 100 Battalions, ar %yiftew 
and 146 Squadrons, (which made the two Armies pretty equal, 
the Allies being 95 Battalions and 150 Squadrons) and in order 
thereunto, having made a Feint of Dividing their Forces, the 
ſame ſucceeded very well; for Monſieur d Auverquerque having 
paſs'd the Mehazgn, as if he intended to Attack the Lines about 
Meffelen, it drew the French that Way ; but the ſame Night the 
Duke's Army was Orderd to March, as did alſo that under 
Monſieur d' Auverquerque, which repaſs'd the Mehaign, and both 
advanc'd with all poſſible Expedition to Attack the Enemy's 
Lines about Heyliſbem. The Execution of the Deſign was kept 
ſo ſecret, that the Enemy knew nothing of their March, ſo that 
the Troops paſs'd the Lines without any Oppoſition : However, 

24 Squadrons of Bavarian Horſe, and 20 Battalions of Foot, ad- - 
vanc'd to repulſe them, which occaſion'd a very ſharp Diſpute 3 
but they being at length Defeated by the Horſe and Dragoons The ere 
of the Right-Wing, the Enemy fled, leaving their Standards, n 
Colours, and 18 Pieces of Cannon behind them. All the Troops 
behav'd themſelves to Admiration, and amongſt the Horſe, Bri- 
gadier Cadogan's Regiment having had the Honour to Charge 
fieſt, they Defeated four Squadrons of Bavarian — and

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Stuarts. drove them through two Battalions of their own Foot, and took 
four Standards. In this Action, the Marquis d Alegre and Count 
Talente d Horn, Lieutenant-Generals, 3 Bavarian Colonels, and 74 other 
Count ee. Officers, were made Priſoners. The ſame Day the Confederate 
ers. Army march'd to Tirlemont, ( the French Decamping in their 
fight ) and paſs'd the Geete, breaking down their Bridges with 
ſo much Precipitation, that they left 14 or 1500 Men on this 
fide the River, who were taken Priſoners, with the Battalion of 
Monluc in Tirlemont, who were oblig'd to yield at Diſcretion :

After which, the Armies on either Side 
being able to make no further Progreſs this Campaign, Decampt, 
and March'd into their Winter-Quarters. 


Having briefly obſerv'd what paſs'd moſt Remarkable this . 
Year between the Armies of the Allies, and thoſe of the Two % Amy in 
Crowns in the Netherlands; I ſhall next proceed to take a ſhort PL. 
View of the Succeſs of the Confederate Armies in Spain and Por-

> fition of the King of Portugal, having prepar'd all Thiags ready 
for taking the Field, the Generals, te Conde de ba Crrſana = 
the Earl of Galway, who jointly Commanded the Zplyb and 
Portugneſe Troops, and Baron Fagel who Commanded the Dutch, 
having Agreed to Command each his Week alternately, Muſter'd 
the Army, which being found to conſiſt of upwards of 24000 
Men, having with them a Train of Artillery of 20 Heavy Cannon, 
24 Field-Pieces, 7 Great Mortars, and 80 Small Mortars to 
throw Grenado's, March'd towards Valenza in Eftramadura, and 
the 2d of May Inveſted the Place : The 6th the Batteries began 
to Play, and that and the following Day the Beſiegers fir d 2500 
Shot againft it, which made a Breach wide enough for an As- 
ſault: But the Governor refuſing to Capitulate, on the Sth in 
the Morning a Tera of Portugueſe Foot, one Regiment of Englb, 
and two of Dutch, mounted the Breach with great Courage and 
Reſolution, and the Fight was obſtinate on both Sides for ſome 
time, till the Caſtilians, unable any longer to endure the Fury of 
the Aſſailants, retreated to the Caſtle, where they ſoon hung out 
a White Flag to Capitulate ; but before the Terms were Agreed 
on, the Soldiers Mutiny'd, and open'd the Gates : Whereupon 
the Confederates immediately enter'd, and made themſelves 
Maſters of the Place, in which was found great Store of Ammu- 
nition and Proviſions, 10 Braſs-Guns, many Iron ones, and one 
Great Mortar. 

Before the Surrender of Valenxa, the Marquis das Minas, with 
a ſeparate Body of Portugueſe Troops, took Salvaterra and Sarca, 
which laſt Place he firſt ſuffer'd to be Pillag'd by his Soldiers, 
and by the Portugueſe Peaſants who enter'd with them, and then 
causd the Houſes of the Town to be Burnt, and the Walls to 
be Demoliſh'd. 

On May 14. the Confederate Army having put a good Gar- 
riſon into Valenza, decampt from thence, and the next Day came 
before Albuquerque, which was Inveſted the 16th : By the 2oth 
the Beſiegers had made ſuch a conſiderable Breach in the Wall of 
the Place, that at length both the Town and Caſtle Surrender'd 
on Articles, and March'd out accordingly on the 22d, to the 
Number of 800 Men, moſt of them being almoſt half-Naked, 
and were conducted to Merida. The 26th the Army March'd 
from Albuquerque, and Encampt within two ſhort Leagues of 
Moſtra Sgnora de Carioua, having the River Chevra on the Right. 
The 28th a Convoy of 600 Waggons arrived ſafe in the Camp 
from Campo-Major : And the ſame Day a Council of War was 
Held, upon the Receipt of an Expreſs from Lisbon, with Orders 
to the Generals to March into the Province of Abeira and Join 
the Marquis das Minas; which being oppos'd by the Generals, 
by reaſon ſuch an unneceſſary March of above 50 long Leagues in 
that Hot Weather, would ruine the Army, and leave all the 
Places in the Aleutejo expos d to the Enemy, they therefore ſent 
back the Expreſs, with the fame Reaſons which oblig d them to

diana ; but not having a ſufficient Number of Boats, and wanting 

other Neceſſaries for ia Siege, on the th they gave over that 
Enterprize, and ſo contenting themſelves with deſtroying the Tvey 80 into 
Forape, the 14th the Army paſs d the River Caya, and went into Refreſhment

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The Parliament of Jreland being Re- aſſembled, in Purſuance Ti Parlia-

of the Conie- the Command of the Earl of Peterborough and Sir Cloudeſley Shovel, 
who arriv'd at Lisbon with the Land-Forces in the beginning of 
July, where, after a ſhort Stay, Sir Cloudeſley Shovel ſaild with 
the greateſt part of the Fleet a Cruiſing towards the Strerghts ; 
but the Earl of Peterborough was detain'd ſomewhat longer with 
the reſt, and the Tranſport-Ships, for want of Forage for two 
Regiments of Dragoons, which were embarkt at Lisbon; how- 
ever, all the chief Difficulties being at length got over, King 
Charles embarkt on-Board the Ranelaugh, (though His Majeſty's 
Embarkation was ſtrongly oppos'd by ſome of the Council of Por- 
tigal, upon ſeveral ſpecious enen The Prince of Heſſe d Arm- 
ſtadt, who arriv'd at Lacbon ſome few Days before, embarkt on- 
Board the Leopard for Gibraltar, to give Orders to that Garriſon 
for their Embarkation. The intended Expedition was kept very 
private, and few Perſons knew any thing of it, except by Con- 
jecture; ſo all Things being in a readineſs, the Earl of Peterbo- 
roueh ſail'd, July 28. from Lisbon, and the next Day the whole 
Fleet got over the Bar, and ſteer'd their Courſe towards Gi- 
braltar, where they arriv'd on the 2d of Anguſt, when the King 
went on-Shore to view the Fortifications of that Place, the Gar- 
riſon of which being exchangd, and two new Regiments left 
therein, the Fleet proceeded Eaſtward, and put the Spaniſb Coaſt 
imo a great Conſternation. On Auguſt 10. they Anchor'd in 
Altea Bay, where they met with a kind Reception, and the 
People came in great Numbers to ſee King Charles, The Fleet 
being ſupplied with Water at this Place, they Sail'd again the 
15th, and came to Denia in the Kingdom of Valencia, which ſub- 
mitted to King Charles, where having taken in ſome Refreſh- 
ments, they proceeded for Barcelona, and on Aug. 2. came to an 
Anchor before that Place. The next Day the Forces with'the 
Fhe Conſort Artillery were Landed without any Oppoſition, and certain Sig- 
bucehna. nals were made, upon which the Malecontents of Vich and all 
the neighbouring Towns thereabouts (who had Declar'd for the 
King of Spain) came in, to the number of 5 or 600 Men, and 
join'd the Confederates. | 
After the Artillery and Heavy Baggage were Landed, His Ca- 
. chem. tholick Majeſty went a-Shore, and continued in his Camp, where 
25519 ſeveral Councils were Held among the Generals about Attacking 
the Town; but they finding it very ſtrong, and well-provided 
with a numerous Garriſon, it was Reſolved, That with ſo few 
Men, it would be impoſſible to attempt it with Succeſs. So 
that at length, having no hope of ſucceeding here, it was Re- 
ſolved to go to Terragona, 30 Leagues Eaſtward of this Place;

the Earl of Peterborough, accompany'd with the Prince of Helfe 

and the Lord Charlemont, begun the Attack, and held it with the 

utmoſt Bravery for three Hours, having met with a very obſti- 

nate Reſiſtance, and were twice repuls'd ; but at length the Go- 

vernor of the Fort, with the Garriſon, rctird into the Donjon, 

(which is a ſmall Fort within the great one) leaving the Out- 

works and Guns in the Poſſeſſion of the Confederates, who took 

them Sword in Hand, with the Loſs of ſeveral Men kill'd and 
wounded ; but the greateſt Loſs was, the Death of the Prince Tve Prince of

of Heſſe d Armſtadt, who being the firſt that mounted the Enemy's fel Kita, 
Works, and expoſing himſelf too much to their Fire, receiv'd a 
Mortal Wound in his Thigh by a Musket-Shot, and expir'd 
within two Hours after, very much Regretted by the King of 
Spain and the whole Army, but more particularly by the Spa- 
mards, who were all very ſenſibly Concern'd for the Loſs of ſo 
Brave a General, whoſe Courage and Skill in Military Affairs, 

his Zeal for the Common Cauſe, and the extraordinary Affection 

he bore to the Houſe of Auſtria, causd him to be generally 
Lamented by them. His Body being Embalm'd, and laid in 

a Convent, till it could be Buried in the Great Church of Bar- 
celona, the ſaid Convent was continually Crowded with Spaniards 
who came to ſee him, and who gave large Sums of Money to the 
Prieft that Pray'd continually about his Corps, to ſay Maſs for 

his Soul. 

Notwithſtanding this Loſs, which at firſt dampt the Spirits of Tue 

the Soldiers, the Attack againſt the Donjon was carry'd on by the 

Earl of Peterborough with the utmoſt Vigour ; ſo that, Sept. 16.

The Seſſion drawing now to a Conclufion, the Queen, on 

March 13. came to the Houſe of Peers with the uſual Solemnity, 
and gave the Royal Aſſent to Seventeen Publick Acts, among 
which was, An All for the better Security of Her Majeſty's Per ſon 
and Government, and of the Succeſſion of the Crown i England in 
the Proteſtant Line : And to Fifty two Private Bills. After which, 
Her Majeſty made a Speech to both Houſes ; and then the 
Lord Keeper Prorogu'd the Parliament to the 21ſt of May rogerd.

This Memorable Seſſion being at length brought to a happy 
Concluſion ; I ſhall only here take Notice, That the Affairs of

ini this and the laſt War, for the Benefit of the Common Cauſe, 
and the Good of Aurope, and who indeed, by the Conſequences 
of the ſucceeding Campaign, did not deceive em; for, by the 
Famous Battle of Iurin, he has added new Luſtre to his Laurels, 
which will never Fade, ſo long as Valour and true Merit bear 
any Reputation in te World. 

Her Majeſty's great Care, in the midſt of all her Foreign and 
Domeſtick Affairs was to Secure the Intereſt of King Charles III.

Amo gos. In the mean time, vaſt Preparations having been made in 
The Duke of France and Spain, both by Sea and Land, for the Recovering 
feder pave. Of Barcelona out of the Hands of King Charles, (which as yet 
ne; was but in an indifferent ſtate of Defence, to withſtand the Efforts 
of a Powerful Army ; ) on Apr. 2. the French Forces from about 

Gironne, under the Command of the Duke de Noarles, join'd Part 

of thoſe that came from Lerida, Commanded by the Mareſchal 

de Iheſſe, and encampt before the North- ſide of Mont juich, within 
Musket-Shot of the Fort, and about Nine in the Morning they 

Fort Mon, made an Attack with a Body of Foot, ſupported by two of 
Horſe, on the weakeſt part of the Outworks, where were only 

100 Engliſh of Hamilton's Regiment, who fairly repuls'd the 

Enemy. The Town being Alarm'd at this ſudden and unexpected 

Attack, the Guards were 1mmediately Order'd up, leaving only 

12 to Guard the King's Court and Perſon ; but the Enemy made 

no further Efforts that Day. The 5th in the Morning, the Be- 
ſiegers having got Poſſeſſion of the Round-Tower Fort, (by 
Treachery, as was ſuppos d, for which the Governor of the Caſtle 

was Diſplac'd ) they fell immediately upon Landing their Pro- 

viſions, Cannon and Ammunition; and the ſame Day their 
Camp was very much augmented, by the arrival of the reſt of 

their Troops from the ſide of Lerida. And, on the other hand, 
Earl of Bon- the Earl of Donnegal arrriv'd in Barcelona with four Regiments of 
ketten the the Garriſon of Girome. But to prevent any further Succours 
Pur leg. from getting into the Place, the Enemy's Left-Wing March'd 
mens. with their Baggage a League or two more Eaſtward; ſo that 
they almoſt quite Inveſted both the Fort and City. By the 12th 
they got a-Shore all that they wanted from on-Board their Ships, 

and had two or three ſmall Ships and a Half-Galley plying to the 
Eaſtward of the City, that lay ſo near the Shore, that none of 

the Beſieged's Barks, Felucca's, Nc. could paſs as formerly. 
The 14th the Beſiegers play'd from four Batteries; and on the 
15th, at Eight at Night, begun an Attack on the Weſternmoſt 
the trery Outwork, where the Spaniſb Foot-Guards were Poſted, who gave 
work of he way, and precipitately retir d on the firſt Onſet ; ſo that at One 
the Enemy advancd to where the Guards and Grenadiers were 
Poſted, and had carried that too, had the Soldiers not acted 
like Engl;/b-Men, who never behay'd themſelves better than _ 
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did: on this Occaſion 3 ſome of them, and even the Earl of Queen g 


Donnegal, throwing the Enemy's Grenades upon them: The 
Heat of the Attack laſted about two Hours, and the reſt of the 
Night was ſpent in Popping at each other; but they cou'd not 
make the Enemy quit the Poſt they had got. On the t7th the 
Beſiegers raisd a new Battery, and caſt up Intrenchments to 
ſecure it; and that Afternoon, two Bomb-Ketches, under the Pro- 
tection of two Men of War, came to an Anchor betwixt the Hun- 
gry Baſtion and the Mould Baſtion, which occaſion d the greateſt 
Terror imaginable in the City; for all began to remove their 
Goods into Churches, and their Perſons into the remote Parts 
of the Town : However, one of the Beſieged made this Day a 


e 


fortunate Shot, which Wounded Monſieur Lapara, the Enemy's Monſieur 44. 


Chief-Engineer, in the Lower-part of his Belly, of which he 
Died two Hours after. On the 2oth the Befiegers Bombarded 
the Town and Fort, both by Sea and Land, with more Fury 
than-before ; and the Soldiers in the Fort were fo haraſs'd, 
that they could not hold up from Sleeping under their Arms. 
The 21ſt in the Morning a Half-Gally came into the Mould, 
and brought 50 Barrels of Powder to the Beſieged from Saint 
Matteo. 

The Earl of Peterboromgb was no ſooner appriz'd by King 


and Expedition poſſible to Relieve it; ſo that having got 
2 or 3000 Men together from Valencia, he March'd Night and 
Day towards Barcelona, and having put ſome of his Troops on- 
Board ſeveral Barks at Matteo,, ſome of them ( with the utmoſt 
hazard) got with 400 Neapolitans, on the 24th, into the Town, 
and the reſt put back for Matteo. At the ſame time, my Lord 
Peterborough poſſeſs d with the reſt of the Troops the ſtrong 
Poſts on the Hills about the Enemy's Camp, and had concerted 
Meaſures with the Garriſon, to fall at once upon their Army: 
But the Deſign being diſcover'd, the Enemy kept ſo much upon 
their Guard, that there was no Attacking them. In the mean 
time, Fort AMonjuch was unhappily loſt, more by Raſhneſs and 
Careleſneſs, than any Vigour of the Beſiegers, and my Lord 
Donegal, and ſeveral other Brave Officers, were unfortunately 
Kill'd on this Occaſion. The Fort Held out till the 25th; and 
then the Remains of the Garriſon, having carry'd away all that 
they could, and ſet Fire to the Combuſtible Matter, quitted it, 
and retired into the Town with little Diſturbance from the 
Enemy. 


The French having ſpent 22 Days in Taking the Fort, (which 
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the Earl of Peterborough Took in four) began the next Morning ge the 


to break Ground in ſeveral Places againſt the City, at Night 
they renew'd their Bombs from the Sea, brought down the 


Cannon they had againſt the Fort, to the fide of the Hill, and 


carry'd on their Trenches for their Lower Batteries with all Ex- 
pedition. On the 3oth in the Morning, before Day, two Halt- 
Gallies got ſafe into the Town, with Prince Henry of Heſſe, and 
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60 Soldiers, who cut through the Line of Boats that each Night 
lay before the Harbour. In the beginning of May” the Beſiegers 
rais d many more Batteries againſt the Town, and ply'd it very 
hard with their Cannon and Mortars; while the Beſieged (who 
were in longing Expectation of Succours) as tenaciouſly Defended 
it, which Succours at laſt moſt happily and fortunately arriv'd'in 
the Harbour of Barcelona on May 8. in the Afternoon, the Earl 
of Peter borough having join'd the Fleet the Day before with about 
1400 Men he had embarkt on-Board ſome ſmall Barks at Sitias 
(a little Place near Barcelona, upon News that the Fleet was at 
hand) and went on-Board the Prince George, hoiſted the Union- 
Flag on the Main-Top, and took upon him the Command of 
the Fleet, as Admiral. The Count de I holouſe having Notice of 
their Approach, retir'd the 7th at Night with the French Fleet, 
and return'd to I houlon, So ſoon as the Fleet was come to an 
Anchor, the King of Spam fent an Aid-de-Camp, to defire the 
Admirals to ſend him a Reinforcement, expecting the Enemy 
would have made an Aſſault; and accordingly the Land-Forces 
and Marines were put on-Shore, whereby the Garriſon was aug- 
mented to Sooo Foot. The ſame Evening the Admirals went 
on-Shore, and Attended the King of Spain, who Receiv'd them 
moſt Graciouſly, ( particularly the Earl of Peterborough) and 
expreſs d his great Satisfaction at the Arrival of ſo Seaſonable a 
Relief, and his Gratitude, for the Generofity and Tender Care 
wherewith Her Bruannck Majeſty had fo effectually Supported 
and Aſſiſted him. 

The French ſtill continued the Siege until May 10. and then 
unexpectedly went off on the 11th, about One in the Morning, 
(after having carry'd on the Siege for 35 Days) and left behind 
them 106 Pieces of Braſs-Cannon in perfect good Order, 23 Mor- 
tars, 26000 Bullets, 4300 Bombs, 6500 Royal Grenado's, 
i800 Working Tools, and other Warlike Stores, 6000 Sacks of 
Oats, 16000 Sacks of Bread-Corn, above 3200 Quintals of 
Powder, 961 Quintals of Musket-Ball, 8 Barrels of Fire-Works, 
and all their Sick and Wounded Men, to the Number of above 
1000, ( whom the Mareſchal de T'hefſe, by Letter, recommended 
to the Earl of Peterborough's Clemency) and retired towards 
Noi ſillon. 

This ſtupendious Deliverance, gave His Catholick Majeſty 
and the City of Barcelona unſpeakable Joy, and ſo much the 
greater, for that the Enemy, and the Duke of Aujon (who was 
in Perſon with their Army) look'd upon themſelves to be 
Maſters of the Place, as indeed, in effe&, they were ; for it 
would have been impoſſible, without Succours, to have kept the 
Place many Days, there not being above 1000 Men left to Defend 
the City, who were forc'd to do moſt of the Service, by reaſon 
the reſt, who were about 1400 /Veapolitans and Catalomans, being 
raw, undiſciplin'd Men, could not be depended on. The King, 
notwithſtanding all the Intreaties made to him, the Day before 
the beginning of the Siege, to retire to Torroſa or Terragona,

yet he determind to ſtay in the Town, and thereby animate the Qn eue 
Garriſon and the Burghers, by his Preſence, tu make a long and © © 
vigqrous Refaſtance : Nay, after the Loſs of Fort Montjuich, when 
he was again perſuaded to go out of the Place, yet he perfifted 
in his Reſolution to continue in it ta the laſt Extremity, and 
till there was no poſſibility of Defending the City longer. . 

Upon the Arrival of an Expreſs at Madrid, with the News botcheg of 
of the Raiſing the Siege of Barcelona, the Dutcheſs of Avjan re- io banpcions. 
tir'd towards Pampelona'; and all Spain was in a ſurprizing Con- 
fuſion; which was the more encreas d, by the Confederate Horſe, 
that were ſent in Purſuit of the Enemy, who being join'd by 
ſeveral Thouſand Armed Men in the adjacent Country and the 
Mountains, Attack'd them in their Retreat, and Cut off great 
part of them. 
His Catholik Majeſty was not wanting to impart his happy e cle 
Deliverance to his Allies: And his Competitor Philip being retir' d of Poſſ:fing 
with the ſhatter'd Remains of his French Army out of Spazn, Cn Me 
King Charles was in the moſt hopeful way that could be of Poſſeſ- **!: 
ſing the whole Shan Monarchy, without much Difficulty, 
eſpecially ſeeing there was an Army on the other fide of the 
Country, composd of Engliſh, Duich and Portugueſe Troops, 
under the Command of the Marquis das Minas and the Earl of 
Galway, that had, in a manner, no body to oppoſe 'em, and were 
advancing towards Madrid, all Places ſubmitting to them where- 
ever they came; but the ſaid Army unhappily changing their 
Route to Befiege Ciudad Rodrigo, it gave the Duke of Anjou 
Time enough to go to Perpignan, and from thence march through 
Navarre into Spam, by which means he reach'd Madrid on the 
6th of June; which, probably, he might never have ſeen more, 
had it not been for the fatal Alteration of the March of the 
Portugueſe Army, as aforefaid : However, Gudad Rodrigo being 
Surrender'd, and the Portugxeſe Army advancing, Philip did not 
ſtay long there, but, on Jw1e 21. retird towards Burgos, to join 
the French Forces who were coming through Mavarre, in order 
to oppoſe their Progreſs. 

From Ciudad Rodrigo, the Army, on June 3. march'd towards 
Salamanca; and two Days after, the Marquis das Minas re- 
ceiv'd a Letter of Submiſhon from the Town, and the 7th 
the Magiſtrates in their Formalities made their Submiſſion 
to King Charles: Which done, the Army decampt the 12th, 
and march'd towards the Paflage of Guadarama. The 19th 
they came to Eſpinal, within two Leagus of the Eſcurial, and 
twelve from Madrid. On the 22d, the Marquis das Minas, the 
Earl of Galway, and ſeveral other Generals, with 8 Battalions, 
and all the Horſe of the Army, paſsd the Puerta of Guadarama, 
and the 24th came to 1 orre within 3 Leagues of Madrid. Next 
Day, the Alpnazil Mayor, with three other Deputies, came from 
the Corrigidor of Madrid, to make their Submiſſion to King 
Charles, to whom ſeveral Couriers had been ſent, to haſten his 
coming to that Place, where he was impatiently expected; * 
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Stuart. he made it the 8th of Auguſi before he join d the Portagnueſe Army 
with the Forces he brought with him from Valenctia. 
Every one was of Opinion, That it was of the higheſt Impor- 
tance to King Charles to get with the utmoſt Expedition to Ma- 
drid; in order whereunto, the Earl of Peterborough, having ſome 
of the Forces on- Board, fail'd from Valencia the ꝛ9th of May ; 
and the King himſelf was to March with the reſt of the Forces by 
Land, and ſo conjointly advance towards Madrid. But notwith- 
ſtanding what had been Agreed on, His Catholick Majeſty con- 
tinued in Barcelona the greateſt part of June, and in the begin- 
ning of July was got no farther than Lerragona, where he 
again unhappilyalter'd his Meaſures, upon Information he receiv'd, 
that the Kinadom of Arragon were well-diſpo'sd towards him: 
Whereupon Count Aoyelles was Order'd to March with ſome 
Troops thither; and at Covern, ſeven Leagues from Saragoſſa, 
The King- was met by the Deputies of the Kingdom of Arragon, having 
gu» Declare with them 800 Horſe, and 2000 Foot, who Complimented him 
chen in the Name of the States; and on the 5th of July he arrived at 
Saragoſſa, where he was alſo Complimented by the Magiſtrates, 
whither the Nobility of the Kingdom, and Deputies from moſt 
of the Towns, were come to make their Submiſhon to King 
Charles, and who Swore Allegiance to the ſaid King, in Preſence 
of His Excellency. This Torrent of Succeſs prevaild with His 
Catholick Majeſty to go to Madrid, by the Way of Arragon, 
inſtead of Valencia, (as had been before Concerted) on Pretence 
of Setling that Kingdom, which had then Declar'd for him : 
So that, contrary to all the Advices given him, His Majeſty 
ne ares went on to Saragoſſa, where he was Complimented with a 
Iauridore or Bull-Feaſt, and after having ſpent 30 Days there 
to a fruitleſs Purpoſe, his Adviſers ſaw, too late, that the 
direct Way from thence to Madrid was not practicable, and then 
alter'd their Meaſures again, took the Road towards Valencia, 
and ſent to the Earl of Peterborough to meet the King with all 
poſſible ſpeed. 
On the other hand, when the Confederate Army came to 
Madrid, inſtead of Encamping and Fortifying themſelves, ſo as 
to Cover that City, and to lay up Magazines of Corn there, they 
our Amy March'd and Encampt at Guadalaxara, where, in leſs than a 
encamp 3* Month, they wanted Provifions; and having had but very bad 
Intelligence of the Motions or Strength of the Enemy, on a 
ſudden they were ſurprizd to ſee an Army of 20000 Men 
encampt on the other fide of the River over-againft 'em, who 
perceiving themſelves to be Superiour to. the Confederates in 
Horſe, and very near a Match to them in Foot, they detach'd 
4njeuretakes a Body of Horſe, and repoſſeſſed themſelves of Madrid, where 
they killd many of King Charles's Party. Upon which, Segovia, 
] vledo, Salamanca, and other Places, which before had Submitted 
Segovia, e, to His Catholick Majeſty, Revolted again to the Duke of 
c,8 esel Hajou; by which means the Communication with Portugal was 
O him. cut off. 
When 
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When Matters were come to this paſs, moſt of the Generals Queen Hue 


were for Fighting, in order to recover that Advantage which 
had been ſo unhappily loſt ; but the Earl of Peterborough ( againſt 
the Opinion of all the other General Officers) was not for run- 
ning that Riſque, but convinc'd 'em, that it was not ſafe to 
venture All upon the hazard of a Battle, by reaſon, in caſe they 
ſhould be worſted, there could be no hopes of a Retreat; 
therefore he propos d to retake Alcala, as a proper Place for 
covering Madrid, and offer'd to attempt it with 5000 Men: 
Which Propoſal was approved; but the Execution of it meeting 
with ſeveral Delays, the Opportunity was loſt ; ſo that the Con- 
federate Army was forc'd to March higher up into the Country, 
for the Conveniency of Proviſions ; and my Lord Peterborough, 
finding there were Generals enough for the reſt of the Campaign, 
went to Genoa, to Negotiate ſome Money Matters there; from 
whence he proceeded to the Confederate Army in the Milanexe, 
to Confer with Prince Eqgene of Savoy; where I ſhall leave him 
to effect his Negotiations, and proceed to take a ſhort View of 
what happen'd moſt material between the Confederate and French 
Armies in Flanders, and begin with a brief Account of the Ever- 
Famous Battle of Ramelies, which has ſo happily freed the 
greateſt Part of the Spanſb-MVetherlands from the Tyranny of 
French Servitude. 

In the beginning of May, the Army of the States began to 
encamp near Jongeren; and on the 12th, N. S. the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Monfieur d Auverquerque arriv'd from the Hagne at 
Maeſtricht, and the next Day they Review'd the Army. The 


21ſt the Engliſb Troops join'd the Dutch between Borkloen and Pattie of e. 


Groes Warem ; and the next Day the Danes in the Confederate 
Service join'd alſo the Army. About the ſame time, the French 
having been joind by the Horſe of the Mareſchal de Marſm's 


Army, and confiding in their Superiority of Number, came out of 


their Lines, and encampt between Trrlemont and Fudoigne: Where- 
upon the Duke of Marlborough and Monſieur d Auverquerque, re- 
lying upon the Goodneſs of their Troops, reſoly'd to advance 
towards the Enemy ; and accordingly on Sunday the 23d. ( being 
M bit- Sunday) about Three in the Morning, the Army March'd 
in Eight Columns towards Ramelies ( a little Village where the 
River Gheete takes its Source. Being advanced near the ſaid

Village, they found the Enemy getting into the Camp of Mount np. 


St. Andre, and placing their Right to the Mehargn, next to which 
River they had Poſted a Brigade of Foot, and filbd the Space 
betwixt that and Ramelies (which is about half a League, and 
the Ground open and level) with upwards of 100 Squadrons : 
At Ramelies they had above 20 Battalions of Foot, with a Batter 
of 12 Pieces of Triple-Cannon ; and from thence to Autregliſe 
they had form'd a Line of Foot along the Gheete, with a Line of 
Horſe at ſome diſtance behind them.

Squadrons ſhould alſo be Poſted there, Accordingly, about Two 
a Clock in the Afternoon, the | Confederate Army being fortn'd 
ir began the Attack on the Left, with 
4 Battalions, which puſh'd the Brigade of Foot before-mention'd 
from their Poſt on the Mebaign; and about the ſame time, 
Monſieur d' Auverquerque Charg'd with the Horſe of that Wing, 
and the Succeſs was doubtful tor about Half an Hour; which 
the Duke perceiving, he Order'd the Horſe of the Right Wing 
(except 17 Squadrons who were Engli/h) to ſupport thoſe on the 
Left, and then the Fight began with great Fury, and continu'd 
with as great Obſtinacy, until the Horſe had gain'd Ground enough 
to attack the Enemy in Flank, who began then to give Way. 
While His Grace was Rallying ſome, and giving Orders to 
others to Charge, he was in very great Danger, being fingled 
out by ſeveral of the moſt Refolute of the Enemy, and falling 
from his Horle at the ſame time, had either been Kill'd or made 
Priſoner, if ſome of the Foot had not come up very ſeaſonably 
to his Aſſiſtance, and oblig'd the Enemy to retire : But after- 
wards the Duke had a greater Eſcape, a Canon-Ball having 
taken off Colonel Bring field's Head, as he was Remounting his 
Grace. Whilſt the Horſe of the Left-Wing were engag d as afore- 
ſaid, Lieutenant-General Schultz, with a Detachment of 12 Bat- 
talions of Foot, attack'd the Village of Ramelies, and Enter'd it 
at once with great Vigour and Reſolution, who being ſupported 
by the Foot of the Line, at length beat the Enemy quite out of 
the Village, and at the ſame time Charg'd the reſt of their Foot 
that were Poſted behind the Gbheecte. 

By this time the Enemy's Right-Wing of Horſe being entirely 
deteated, the Horſe of the Confederates Left fell upon the Foot 
of their Right, and cut to Pieces about 20 of their Battalions, 
whole Colours and Cannon they took; and the reſt of their 
Foot were entirely Broke, though the Horſe of their Left-Wing 
ſeem'd to make a Stand, to gain Time for them to retire ; but 
were Chargd ſo quick, and with ſo much Bravery, by the 
Engliſh Horſe, that they entirely abandon'd the Foot; and the 
Dragoons Puſhing into the Village of Autregliſe, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them, where the | King's own Regiment of 
Foot, call'd the Regiment du Roy, begg'd for Quarter, and 
deliver'd up their Arms and Colours to the Lord John Hays's 
Dragoons. | 

The Confederates purſued the Enemy all Night, by the Way 
of Judoigne, as far as Meldert, being 5 Leagues from the Place of 
Battle, and 2 from Lovain, whither part of the French Army re- 


tired, and another part of them to Waveren. Upon which the 
Army of the Allies paſsd the Great Gheete in three different 
Places at Judoigne, and advanc'd the 24th near Melders. 


Thus it pleasd Almighty God to give the Allies a Compleat 


Picat Vlog. and Entire Victory over their Enemies, ( whoſe Army confiſted 


of their beſt Forces, particularly of their Gens-d Armes, and

Dioine Will, muſt be aſcrib'd to the wonderful Courage, Pru- | 
dence and Vigilance of the Duke of Marlborowh, who, in the 
hotteſt of the; Action, continued to give his Orders with extraor- 
dinaty Sedateneſs and [Preſence of Mind. Monſieur d Auver- 

que behav'd himſelf, from the beginning to the end of the 
ight, with all the Courage and Conduct becoming a Great and 
Experienc'd General, and with a Detachment of the Army Pur- 
ſued the Enemy till One the next Morning. The reſt of the 
Generals Iikewiſe very ſignally Diſtinguiſh'd themfelves ; and all 
the Troops, both Officers and Soldiers, fought with the utmoſt 
Bravery and Reſolution. _ | 

The Glory the Confederate Army acquir'd, was ſo much the 
greater, for that the Enemy were Poſted very advantageouſly, 
and their Army confifted of 76 Battalions, and 144 Squadrons, 
including the Troops of the French King's Houſhold ; fo that they 
were Superior to that of the Allies. It was computed the Enemy 
had about $500 Men Kill'd, among whom were the Prince of Los of tbe 
Montbazon, with divers other Perſons of Note; beſides about 
6000 who were made Priſoners, and among them, were Meſſieurs 
Palavicm and Mexieres Major-Generals, the Marquis de Barr 
Brigadier-General of Horſe, the Marquis de Monant Brigadier- 
General of Foot, the Marquis de la Beaume Son to the Mareſchal 
de Tallard, and ſeveral other Officers of Diſtinction : They loſt 
alſo all their Artillery (except two Pieces, ) their Carriages, 
Baggage, Arms, Waggons, &c. and a great Number of Standards 
and Colours, abundance of Muskets, Swords, Cuirafles, Hc. 
were found ſcatter'd along the Roads; the Field of Battle was 
cover'd with the Slain and Wounded ; the Kettle-Drums and 
Standards of the Troops of the Houſhold were likewiſe taken ; 
and the Retreat of the Enemy was in the greateſt Diſorder and 
Confuſion. The Allies had 1066 Kill'd, and 2567 Wounded, And of the 
whereof Officers of Horſe and Foot Kill'd 82, Wounded 282: 
Horſes Kill'd 990, Wounded 351. 

The Army having halted at Bevecheim 24 May, for the Re- 
freſhment of the Troops, and a Diſpoſition being made for their 
March the next Morning, in order to Force the Paſſage of the 
Dyle, the Nuke of Marlorough receivd Advice in the Night, 
that the Enemy had quitted their Camp and abandon'd Louvain, The +rench 
and were retir'd towards Bruſſels : Whereupon the Bridges being e. 
laid over the Dyle near Louvam, a Detachment of 500 Men was put 
into that Place; and the 25th by Noon the Whole Army paſs d 
over the River and encampt at Bethlem. The 26th the Army 
came to Digbem, and in their March the Duke of Marlborough 
receiv'd a Letter from the Marquis of Deynſe, Governor of Bruſ- 
ſels, (where all things were in the utmoſt Confufion ) intimating,

to Declare immediately for King Charles, before the Enemy 
came to make a Stand. Two other Letters of the like Tenor 
were Wrote to the Sovereign Council, and to the City of Bruſſels, 
which had all the good Effect that could be wiſh'd; for the next 
Day in the Afternoon, vix. on May 27. the Three Deputations 
return'd with Letters Owning His Catholick Majeſty in Form ; 
when the Deputies repeated again the great Senſe they had of 
Her Majeſty's Goodnels, in Relieving them from the Oppreſſion 
of the French Government.

while the Conſternation remaind among eim. 
Thus the Allies, by an extraordinary and unforeſeen Event of 
Fortune, became in a very ſhort time, from being open Enemies 
to the Fleming, not only to be their Friends, but their Prote&ors 
alſo ; for on the 26th the Duke of Marlborough Publiſhd an 
Order at Bruſſcls, importing, That he was reſolv'd to Protect 
thoſe Provinces, and maintain all the Inhabitants in the quiet 
Poſſeſſion of their Eſtates and Effects, as good Subjects of King 
Charles the Third ; and forbad all the Oficers and Soldiers of his 
Army to do the leaſt Hurt to the ſaid Inhabitants, but, on the 
contrary, Commanded them to give them all the Help and Aſſi- 
{tance they ſhould require: And Her Majeſty of Great Britain, 
having Declar'd Gibraltar a Free Port; and being Deſirous, for 
the Benefit of Her Subjects, and the Trade of England, to take 
the Advantage of this Conjuncture, in reſpe& to the Sparyſb-

ſame Evening, the Governor Count la Motte, and the Garriſon, 
March'd out the 8th, and were Conducted to Mons: But of two 
Spaniſb Battalions, and four Troops of Dragoons, they did not 
make above 60 Men, for all the reſt of the Garriſon Deſerted, 
or Liſted themſelves in the Service of the Allies. Thus in Four 
Days time, after the Batteries began to Play, this Important 
Town was Taken, by the Powerful and Succeſsful Arms of the 
Confederates ; whereas it Held out above Three Years againſt 
the Spanz/þ Army Commanded by the Famous Spinola, though 
when the Arch-Duke Albert Inveſted it, they did not expect it 
would have Held out a Fortaight ; but they found themſelves 
very much miftaken, and 'twas computed the Spamards loſt near 
100000 Men before this Place. |

Menin ; by reaſon the Duke of Yendoſme (who arriv'd at FValen- 
ciennes the 4th, in order to take upon him the Command of the 
French Army) was —_—C Army together, with which he 
threaten'd to attempt the Relief of Menn. Notwithſtanding 
which, the Siege was carry'd on with all poſhble Vigour, and 
two Batteries on the Counterſcarp being fhmifvd by the 2oth, 
they began to play upon the Baſtion and Ravelin ; and the next 
Day two more Batteries were perfected, and ready to play on 
the 22d, when the Duke of Marlborough going thither to ſee 
what Progreſs was made, the Governor Beat a Parley : Where- 
upon Hoſtages were Exchang d; and in the Evening the Capitu- 
lation was Concluded for the Garriſon to March out with all 
Marks of Honour. Purſuant whereunto, the Duke of Argyle 
(who had Diſtinguiſh'd himſelf very much in the Attack of the 
Couterſcarp) took Poſſeſſion of the Bruges Gate on the 23d with 
a Guard of 200 Men : And the next Day the Garriſon, confiſting 
of 12 Battalions of Foot, and 3 Squadrons of Diſmounted Dra- 
goons, making in all about 4000 Men, March'd out in very 
good Order, and were Conducted to Douway ; and the ſame 
Day, Major-General Welderen being appointed to Command in 
Menin, took Poſſeſſion of the Town with 5 Dutch Battalions of 
Foot. The Allies found in this Place 55 Pieces of Braſs-Cannon, 
and 10 of Iron, betides ſeveral Pieces that were buried under 
Ground, 6 Mortars, 810 Double Barrels of Powder, 387 Double 
Barrels of Musket-Ball, and a great Quantity of all other Sorts 
of Ammunition and Provifions, having loſt in this Siege 583 
Officers and Soldiers Kill'd, and 2024 Wounded, befides 2 1 who 
run over to the Enemy: And the Beſieged had about 1300 Men 
Kill'd and Wounded. 

The Conqueſt of this ſtrong Place being thus happily atchieved, 
the Duke of Marlborough, on the 29th, Orderd his Brother 
( Lieutenant-General Churchil ) to Beſiege Dendermond in Form; 
and three Days after His Grace arriv'd in the Camp with the 
dates Deputies, to haſten the Siege of that Fortreſs ; which on 
mm 5. Surrender'd, and the Garriſon were made Priſoners 
of War. 

About the middle of September the Confederates form'd the

Empire, at Raſtadt, after a Lingring Sickneſs. He was Born 
at Paris, Apr. 5. 1655. the French King, Lewis XIV. being 
his God-tather, and was bread up a Soldier from his Youth, and 
learnd the firſt Rudiments of War under Count Montecuculi, 
and his Uncle Prince Herman of Baden.

At about a Quarter of an Hour paſt Two on Friday Morning, The Body 
beng arrivd in the Old Palace-Tard at Weſtminſter, the Body Pac 
was taken out of the Coach, and carry'd up into the Prince's -o4"5 
Lodgings, (which was hung with Black Cloth, floor'd with 
Bays, and furniſht with Wax-Lights) where it was Attended 
Day and Night by ſeveral of His Highneſs's Gentlemen, and 
others of Their Royal Highneſſes, (as Servants to the Defun&) 
who were Reliev'd by Turns, and had a Diet of Dinner and 
Supper allow'd them at His Majeſty's Charge, provided by 
the Board of Green-Cloth. 

The Room was afterwards adorn'd with Three Dozen of Manner of 
Taffeta-Scocheons of His Highneſs's Arms, intermix'd with ase. 
ſmall Stars of the Order of the Garter, and Eight large Sattin- 
Scocheons placed upon the Pall, two of the Officers of Arms 
Attending conſtantly by Turns, who likewiſe Eat with the 
other Gentlemen during their Waiting. 


But the two laſt Days, the Number of the Attendants being rue zoay ex 


Doubled, the Corps ( ſo ſet out as aforeſaid ) was permitted & 52 Pub 
to be Publickly ſeen by all Sorts of Perſons, till Friday Noon 
the gth of Auguſt 3 on which Day, about Six in the Evening, 
the Bowels (in a Square Box or Cheſt cover'd with Black 
Velvet, including the Urn before-mention'd ) were privately 
convey'd to the Vault on *the South-fide of King Henry the 
Seventh's Chapel, under the Tomb of Mary Queen of 
Scots. 

At Seven of the Clock the Body was remov'd into the 
Painted-Chamber, where it was ſet forth, as before, whilſt 
the Company Aſſembled, who all being put in Order by the 
Officers of Arms, before Nine, they ſoon after Proceeded to 
the Abbey-Church, where the Dean and Choir of Weſtminſter The tate: 
ſtood with Wax-Lights in their Hands, and fell into the Pro- *. 
ceeding between the Earl of Marlborough His Highneſs's Go- 
vernor, and Clarenceux King of Arms, and paſſing down the 
South-Iſle by the Weſt- end of the Choir, went up the North- 
ſide to King Henry the Seventh's Chapel, whilſt an Anthem 
proper for the Occaſion was Sung. 
hen the Body was brought to the head of the Steps going 
into the Chapel, it ſhould have been Depoſited there, under 
the Canopy, until Divine-Seryice had been Read ; but inftead 
thereof, 1t was carry'd through a little Door at the top of the
